EDITH BALL IN COURT ONCE MORE. 


She Has Her Former Husband Arrest- 
ed on a Charge of Assdult- 
ing Her. 


Boston, Mass., July 18.—[Speclal. TA sen- 
sational sequel to the celebrated Denver 
divorce case of Edith Ball of Boston devel- 
oped in the East Boston court today when 
Samuel Burns, a prominent citizen of East 
Boston, who was once her husband, was 
placed on trial charged with assaulting her. 

A year ago, at the time the complainant 
wes suing for divorce in Denver, the papers 
had columns of sensational reading about 


the case, and a repetition of the matter 


‘bids fair to occur. 

The complainant, who is Mrs. Colson now, 
is a handsome woman of 22 years. In court 
today she wore a perfectly fitting tailor- 
made suit, and her head was surmounted by 
a jaunty Alpine hat. 


The assault, she claims, took place at 9 
o’clock on the evening of July 3 in Central 
Square, East Boston. Her former husband, 
she said, stopped her on the street and took 
her by the arm, and asked her to step into 
the adjoining park as he wished to have 
a talk with her. She objected and cried for 
help, and two men came to her assistance. 
The defendant then let her go, and the next 
morning she swore out a warrant for him. 

On eross- examination the counsel for de- 
fendant tried to go into her past life, and she 
objected. The court, however, ruled that 
she should answer his questions, and she 
then told the story how, as she claimed, 
she had been drugged by the defendant and 
forced to marry him. She tried to have the 
marriage nullified at one time, but was un- 
successful. She then went to Denver with 
the intention of getting a divorce, as she 
admitted, and after being there twenty- 
one months her decree was granted. 

Three days after the divorce was granted 
she married her present husband, to whom, 
she claimed, she was engaged before she 
married Burns, but who was in Bermuda 
at the time of that ceremony.

The result of his investigation he brought 
to Tur TRIBUNE and submitted it for publi- 
eation. His reported -observations were, 
however, almost incredible, despite his repu- 
tation for accuracy and veracity, that 
THE TRIBUNE withheld publication of them 
until they were sustained by the investiga- 
tions of a reporter for THE TRIBUNE. The 
report originally brought in is now set forth 
as follows: 

Between S3and4o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing the inquiring citizen and a cabman trav- 
eled five miles through the district above 
mentioned looking for policemen. They 
drove slowly and looked carefully. The 
driver was well acquainted with the entire 
neighborhood and with the haunts of the 
police. Nearly one hour was spent in the 
search. A total of forty patrolmen are em- 
ployed in the district, but only six were 
found. Of this number two were asleep, 
one was riding on an *‘owlcar’ in Madison

Close Call for Firemen. 

Soon after the roof of the stable fell in the 
west wall crashed outward, and a number 
‘of firemen barely escaped being caught be- 
neath it. The crowd had pressed in so close- 
ly about the firemen as to greatly interfere 
with their movements. The falling of small 
sections of the walls gave rise to the report 
that a number of explosions had occurred, 
and such rumors had more effect in keeping 
the people back than all the efforts of the 
police. 

The owners and tenants of near-by houses 
had all they could do to extinguish incipient 
fires Started on their roofs by flying sparks 
and brands.

Street Cars Are Ditched. 


Pushing cars into Wabash avenue from the 
burning building added to the consternation, 
and these were run north as far as Thirty- 
third street. When traffic was resumed, four 
ears were ditched at that point, and others 
were pushed into Twenty-second street and 
run off the tracks. . 

On the south and west side of the street 
car company’s property are vacant lots. 
These were taken possession of by the 
crowds. When the roof fell the line of spec- 
tators advanced upon the pile of débris, and 
through the windows watched the rolling 

stock reduced to ashes. 

Somebody’s blunder caused the destruc- 
tion of many cars which could have been 
saved. In the center of the barn was a mov- 
ing platform which carried cars across a 
pit 100 feet wide. Many cars were behind 
this pit. Several dozen had been conveyed 
to the front section, and were saved by 
means of quick work with this rolling plat- 
form. ; 

Mistake Proves Disastrous. 


Then came the error. In his excitement 
some one pushed a car into the pit, which 
kept the moving platform from backing up 

close enough to receive other cars. After 
that labor was useless. 
To the south of the stables was a building 
ned by B. Weinhardt. It was damaged 
by fire. J. L. Holtz, grocery, adjoin- 
ing, was slightly damaged, and Mrs. Johan- 
son suffered a loss of $300 to the fixtures in 
her saloon, No. 3838 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. At no time, however, were any of the 
buildings in danger of destruction. 
Sightseers a Hindrance. 

Despite the danger from the falling walls 
hundreds crowded into Cottage Grove ave- 
nue near the burning building. Sight-seeing 
interfered with fire-fighting, but policemen 
found they could not control 100 men each. 
So the crowd got as close as it dared and 
gratified curiosity at personal risk. 

Wild excitement reigned when the drove 
of street car horses plunged out of the barn 
at the first stage of the fire. Before the 
flames had made much headway a few men 
about the building, reinforced by conductors 
and brakemen who joined them, cut loose 
the horses, and with good judgment got 
them to the doorway. Noise and turmoil in 


the street frightened the animals. The lead- 


unged and started back. In order to 
eye herd the men inside then raised 
‘a cry and stampeded the animals. 
Hundreds had already gathered. The peo- 
le were rushing to the barn as the horses 
ran out. Smart boys stopped the animals 
by waving their hats and turned them back. 
For several minutes the fifty wild horses 
reared and plunged and dashed through the 
crowds and ran many a close chance of in- 
_juring people. Some of the horses did 
return ta the barn, and three were burned. 
Gregs Lost in the Smoke. 
R.. Gregg of No. 3815 Langley avenue had 
a narrow escape from death. He was sit- 
ting on the rear porch of his house when the 
fire broke out, and hurried over to offer aid 
in rescuing the horses. He remained in the 
burning building until it was filled wth 
smoke and he was unable to find his way out. 
e reached a water trough and bathed his 
ace, but was wing weaker when he saw 
a fireman pass him. He followed him as fast 
as he could and as he reached the open air 
he sank to the ground exhausted. He soon.

Most of them, especially the resi- 
dents on the east side of Langley avenue, 
between Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth 
streets, resolved to take no chances. Some 
of them were sure their own dwellings were 
in flames. Many of them rushed back into 
their houses and began tearing up the car- 
pets and putting their valuables into their 
trunks. ö 

It was at the moment in Langley avenue 
when the excitement was at its height, and 
women were standing out in front of their 
houses, peering through the smoke, that 
there came a crash of broken pottery from 
the dwelling of J. A. Metcalf, No. 3839 Lang- 
ley avenue.

Frightened by Crockery. 


That settled the peace and happiness of 
Langley avenue for the next three-quarters 
of an hour. The women who saw the wild 
flight of the washbow! an pitcher from the 
Metcalf. household either fainted or ran 
screaming into their respective dwellings, 
calling upon every man within hearing to 
come and save their household goods. 

A boy rushed out of the Burgess residence, 
No. 3805, with a couple of stove pokers just 
as a girl emerged from the ‘Metcalf home 
tenderly embracing a doormat and a boot- 
jack. ’ 

Mrs. Rudolph Foreman pressed a crowd of 
men who were running along the street to 
the fire inte service and begged them to save 
the piano if nothing else. Several of the win- 
dows in the rear of the Foreman home had 
been left open and the house was filled with 
smoke, which convinced the family that 
their dwelling was doomed. 

The men who had volunteered to save the 
piano rushed into the parior, dragging a lib- 
eral quantity of Langley avenue mud on 
their feet, which they wiped off on the car- 
pets and curtains. They pushed the piano 
by main strength and awkwardness to the 
front door and. started it down the steps as 
though they were going to shoot the chutes. 
The piano and the gallant volunteers struck 
the sidewalk with a thud. The instrument 
was shoved under the trees in front of the 
house and arrangements made to cart it 
away. Before the expressman arrived the 
panic was over. 

R. Metcalf, the Secretary of the Hamilton 
elub, who lives in the residence at No. 8820) 
Langley avenue, was not at home when the 
fire began, but started for his house as soon 
as he heard of it. By the time he reached 
Langley avenue his family had begun a 
May-day moving and Mr. Metcalf assisted 
in tearing up the carpets and rolling the 
furniture up-stairs in the mattresses, which 
were dragged to the windows all ready to

alarm of the Metcalf family was increased 
by the burning of their shed immediately 
in the rear of the house. 

Isaac Degan's house, No. 3811 Langley ave- 
nue, was, like the rest of the dwellings on 
the avenue, in the same block with the burn- 
ing car barn, considered in danger, and the 
servants began carrying out the furniture. 
They were stopped, however, before much 
had been taken dut to await the progress of 
the flames. Henry Noyes, living at No. 3840, 
and F. A. Johnson, No. 3807, got their fur- 
niture in readiness to move, but the excite- 
ment abated before they had begun to carry 
out their goods, and they were spared the 
pain of moving back again. 

Across the street from the car barn, on 
Cottage Grove avenue, many families live 
in the flats above the stores. While all were 
much excited by the sight of the flames, the 
fact that they were across the street from 
them, with the wind in another direction, pre- 
vented any of the residents from being 
alarmed for the safety of their property. 

Excitement in the Hampden. 

Great exgitement spread through the 

handsome Hampden Flats, facing in Thirty- 
ninth street, which back within 100 feet of 
the barn.

There was little 
danger, however, as a hose had been taken 
upon the roof. The crowd on the roof 
though, did not know it. That accidents did 
not occur in hurrying down fire escapes and 
the stairway was remarkable. 

Several men climbed up a convenient lad- 
der on the east side of this building and took 
positions upon the fire-escapé. A fireman 
took away the ladder. The spec 
tators were marooned up on their 
iron platform, and although the 
heat grew so unbearable they had to pull 
their coats over their faces, no one helped 
them until they had gotten an uncomfortable 
baking. Then a policeman took them down 
on a borrowed ladder. 

BURIAL OF OLD ENGINE NO. 2. 
Firemen Obliged to Flee for Their 
Lives from a Falling Wall. 

The fire had been burning for fifty min- 
utes, and the supports of the heavy front 
wall on Cottage Grove avenue had been 
completely burned away, when Engine Com- 
pany No. 2, located at -Archer avenue and 
Sanger street, began playing on the fire 
through the openings in the tottering wall. 

-The steamer previously had been drawn 
to. the center of the street, near the north 
door. The horses had been unhitched and 
taken to a safe distance, but the firemen 
and the closely-pressed crewd were in easy 
reach if the walis should collapse. 

The police were making frantic efforts to 
keep the crowd back and out of danger, but 
the thousands packed into the street were 
too much for the handful of bluecoats. 

The wall began to totter and the front of 
the crowd tried in vain to fall back out of 
the way. The firemen either did not see 
their danger or were waiting for an or- 
der before deserting their engine. 

For fully three minutes those of the crowd 
farthest across the street saw the great 
mass of bricks swaying, and then at the 
same time that a terrified shout arose in all 
directions from those looking on, fully a halt 
of the wall came crashing down into the 
street. rentiy upon the heads of the fire- 
men and the nearest of the crowd, 


For a moment the stampede was something

Seeing that it had been a rainy day and 
the roads were still soft, this flying squad- 
ron arrived streaked with mud and dripping 
with discolored water from the puddles. The 
popularity and usefulness of the wheel as a 
means of rapid locomotion were well shown, 
fcr many among the riders were dressed in 
ordinary costume and had evidently seized 
upon the speediest means of transportation 
available. 

This crotvd of riders invaded the district 
immediately surrounding the blaze, got in 
the way of the firemen, splashed mud over 
the onlookers’ backs, and in general showed 
another of the drawbacks of the cycling 
craze. 

When the hosecarts and hook and ladder 
trucks came dashing up the streets most 
of the venturesome wheelmen dropped their 
machines and fied for safety, as had also 
ohe young miss, who was leaning against 
her bicycle just over a spot in the hose 
which suddenly sprung a leak. 

When the front wall fell over.on the en- 
gine this bicycle army screamed a warning, 
and when the worst was over and excitement 
abated it broke into squads and walked 
around the block in common with the other 
curlosity-seekers., 

Big red cinders flew from the burning 
walls and fell into the faces and on the heads 
of the crowd in the streets north of the 
barns, but the women paid no attention to 
them except to jump when one fell on the 
shoulder of the person in front. 

One bloomer girl was bending over her 
wheel to examine a punctured tire when one 
of the flying cinders fell down her neck. 
She screamed, and several men began pound- 
ing her vigorously on the back. She 
thanked them, but seemed to have had 
enough of the fire, and was last seen mak- 
ing her way into a drug store, where she in- 
vested in a jar of cold cream. 

Of the thousands of spectators more than 
one-half were women, many of them carry- 
ing children in their arms.

HISTORY OF THE BURNED BARNS, 
Rullt a Score of Years Ago, but Later 
Remodeled and Enlarged. 

The car barn was a plain, old-fashioned, 
two-storied, red brick structure. A part of 
it was built so long ago that none of the offi- 
cers nor employ¢és remembered much about 
it, but it was at least twenty years ago. It 
was enlarged and rebuilt ten years ago, at 
a cost of $50,000, and its value when burned 

was supposed to be $150,000 or more.

The report of the representative of Tur 
TRIBUNE, sent over the same ground us 
that covered in the above bill of particu- 
lars—Canal street and Center avenue and 
Madison street and Van Buren street—is 
published below. It was the result of an 
all-night inyestigation of the district made 
on Thursday night. Following is his report: 

“I saw two men quarrel at Union and 
Madison streets at midnight. One took off 
his coat and suggested to the other that 
they fight it out on the spot. After talking 
for a few minutes they walked towards 
Halsted street, but stopped on the way 
and fought for two minutes, when by a 
dexterous twist one threw the other and 
then ran around the. corner of Halsted 
street. He came back, accompanied by 
two toughs, and holding his hand on his 
hip pocket. These three went to where the 
man was lying on the sidewalk, and then the 
four walked east in Madison street to- 
gether. The affair lasted about fifteen min- 
utes and it attracted many people. No po- 
liceman came in sight. 

At 12:25 two policemen stood talking at 
Van Buren street and Center avenue. A 
saloon in Van Buren street, a few doors 
east of its intersection with Center avenue, 
was open, and there were several men in 
it, standing at the front of the bar. -There 
were four policemen in a group at Jackson 
boulevard and Sangamon street at 12:35. 

Pelice Are Sociable. 

“At 1:15 two policemen, after pulling the 
box at Adams street and Center avenue, 
walked together west on the former street. 
At 1:25 two policemen stood at Van Buren 
and Desplaines streets. A policeman was 
leaning against a post at Canal and Adams 
Streets t 1:50, presumably after pulling the 
box located there. He rested for ten minutes 
and then walked leisurely towards Clinton 
street. When he was within several hun- 
dred feet of Clinton street a car came from 
the north. He broke into a run and hurried 
toward the car. It was on the Van Buren 
Street line, tnough, and when it continued 
south in Clinton street the policeman turned 
back and sought a fence by the saloon at the 
northwest corner of the twd streets. He sat 
on that fence until 1:58. Then a Van Buren 
Street car came from the south and a police- 
man jumped from it. This policeman, who 
may be called No. 2, walked to the Hotel 
Oxford at Adams and Canal streets. There 
is a side entrance on the former street and a 
flight of stairs leading to it. Policeman No. 
2 lay down on these steps and pulled his cap 
over his face, evidently preparing for a nap. 
ife arose after a few minutes and went to 
the box on the corner. He pulled this and 
then sauntered to the other side of the street 
and helped himself to fruit from a stand. 
In the meantime the other policeman had 
left his spot on the fence railand had crossed 
to the opposite corner, which was darker 
and Which was also supplied with a resting 
place. It was on the curb. 

“It was 2:15 when I went down Madison 
street again. Three saloons in a bunch east 
of Desplaines street were open and 
women were standing in front of one of 
them. No policemen were seen on this ride 
until Peoria street was reached. Two were 
walking together in Peoria street, south of 
Madison street. They crossed in front of 
my cab and proceeded north. The next po- 
licomen seen were three, standing joking and 
laughing at the corner of Curtis and Madi- 
son streets. It wag 2:25. . 

At 2:31 a policeman jumped off an east- 
bound Madison street car at Center avenue 
and pulled the box. At this time the saloon 
of Ald. John A. Rogers at May street was 
open. Two women came out of the door and 
walked east until they reached Curtis, where 
they chatted with the group of three police- 
men. 


Sitting on a Curbstone. . 

At 2:35 two policemen were at Adams and 
Center streets. One was squatting on the 
curbstone and the other was standing by 
the open patrol box. Two blocks south at 
Van Buren street three policemen were 
standing about the patrol box at 2:45. Two 
women stood on the opposite corner just 
east and called the three men to them. Final- 
ly one of them crossed the street and walked 
east with one of the women. The second 
woman walked ahead of them alone. 

Then I made a tour of the north and south 
streets in the district. I went through the 
length of Boston avenue, and also through 
Quiney street from end to end. I went 
through Canal, Clinton, Jefferson, Desplaines, 


. Halsted, Green, Peoria, Morgan, and Sanga- 


mon. The only policemen I saw in this en- 
tire territory were two riding south in a Hal- 
sted street horse car. 

As I reached the north limit of my terri- 
tory I saw a policeman step from a west- 
bound Madison street car and walk north in 
Halsted street. I turned down Madison 
street, and when I got to Center avenue I 
saw two policemen resting in the corner. 
It was 2:45. One was sitting on, the stool 
which belongs to the Italian fruit peddler 
there. 

At 4:20 a policeman was standing at the 
corner of Jackson boulevard and Clinton 
street. A cab passed going west. The po- 
liceman hailed it. The driver understood 
and stopped. The policeman walked to it 
and opened the door. He threw himself back 
on the cushions and closed his eyes. Then 
the cab went on to Morgan street, where 
it stopped in front of a liyery stable. The 
policeman got out of it, and the driver led 
his horse into the building. The policeman. 
followed him. 

„As I came down Madison street again I 
passed a fruit store near Sangamon street. 
Two policemen were sitting in it, reading 
the morning papers. 

This report may be summed up in the 
statement that but one man was seen prop- 
erly patroling his beat during the five hours 
I spent in the district. The others who were 
seen were either riding in street cars or had 
congregated in groups about the patrol 
boxes. There are forty policemen in the 
territory through which I went. Less than 
twenty different ones were seen. From mid- 
night to 5 o’clock in the morning not one 


patrol sergeant of the Police Department was 


seen.“

He did it after .conferring fully 
with the leaders of his party and after reach- 
ing the conviction that the plan outlined will 
carry. Mr. Taubeneck dictated this inter- 
view with himself:

Harris, John A. Lee, and 
other prominent free silver Popocrats are 
putting up the money for the free silver 
convention, which has no claim on the 
funds of the Citizens’ committee. There- 
fore, by meeting the expenses of the con- 
vention the Popocrats will control it, and 
they have formed their plans, so that when 
the silverites fuse with the Poptlists the 
silver party leaders will at once take pos- 
session of the machinery of the amalga- 
mated convention and direct it in the in- 
terest of Bryan and Sewall. This is the 
sche by which the Popocrats hope to 
secur an indorsement without pledging 
any If the spoils of office, which the in- 
genious plan of the Taubeneckers provides 
for themselves and their partisans. 

As for the report that Mark Hanna is tak- 
ing a hand in the game in order to discon- 
cert the Popocratic leaders, there is little 
evidence to-contirm it. Pawell Clayton ar- 
rived here this morning from Cleveland, 
where he had held a conference with Mark 
Hanna. The Populists seem to think he has 
some ‘propositions to submit to them from 
Mr. Hanna, but he denies it, and says he 
only stopped over here to see his friend, 
Dick Kerens, with whom he is stopping. 


Aims of the Silwer Men. 


Senator Stewart: of Nevada arrived to- 
night.

Lockport, N. V., July 18.—[Special.]—Law- 
rence J. McParlin, delegate-at-large and 
National Secretary of the People’s party, 
was interview tonight just as he was board- 
ing the train for St. Louis.

‘TELLER IS WITH BRYAN. 


COLORADO SENATOR ASSURES THE 
POPOCRAT OF SUPPORT. 


Sends Bryan a Letter in Which Pledges 
of Various Kinds Are Made—Recep- 
tion at Lincoln Leaves No Lasting 
Effect—Republicans Are Confident 
ef Carrying the State by a Safe Ma- 
jority—Fizzle of the Much Vaunted 
Clubs. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 18.—[Special.]—Candi- 
date Bryan had some reports today which 
pleased him immensely. He received a tele- 
gram from E. Hoff, the Populist delegate 
from Oregon, informing him that the bime- 
tallic and Populist delegates of four West- 
ern States were on their way to St. Louis to 
work for hisindorsement. Another message 
which pleased him quite as much was 
brought by T. L. Patterson, editor of the 
Rocky Mountain News of Denver, and Thom- 
as F. Dawson, private secretary of Senator 
Teller. These gentlemen stopped at Lincoln 
for several hours this afternoon on their way 
to St. Louis and made a long call on Mr. Bry-. 
an. They brought him a letter from Senator 
Teller, reading as follows: 

Denver, Colo., July 18, 1896.—Hon. W. J. 
Pryan, Lincoln, Neb.—Dear Sir: I congrat- 
ulate you on your nomination at Chicago. 
I think the country is to be congratulated 
also. I need not assure you that your nom- 
ination was more than satisfactory to me. 
I think we shall be able to consolidate all 
the friends of free silver in your support, 
and if we do this 1 believe you will be 


elected, although I do not overlook 
the tremendous power that will be 
put against us in this campaign. All the 


power of money and organized wealth, cor- 
porations, and monepolies of all kinds will 
be against us. Justice is on our side and this 
is the cause of the people. It is a contest for 
industrial independence and for freedom 
from the domination of foreign powers and 
foreign capitalists, and it does not seem pos- 
sible that in such a contest before the Ameri- 
can people justice should fail and wrong pre- 
vail. I do not believe we shall fail. I think 
I can promise you the cordial support of the 
Western silver men who have heretofcre 
acted with the Republican party, and if you | 
get that I think all of the Western coast 
and intermountain States will be with you. 

I will not offer any suggestions to you 
save to advise you that, as you were nom- 
inated without pledges of favor or privilege 
to any one, that vou maintain that position 
and make no pledges or promises, so that 
you may go into the great office of President 
of the United States without the embarrass- 
ment that follows pledges and promises, 
even if they are such as may be properly car- 
ried out- 

It will afford me pleasure to place my- 
self at the disposal of the National commit- 
tee to make speeches in your behalf as my 
health will permit, where and when they may 
think I will do good. 

Jam, very respectfully, H. M. TELLER.”

Mr. Bryan and his visitors discussed the 
approaching conventions and the steps 
which should be taken to insure his indorse- 
ment.

EXPECT FIERCE SOUTHERN RATE WAR. 


Seaboard Air Line’s Cut Will Be Met 
by All Southern Roads East of 
the Mississippi. 


ye eee 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—One of the 
fiercest rate wars ever waged in the South 
is likely to be the outcome of the tariff cut. 
made by the Seaboard Air iine. 

The cut affects mainly the Southern rail 
way, but it directly or indirectly involves 
practically every railroad east of the Mis- 
sissippi River, and south of the Ohio and 
Potomac. The first formal step looking to 
retaliatory action is the issuance of a call 
by Commissioner H. S. Haines of the South- 
ern States’ Freight Association to all of the 
roads comprising that body for a meeting 
to be held some time next week, either in 
Atlanta or New York City. 

The place of meeting has not yet been 
fixed, but it is probable Atlanta will be de- 
cided on. Pending the meeting none of the 
roads will take any steps to meet the cut. 
There probably will be twenty or twenty- 
five roads represented at this meeting, in- 
cluding roads outside of as well as within 
the association. 

It is not thought probable that the war 
will extend beyond the Mississippi and Ohio 
limits mentioned, but the rates from all 
points east of the Mississippi will be affect- 
ed. The rates trom the west bearing a cor- 
relation to Eastern rates, the railroads lead- 
ing from the Ohio and the Mississippi River 
to Louisville, will be more than usually in- 
terested. The adjustment of the rates from 
Louisville and Cincinnati to Atlanta, which 
have been in vogue for many years, gives the 
same figures as from Baltimore to Atlanta. 
Accordingly when the rates from Baltimore 
to Atlanta are reduced the rates from all 
Western points will be diminished corre-

BRYAN IS ITS SPONSOR. 


POPOCRATIC-ANARCHISTIC ATTACK 
ON THE SUPREME COURT. 


His Advocacy of the Revolutionary 
Plank Adopted at the Chicago Con- 
vention—Bitter Assault on the In- 
tegrity of the Highest Tribunal in 
the Land—How He and His Ideas Are 
Regarded Among Lawyers — His 
Fiat Money Scheme. 


Omaha, Neb., July 18.—[Speclal. Next to 
the silver plank the declaration in the Popo- 
cratic national platform which has aroused 
the most indignation and surprise is that 
which demands the reorganization of the 
Supreme Court for the express purpose of 
furthering the schemes of the agitators and 
Anarchists, 


For this plank in the platform William Jen- 
nings Bryan is directly responsible. It is 
a queer position for a lawyer to take, but 
then he is a queer ia wyer. 

When the members of the bar here read 
the plank they said: “ That's ryan all 
over,“ and sure enough it was. Most law- 
yers of large practice, they said, have been 
trained to consider a court something to be 
won over by argument, and it is not gener- 
ally considered good form fora lawyer first 
to appeal to a court and then to denounce 
it. Reputable lawyers here say that they ex- 
pected just such a declaration, because Mr. 
Bryan, though nominally a lawyer, has plead- 
ed most of his cases before the people and 
has never been overmuch successful before 
courts, 


Revolutionary and Anarchistic. 

The proposition to wipe out or remodel a 
court because it has declared a law uncon- 
stitutional, they say, is revolutionary and 
anarchistic, and if persisted in would de- 
Stroy the judiciary of the country. One at- 
torney here who knows the Presidential 
candidate, and has had business relations 
with his §rm, said today: 

“Mr. Bryan is a public speaker, not a 
lawyer. He has no solid attainments in any 
direction, He only possesses the faculty 
of dressing up certain facts in an attractive 
form for popular consumption. He is not 
even a good jury lawyer, and when it comes 
to addressing himself to the bench he is 
manifestly not in it, as Judges are not often 
caught by mere gifts of oratory. They 
want logic and law, not rounded periods 

“If Bryan had been a better lawyer he 
would neve have lent his name to such 
anarchistic propositions as to interfere with 
the United States Court just because it 
made a decision he didn’t like. Had he 
been a better lawyer he would have known 
that any kind of a final decision, right or 
wrong, is better. than one which may be 
changed by a later court. The permanence 
of the United States Court appeals to law- 
yers, and Mr. Bryan has made himself the 
laughing stock of the profession by pro- 
posing to revolutionize the court to meet 
his own views of a question of law. If he 
were a reat lawyer and statesman, instead 
of an agitator, he would seek to pass an in- 
come tax law in some shape which would 
meet the objections of the court.“ 


Originater of the Idea. 

So far as the records go Mr. Bryan himself 
seems to be the originator of the proposition 
tu remodel the court expressly for the pur- 
pose of saddling the income tax on the coun- 
try, and it is known that the plank in the 
platform has his personal approval. When 
the final decision of the Supreme Court was 
renedered completely knocking out the in- 


Statesmen had spent so much time, and 
which they had advocated because they 
thought it would produce enough revenue 
tc destroy the necessity for any large tariff 
duties, the young agitator through his paper 
was in his element. In the editorial columns 
of the World-Herald of May 21, 1895, the 
day following the decision of the Supreme 
Court, Mr. Bryan gave utterance to the 
revolutionary and anarchistic sentiments 
which were expressed in other words in the 
Democratic platform adopted at Chicago. 

The editorial in question was headed, 
Dead, but Not Forgotten,” and the first 
paragraph read as follows: The income 
tax is for the present dead, but not for- 
gotten. The Supreme Court, like a blind 
Samson, has pulled down the edifice reared 
by the last Congress, but the court itself 
has received greater injuries than the tax.’’ 

Further on he said: No more cruel blow 
has ever. been struck at the dignity and au- 
thority of the Supreme Court of the United 
States than has been struck by this decision. 
It is absurd to call it a judicial construc- 
tion of the Constitution. It is merely the 
declaration of individual opinions by a ma- 
jority of the court.”’ 

Integrity of the Court Assailed. 

Then follows the attack upon the integ- 
rity of the court and the declaration of the 
foolish doctrine that the Judges should be 
elected only for stated periods, and thus 
made amenable to the wishes of such dem- 
agogues as Bryan himself. 

The decision in the income tax, over- 
throwing the precedents of 100 years, follow- 
ing the decision recently rendered in favor 
of trusts, show how firmly plutocracy is in- 
trenched behind our judicial system. Our 
Judges are not only appointed, but they are 
appointed for life. They are not only ap- 
pointed for life, but they are usually selected 
from cities where they have been surrounded 


sustained by large aggregations of wealth. 

‘So long as our Supreme Court Judges 
are appointed for life, and recommended fcr 
appointment by corporations, so long will 
it be impossible to compel the possessors of* 
large in comes to contribute their just share 
to meet®the expenses of the government. 
It is possible that an amendment to the Con- 
stitution specifically providing for an in- 
come tax would be sufficient to enable Con- 
gress to pass a law that would stand, but if 
the court is determined to prevent the im- 
position of a tax upon wealth, some excuse 
would be found for suspending the opera- 
tion of any law passed. 

: To Elect Judges. 

If the people of the United States are de- 
termined to secure justice in taxation they 
must be prepared td go to the root of the 
difficulty and adopt an amendment to the 
Constitution providing for the election of 
all United States Judges for a definite time. 

These extracts from the editorials of the 
man who is now the candidate for Presi- 
dent of the United States are in every way 
characteristic of his political and editor‘al 
career. He will defend any alleged reform 
which he thinks will take with the people, 
and when it is defeated by the votes of the 
people he will promptly drop it and take up 
another reform, but when his proposed re- 
form is defeated by the court, lawfully cre- 
ated, he does not hesitate to advocate the 
abolition or partial destruction of that court 
to suit his own ends. This is a character- 
istic of Bryan which is recognized by all 
who know him. Not being a deep thinker he 
seldom seeks to secure a way out of the 
difficulty by adapting his reform to circum- 
stances, but always insists that circum- 
stances shall be immediately changed so 
as to suit the proposed reform. 

Two long editorials printed in his paper 
of Nov. 11 and 12, 184, just following the dis- 
astrous defeat of that year, give the plat- 
form on which Bryan hoped to carry out 
his favorite idea of fusion and secure the 
union of the Democratic and Populistic par- 
ties. He declared that the Populist party 
had spent its efforts in a large number of 
issues and attempted to cover 80 much 
ground that it could not defend successfully 
all the good policies set out in its platform, 
not to mention a few which were of lesser 
importance. He believed, however, that 
there were several questions ypon which the 
Democrats and Populists of the South and 


West would unite. 
His Revenue Plank. 


emocrats, he said, would always be 
* on tariff for revenue, but as the 
Populists were not particular about that 
they could easlly concede the Democratic 
position. The income tax had the support 
of both the Democrats and the Populists, 
and he believed that they could come to-

CROOKS WITH LENGTHY RECORDS.

Two Well-Knovn Characters Appear 
in Judge Tuthill’s Court. 

Three prisoners stood in Judge Tuthill’s 
court yesterday under conviction of crime, 
two of whom are life-long crooks and no- 
torious in criminalannals. . 

These two were E. H. Meyer, alias Harry 
Muldoon, and T. J. Foster, alias Flynn, both 
burglars. The third prisoner, J. W. Rand, 
is from the East, and not known to the po- 
lice here. Muldoon and Flynn are each near- 
ly 60 years of age, and their entire lives have 
been mainly given to crime. They had 
worked together from youth, but twenty 
years ago drifted apart. Three months ago 
they met again by chance in Clark street, 
and at once renewed their old partnership. 

It is charged that the men were plotting to 
rob F. A. Crandall’s paint store, Nos. 2210 
and 2212 Indiana avenue. They were arrest- 
ed and burglars’ tools found in their pos- 
session, which caused their being sent to the 
penitentiary. 
The men asked for a new trial yesterday, 
but the hearing went over to next week. 

In 1873 and before Flynn and Muldoon sev- 
ered their old time partnership, it is said, 
they raked in $27,000 in the robbery of the 
County Treasurer's office at Peoria, and 
spent a year or more on the proceeds in 
Paris. 

In 1882 Muldoon was the principal in the 
robbery of a farmer named Fairbanks, liv- 
ing on the dividing line of Cook and Du Page 
Counties. Live coals were held at the feet 
of the farmer and his wife, and by torture 
they were forced to surrénder over $10,000 
in bonds. For this crime Muldoon served 
fourteen years in Joliet.

HEARING REDUCED TO A NICETY. 


1 
Newly Invented Phonendoscope and 
ite Application. 


The newly invented phonendoscope is de- 
signed to be used by physicians and surgeons 
for detecting the presence of disease by 
sound. f 8 

The instrument consists of a circular flat 
metal box or tympanum, having on its one 
surface two apertures for the attachment 
of the rubber ear tubes, while the other sur- 
face is formed by a thin disk, which is read- 
ily thrown into vibration. The best results 
are obtained by simply applying this disk 
to the surface to be examined. By an in- 
genious contrivance a second disk can be 
superposed upon this one and a vulcanite 
rod attached to the former, so that the area 
of auscultation may be extremely circum- 
scribed. The conduction of the sounds is 
only slightly diminished by the use of this 
rod, which thus combines the principle of the 
solid stethoscope with that of the tympanum. 
‘The rod furnished with the instrument Is 
about two inches in length, but it ts stated 
that there are other rods of various lengths 
to enable the phonendoscopist to receive 
sound vibrations from Nie natural cavities 
which communicate with. the exterior of 
the body. Altogether we consider the in- 
strument highly ingenious, carefully and 
compactly constructed, useful as an aid to 
auscultation, and yet not likely to supersede 
the use of the stethoscope. It may also be 
found useful in class demonstration, since 
it would be easy by means of branched 
tubes to enable several persons to listen at 
the same time. 

The instrument would be particularly use 
ful for the following purposes: First—The 
sound of the respiratory organs, of the cir- 
culation of the blood, and@f the digestive 
organs in the healthy body as well as in the 
sick subject. Second—The sounds made by 
the muscles, joints, and bones. Third—The 
sound of the capillary circulation. Fourth— 
The slightest sounds produced in any dis- 
eased: condition of the body; 
possible to draw on the body dimensions, the 
position or any alteration in the position of 
the various organs and of the fluids which 
have gathered in the most important cavities 
in the body. Fifth—The sounds in the eye. 
the ear, the bladder, the stomach, and the 
intestines.—London Lancet.

It Is Claimed That the Reeevery of 
‘Those Who Follow the Directions 
Closely Is Rapid and Permanent— 
Well-Known Physicians of the City 
Often Prescribe It—How the Treat- 
ment Is Given—It May Be Faken at 
Home. 


The newest thing in therapeutics is the 
sun cure. Not that this idea is new at all, 
in reality, but the present way of working 
it out is new. Every one whose memory has 
been in active use for twenty years, or even 
less, will doubtless remember the days of 
the old “ blue-glass"’ fad, The fays of 
the sun, transmitted through colored glass- 
es, principally of .varying shades of blue, 
were to cure any and every ill to whien 
human nature is subject. Rheumatism, 
consumption, hip disease—all were to yield 
to the blue glass rays, but, as time went on, 
and the cures were not manifest, the idea 
fell into disrepute, The people who had had 
blue windows, blue glass rooms, blue glass 
gummer-houses allowed the subject to die 
a natural death very quietly, and for many 
years it was hardly thought of. 

The advent of the sun cure in Germany 
recalled the old fad to public memory and 
American physicians began to experiment 
with the theory. One Chicago doctor estab- 
lished a regular sanitariuny for this treat- 
ment alone, but he was a little in advance of 
the time, and after a two years’ trial the 
down-town office was given up and the work 
transported to the West Side. But, in the 
meantime, every sanitarium in the country. 
to say nothing of England and France, had 
taken the matter up, and private physicians 
everywhere were conducting experiments 
aloug these lines.

It is generally believed, however, that 
diet, exercise, and all other hygienic re- 
quirements must be fulfilled if the best re- 
sults are to be obtained. Thesun cure alone 
is hardly sufficient save in very rare cases, 
according to the dictum of the best and 
most thoughtful physicians. In cases of in- 
somnia, nervous unrest or prostration, dys- 
pepsia, and ana mia it is remarkably helpful, 
and rheumatism, consumption, and kindred 
diseases are all helped by the sunlight and 
sun heat, 

Much Used in Chicago. 

In ‘connection with proper medicaments 
and treatments, the sun cure is, being rec- 
ommended and tried, under medical super- 
vision, every day in Chicago, and the mode 
of experiment is extremely simple. Like 
the rest cure, to which it is closely allied in 
many ways, and with which it is almost‘in- 
variably prescribed, it may very easily be 
tried at home. A sunny window, an easy 
couch or sofa, and a certain amount of 
resolution and determination are all the 
requisites for the treatment which is to do 
such wonders in strengthening men and 
women, making the plain beautiful, and the 
old young. It is claimed for the sun cure 
that the results produced by its effects are 
more lasting than when other tonics are 
employed, and that it will give a wonderful 
kreshness and youthfulness of appearance. 
In support of this statement the improve- 
ment, both in looks and spirits, which al- 
most always follows a season of camping 
out is advanced, and the peculiar and ai- 


tractive softness of a skin which has, just, 


recovered from a severe case of sunburn 
and tan is quoted in behalf of the beauty- 
Ziving properties of the sun cure. 

The direct rays ef the sun are known to 
have a distinct and beneficial effect upon the 
nerves and muscles, and also upon the tis- 
sues of the skin. The exact action pro- 
duced upon the tissues is hardly under- 
stood as yet, but there is small doubt but 
that it will soon be brought to more com- 
plete diagnosis, and it is generally concedcd 
te be good in its results. The effects of the 
direct or transmitted rays upon the human 
hair are extremely noticéable;° the beauty 
specialists have long understood the bene- 
fits to’ be procured by simply allowing the 
weak, brashy, uneven, or lifeless and dull 
hair to lie in the open sunshine. It is said 
that the women of ancient Greece were 
wont to take sun baths, and that they 
beautified their long tresses by pulling them 
through the crownless, wide-brimmed hats 
shown in the old pictures and allowing the 
sun's rays to shine upon them for hours.

At certain hours of the 
day, the‘time varying with the strength and 
power of the sun’s rays and the ailments to 
be treated, she, for the sun patients are 
commonly women, is dressed in a loose, thin, 
white robe and laid upon a couch, also white 
and covered with cetton, and there allowed 
to remain. The especial portion of the body 
to be treated is exposed most. and if the 
treatment is to be ‘general the patient is 
turned occasionally to facilitate the process. 
In some. cases the entire head is shaded, in 
others merely the eyes; all tne rest of the 
body is left exposed to the brilliant rays of 
the sun. Before long the patient, whether 
afflicted: with insomnia or nervous prostra- 
tion, grows drowsy, and ere long she is 
soundly asleep. She is awakened only for 
meals or other necessary treatments, and 
she gradually grows plump and less nervous. 
At first she is allowed to sleep as much as 
possible, but gradually, as the cure pro- 
ceeds; she is encourage d to walk, to ride, to 
play, always in the sunshine, and even her 
baths are taken in the direct rays of the 
zun whenever this is possible. Water upon 
which the sun’s rays have shone for some 
hours is an old remedy in which our grand- 
mothers placed great faith, and this, too, 18 
coming into medical fashion again. Bathing 
in sunny streams is highly recommended by 
the more enthusiastic of the sun cure fad- 


* May he Taken at Home. 

The sun cure may be taken af home with 
far more ease than the majority of treat- 
ments given at the presenttime. Ifasunny 
bay window can be obtained nothing bet- 
ter is needed, The sun bath is rarely given 
nude, even in Germany, at present, and if 
has never been popular to so take it in Amer. 
ica. Very little clothing is advised, as it iv 
thought that the number of thicknesses 
through which the rays must pass detract 
from their power and beneficial action, and 
that this little must be loose and easy is an 
invariable rule. With. this proviso, and the 
added requirement of perfect and uninter- 
rupted ‘quiet for several hours of each day. 
the treatment to be taken regularly at & 
certain time, the necessities of the sun. cure 
are at hand. If the feet, the hands, the back 
of the neck, the arms, can be left bare 89 
much the better, but even this is not essen- 
tial. If the parlor must serve as the sun- 
parlor the patient's wrapper may be as pret- 
ty and fanciful as desired. If a bed or bath- 
room can be made to serve, a robe of thin, 
light, or white lawn or dimity is advised. 
If the beauty treatment is desired as well 
as the curative effects, spread the hair out 
in the sunshine, and let that alone shade the 
eyes and face. The main caution to be 
given is to keep quiet; no talking must be al- 
lowed. Sleep is desired, and sleep in the 
sunshine. The rest, as much as the sun 
rays, is to be looked to for the cure. 

For two, three, or four hours of each day 
the sun cure patient must lie wrapped in 
silence and sleep. In severe cases the en- 
tire time is spent in this manner. The first 
day or so may be hard, but after that a de- 
liclous trance ensues, and at the completion 
of the cure the patient frequently has to be 
forcibly roused to the taking up of ordinary 
life again. But the cure is generally very 
complete and satisfactory in these cases. 
Plenty of light and nourishing food should 
be given and insisted upon. In many cases 
this has to be done quite against the will and

Do this religious- 
ly every day—spasmodic efforts are very 
much discouraged by the medical fraterni- 
ty—and it will not be long before the good 
results are apparent. No amount of sleep 
taken in this way will affect the night’s 
rest. Nature is recuperating and will stand 
a double allowance of sleep with enjoyment.~ 
The summer season, when so many people 
are away from home, is the best of all times 
for home treatment, and the country may 
also be utilized with advantage. Choose a 
quiet spot, go there alone, and sleep on the 
sunny grass. Either way will do wonders.

ANTONIO Macho NEEDS ONLY A FEW 
SUPPLIES TO DO IT. | 


If He Could Properly Arm His Troops 
and Supply Them with Ammunition 


He Says He Could End the War by | 


Driving the Spaniards Off the Isl- 
and—Cubans Have 80,000 Men in the 
Field—Interview with the Insur- 
gent Leader. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE NEW 
YORK WoRL D.! 
Headquarters of Gen. Maceo, Lomas de 
San José, Pinar del Rio, June 26.—“ The 
want of a few cartridges and cannon,” said 
Gen. Antonio Maceo, , is all that makes our 
government use nature’s rocks instead of 

brick and mortar for a white house.“ 

Asked how many and what arms and am- 
munition he needs to guarantee to win the 
war in, say, two months, he said: 

I could do it with 20,000 cheap Reming- 
ton rifles, small caliber, 1,500,000 cartridges, 
ten cannon, and 100,000 rounds of artillery 
ammunition. I might do it with much less. 
I would invariably attack the Spaniards, and 
attack them after maneuvering their col- 
umns into cul-de-sacs, asd I would take an 
important town. The supplies captured 
there would assist in the capture of the next 
ene, and so on until I would be able to storm 
Havana, with its fully equipped army of 
100,000 men and fifty pieces of artillery. 
From the land it could be thus easily taken. 

Armed with all classes of firearms, from 
shot guns to Mausers, we have now 60,009 
men in our organized forces, east, central, 
and west. 

In addition to our 60,000 armed men we 
have fully 20,000 more men armed only with 
the machete and revolver, thus giving us a 
probable total of 80,000 revolutionists in 
the field. Could we thoroughly equip these 
patriots, Cuba would soon be free from 
Spanish oppression and outrage.” 

He estimates that the Cubans have seven 
cartridges to each soldier. 

I have no dictatorial aspiration,“ Maceo 
continued. “I shall use what influence 
I possess in the Government of the Repub- 
lic of Cuba only to secure its stability and 
promote its prestige. The moment the flag 
of Spain Jeaves our shores I shall recom- 
mend the payment and dismissal to the 
peaceful pursuits from which he was taken 
of every armed man of our army of liberty, 
except the few policemen necessary to en- 
force the observance of the laws of the 
republic.’”’ 

Gen. Maceo says he is sick and tired of 
war. He is suffering from his twenty- 
fourth wound. 


MEXICAN VOLUNTEERS GO TO CUBA. 


— — 


Twenty-six of Them Join the Govern- 
ment Troops. 

Havana, July 18.—Twenty-six volunteers 
from Mexico have arrived at Santa Clara 
and joined the government troops. 

Col. Nicandr Pico has died of yellow-fever 
‘at MatanZas. 

As the result of a skirmish between the 
troops and insurgents between Havana and 
Matanzas the rebels left two officers and 
twenty privates killed and one officer and 
eight privates wounded. The government 
troops took many prisoners. Of. the govern- 
ment five were killed and nine wounded. 

During June the military hospitals of the 
island accommodated 8,086 sick. Of that 
number 702 were suffering from yellow-fever, 
146 from dysentery, 972 from malaria, 72 
from typhoid-fever, and 728 wounded. Dur- 
ing the last ten days of June 236 deaths oc- 
curred, of which 177 resulted from yellow- 
fever. 


HEAVY LOSSES FOR LEMON DEALERS. 


Supply of Sicilian Fruit Is Unusually 
Large This Year. 


The trade in Sicilian lemons in New York 
hae become demoralized, and unless the 
warm weather continues for a long period 
many merchants will suffer serious losses, 

Three steamers have arrived here this week 
from Sicilian ports with about 90,000 boxes 
of lemons, and most of the boxes were sold 
below the original cost, thus occasioning the 
importers large losses. The supply of lem- 
ons is unusually large this year. 

The Sicilian lemon-growers sell the crops 
as they grow in the groves to the packers, 
and the latter sort the lemons and ship 
them to various countries, the best qualities 
coming to the United States. The packers or 
shippers have their agents here, and through 
them they secure bankers’ credits, generally 
amounting to about 4 shillings a box. As 
soon as the lemons have been loaded on the 
steamers and the invoices have been se- 
cured the packers draw upon the consignees 
for the amount shipped. The import duty is 
™ cents a box, and the costs of the handling 
and the auction sale amount to 15 cents 
more, making a total of $1.65 a box. 

The profits on lemons last year were very 
large. The crop was rather small, but the 
lemons were of good quality, and brought 
from $3 to $5 a box. This year, however, 
the crop has been very large, almost double 
that of last year, while the quality is in 
general much inferior. The heavy rains that 
prevailed in Sicily have made the lemons 
watery, and that greatly affects their keep- 
ing qualities. The contents of many boxes 
have arrived in a moldy or decayed condition. 
To add to the bad luck of the merchants here. 
the cool days caused a great falling off in the 
demand for lemonade, and, consequently, 
the lemon trade has been exceedingly dull. 

Owing to the large supply of lemons, deal- 
ers have had to sell at the rate of 90 cents 
a box or lower, instead of $1.65 a box. 
Lemons that arrived this week sold as low 
as 5 cents a box, but they were of very poor 
quality, and were bought for making in- 
ferior sirup. The sales yesterday were 
made at from 15 cents to $2.50 a box, and 
the average was estimated to be about 55 
cents a box, about one-third of the actual 
cost. 

A member of a large commission house 
said yesterday that such a bad season for 
the lemon trade has not been known here 
for twenty-five years. About 85,000 boxes 
of Sicilian lemons have been sold this week, 
and the loss upon them has been the great- 
est ever known in the trade on fruit of sim- 
ilar quality.—_New York Times.

STEADY DEMAND FOR . NAMES. 


Good Ones Bring Cash and the Traffic 
j Is Extensive. 2 ge 
The market for names has firmed up 
wonderfully since the days when Iago said 
there was nothing in them. Chicago is one 
of the biggest name-jobbing centers in the 
country, There are a great number of con- 
‘cerns, large and small, in the city which are 


engaged in this traffic. With some of them, 


the name business is a kind of side line in 
connection with a clipping bureau. One of 
the largest has confined itself mainly to 
names of business houses of various kinds 
which are furnished to other business houses 
for advertising purposes. The quotations for 
names of this character range all the way 
from $1.25 to $5 per 1,000, depending upon 
the number of concerns engaged in the par- 
titular line for which the names are desired, 
and the time. and trouble required in secur- 
lig them. ‘ 

The bicycle busfness has grown to be one 

of such far-reaching influence that news- 
paper clipping bureaus, both in Chicago and 
in the East, publish a sheet once a week 
giving a list of all the bicycle factories re- 
ported since the last issue. As might be 
imagined this business presents a number of 
curious phases, and clipping bureaus fr 
quently get all sorts of queer orders from 
people who want the names of persons who 
are likely to be interested in some given 
subject or article. For a long time one of 
the cHpping bureaus had a standing order 
from a manufacturer of artificial limbs for 
the names of all who might lose their legs 
or arms in accidents. Another man, a maker 
of artificial eyes, takes the names of every 
one who has lost an eye. . 
Another man, a baby carriage manufact- 
urer in Michigan, takes the names of all 
newly married couples and in due course of 
time forwards a very neat pamphlet describ- 
ing and illustrating his goods. : 

People doing a mail order business some- 
times sell to other concerns not in a com- 
peting line the names which they accumu- 
late. The advertisement of one of these 
reads: We have several thousand mail 
order names received with cash within a 
few months.” Names of people who are in 
the habit of ordering goods by mail and ac- 
companying the order with cash have an 
obvious value. 

The secretaries of associations of a cer- 
tain character have their lives made miser- 
able by constant requests for a list of their 
members. The Western Hay-Fever Asso- 
ciation furnished a notable case. No doubt 
there are some 200,000 unfortunates in the 
United States who begin to sneeze about the 
ist of August and keep it up at pretty regu- 
lar intervals until frost comes. The number 
ef philanthropists who would like to cure 
them of the malady is almost as numerous 
as the sufferers themselves, and each one 


is anxious for these names for the purpose 


of presenting his particular nostrum. : 

Repeated instances in the history of Chi-

USE OF HORSE MEAT IN BELGIUM, 


Enormous Quantities Are Eaten with 


No Bad Effects. 

Brussels Dispatch to London Chronicle: 
Official figures having been recently quoted 
to show tbat the number of horses imported 
last year from England exceeds 22 000, in- 
stead of 6,000, as stated.in the Belgium 
Chamber, I visited Antwerp with the object 
of finding out approximately what propor- 
tion of this enormous total is actually 
slaughtered for human consumption. 

From information placed at my disposal 
by the director of the city abattoirs, it ap- 
pears that the bulk of the animals arriving 
from England find their way direct to the 
slaughter-house. Although the greater part 
comes from London, the trade is by no means 
confined to this quarter, the imports in last 
week's official list showing that no less than 
seventy-six were brought from Hull and 
Newcastle. One dealer in Antwerp alone 
(an Englishman) disposed of upward of 3,000 
horses last year to the local butchers. . 

On the other hand, it is positively denied, 
as far as Antwerp is concerned, that any 
of the meat finds its way back to England, 
either in the form of tinned beef or soup. 
Not a single meat-preserving establishment 
exists in the city. My informant, who is a 
stanch adherent of horsefiesh as a whole- 
some and nutritious diet for the working- 
man, confirmed the measures about to be 
taken for guarding against tuberculosis — 
and glanders. . 

A further experiment is to be tried at Rot- 
terdam by subjecting all ‘* suspicious ’’ 
meat to treatment in steam chambers heated 
to 110° Centigrade (a temperature which 
has been scientifically proved sufficient to 
kill the bacillus) and to sell e meat so 
steamed at prices ranging from) 1 franc 50 
centimes per kilo (about 6 pence per pound), 
the residue of the broth included. 

There are in Antwerp about thirty shops 
devoted entirely to the Bale of horseflesh. 
I visited several of these establishments, 
but with the thermometer at 80° in the 
shade the meat, of which the bulk had been 
slaughtered at least two days previously, 
did not present an appearance which was 
calculated to make converts. Sill less so 
were the sausages-of dusky hue, which ap- 
pear to form the staple-delicacy when the 
meat is unfitted for sale in its natural state. 

The prices run from 4% pence per pound 
for ‘‘ prime cuts” to about 2 pence for 
‘* scraps.” When it is remembered that 
apart from the government ban laid upon 
imported horseflesh there is in Belgium a 
duty of nearly % pence per pound on all 
other imported meat, it is easy to under- 
stand why Australian mutton is yet practi- 
cally unknown -here, and why among the 
poorer classes horse is the only flesh food 


‘available.

Balloons to Aid Cuba. 

Louis Jardinas, who is in New York, re- 
cently came from Cuba to put himself in 
touch with the members of the local delega- 
tion of patriots in respect to a new method 
of warfare which he hopes to put into use. 
It has occurred to Mr. Jardinas that as the 
Cubans have not been successful in enter- 
ing the City of Havana and other impor- 
‘tant places by ordinary means such places 
could be attacked from an elevation, and 
the idea of constructing war balloons and 
taking them south is now being strongly 
argued by him. Mr. Jardinas is a native 
born Cuban and has many grievances 
against Spain. His father was Gen. Jar- 
dinas, who fought in the.ten years’ war. He 
was the owner of an estate near the City of 
Baracoa, in the northeastern part of the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, which was 
confiscated. The use of the war balloon as 
a means by which to drop explosives into the 
forts of the enemy occurred to Mr. Jardinas 
some time ago, and he has now so far ad- 
vanced in his scheme that he will make a 
test of a patent at Waverly, N. J., very 
shortly. The patent consists of a contriv- 
ance which, attached to a balloon, will allow 
the operator to shift it at will in any direc- 
tion in spite of wind and wéather.—Ex.

Merely a Visitor. 

The monster is not supposed to belong to 
thisregion. There are reasons for supposing 
ita transient. The crowds who are flocking 
to the lake hoping to catch a glimpse of the 
wonder have figured it out just where the 
sea serpent hails from. : 

It ‘is a geological solution. Cedar Lake 
is only a half mile from Lake Ripley, and it 
for a long time was called “ the lake with 
the sea serpent.“ The last two or three 
seasons being short in trains, have nearly 
dried up Cedar Lake. Itis thought by people 
here that the monster has found an under- 
ground passage over to Lake Ripley. 

‘For a good many years farmers living 


on the banks of Cedar Lake have been sur- 


prised, it is claimed, to see a strange furrow 
along shore. Often they have missed calves, 
sheep, and poultry. Since the lake began 
getting shallower and fish have not been 
so numerous this systematic depredation has 


grown worse. 
Its Shapes Are Many. 

Several men say they have seen strange 
shapes rise up in the water. Some of these 
witnesses are the most reputable farmers 
of the community. While Cedar Lake was 
steadily drying up last summer Lake Ripley 
kept up-to high-water level, without an ap- 
parent inlet. It is now thought by resi- 
dents here that this lake, being deeper, has 
been a drain for the other lake, through an 
underground passage, and it is argued as 
natural the sea serpent should have fol- 
lowed thé water. 

The first appearance of this monster was 
last September. Three women were walk- 
ing along the bank of the lake at dusk, when 
a terrible commotion was seen in the water. 
It increased until the women were fright- 
ened almost into spasms. But they were 
able to flee: As this is the only record of its 
positive appearance so near shore, it was 
probably just getting settled into new quar- 
ters.

Fora yacht 
race, however, the weather was all that could 
be desired, for despite the’ rain clouds a 
spanking breeze was blowing from the south- 
east.. The wind was strong enough to make 
matters decidedly interesting for the crews of 
the racing boats for a while and smart work 
son their part was necessary. 

Not Ready to Start. 

The preparatory gun was fired from the 

judges’ boat at 1:50, but it found none of the 
racers ready for the start. They were all just 
coming out of the slip and heading for the 
Van Buren street gap in the breakwater, 
where the time was to be taken. The starti 
gun was fired promptly at 2 o'clock, but still. 
none of the boats had reached the line. The

The boats split tacks 
shortly after leaving the tirst crib, and it was 
therefore hard to judge between the two until, 
when nearing the four-mile crib, it was seen 
that Skate was far in the lead of the B. Skate 
rounded the crib nearly fifteen minutes ahead 
of its adversary and greatly widened the dis- 
tance between the two on the run. home to the 
breakwater. Skate crossed the finishing line 
ut exactly 4:28:45, while the B was nearly 
twenty minutes behind, finishing at 4:48:15. 

The terrible beating adfninistered by Skate

FOULIS WINS OPEN GOLF CHAMPION- 
SHIP AT SHINNECOCK HILLS. 


Honors of the Second Annual Meeting 
of the United States Association Are 
Won by Chicago Players—W heaton 
Club Professional Takes His Match 
from Rawlins, Last Year’s Cham- 
pion, by Three Strokes—Joe Lioyd 
Gets Third Money. 


Shinnecock Hills, L. I., July 18.—([Spe- 
cial.]—James Foulis, the professional of the 
Chicago Golf club, today won the open golf 
championship of the United States in fine 
style. It was a big day for Chicago here, 
Foulis won by 152 strokes for the two rounds, 
thirty-six holes in all. The former cham- 
pion, Horace Rawlins of Utica, N. Y., made 
a plucky and pretty fight to hold first place 
and fell behind by only three strokes, doing 
155. 

Foulis gets first money, $200; Rawlins sec- 
ond, $100. Third place, $50, went to Joseph 
Lloyd of the Essex County Country club, 
Mass.; fourth, $25, to George Douglas of the 
Brookline club, Boston; and fifth, $10, fell 
to the youngest player of the lot, the 16-year- 
old colored caddie, John Shippen of the Shin- 
necock club. Lloyd did 187 strokes, Doug- 
las 158, and Shippen 159. Foulis did the aft- 
ernoon round in 74 strokes, the best of the 
day. In the morning he did 78. 
The match between H. J. Whigham, the 
new amateur champion, and R. B. Wilson, 


the Shinnecock club professional, was ex- 
pected to be one of the close contests of the 


day. It was close as between the two, but 
their scores in the morning round were not 
up to the mark of many others. Wilson 
has been in America barely three months 
and is an able Scotch golfer. They did 
the eighteen holes in eighty-two each.

Spoils a Good Score. 


Wilson’s putting destroyed what might 
have been an excellent score. He started 
off rather poorly, taking six for the first 
hole and later required seven strokes for 
both the seventh and fourteenth holes. Bad 
putting was to blame here. | Whigham did 
not appear to be outgolfed, although the 
long continued hard work of the last three 
days might be expected to Weaken any man. 
He played steadily, but did not seem to have 
that snap and dash about his work that was 
so characteristic during the last four days. 
His work in the afternoon was slightly 
better. 

Charles Blair Macdonald, who will now be 
known as the ex-champion, did the course 
in eighty-three strokes in the morning, only 
one poorer than Whigham. Macdonald 
played with the youngest competitor on the 
links, John Shippen, a 16-yéar-old colored 
lad, who has learned his game as caddie at 
the Shinnecock club during the last year and 
a half. This feature added considerable 
novelty to the match, the able Scotch player 
pitted against the young colored boy. But 
any one who plays Shippen has got to forget 
his boyishness, and pay careful attention 
to his golf, for Shippen is, in view of the 
circumstances, the most remarkable player 
in the United States; His principal weak- 
ness was in putting, and this lost him fully 
five or six strokes in the first round. Mac- 
donald was not as fine in approaching as he 
usually is, but then the greens were fast and 
played many tricks with the contestants, al- 
though the Chicago man did not show it. 


Caddy Goes Ahead. 


It probably did not improve his nerves any 


to see the smooth-faced colored lad going 
slowly but surely ahead of him. Macdonald 
took forty-four strokes for the first nine 
to thirty-nine for Shippen, but the former 
was steadier on the last nine, each finishing 
in thirty-nine, a total of seventy-eight for 
Shippen and eighty-three for Macdonald.

Mukwonago, Wis., Is a Victim to the 
Wheeling Craze. 

Like Milton, Mass., which is said to have 
more millionaires than any other city or 
town in the United States in proportion to 
the population, Mukwonago, Wis., has more 
bicycles than any other city or town in this 
country on the same basis. Out of a popula- 
tion of 500, there are a little more than 200 
bicycles in use. The per@entage of bicyclists 
ie so large there is never a moment in the 
day or evening that the broad streets of 
the village do not seem to be swarming with 
cyclists, Mukwonago is a summer resort 
town, being the postoffice station for Phan- 
tom Lake anc the purchasing center for 
Lake Beulah. And this fact of the great 
craze of the wheel has been one of the first 
things impressed upon the mind of summer 
visitors 

The bicycle craze started here two years 
ego with the opening of tne Mystic bicycle 
works of the town, now having a capacity 


- Of 1,500 wheois a year and working abo'it 


forty men, and making it the principal in- 
dustry of the village. It has always been 
noted asa thrifty town and when the wheel 
came into popularity almost everybody had 
money enough in hand to buy one. And 
bicycling grew in popularity. Whole fam- 
ilies invested in wheels, and there are in- 
stances here where there are as many as 
four or five wheels in a single family. Both 
young and old began to ride; in fact, there 
seemed to be none too old. In one case 
there is a woman over 60 and nearly 70 who 
Seldom icaves her home unless mounted on 
a bicycle. 

Children just out of dresses are riding like 
veterans, and if the craze keeps on every- 
body in the town will soon be astride a bi- 
cycle. There is no organization among the 
bicyclists here, although weekly runs are 
made to Milwaukee, Palmyra Springs, Lake 
Geneva, and many of the other beautiful 
summer resorts in the surrounding country. 
The roads are in a generally fair condition 
throughout Wisconsin and the ae” Se Oe

GUIDES FOR VISITING CYCLISTS. 


New Departure at the Summer Resorts 
Along the Lakes. 

Professional guides for cyclist touring par- 
tles are the latest thing at the lake resorts 
Nearly every club of wheelmen in Chicago 
is taking trips by boat up to the various re- 
sorts along the lake, and there making tours 
of the localities. They generally go on Sat- 
urday night, spend Sunday on their wheels 
returning in the evening. 

The cyclists of course are not intimately 
acquainted with the region, and the short 
time which they have at their disposal 
prompts them to secure a guide who can 
show them around without delay. On the 
Wharves at the different resorts there are 
now swarms of guides mounted on wheels 
offering their services to arriving wheelmen. 
On Saturday evenings, when the largest 
cycling parties arrive, the scene is one of 
confusion, with these guides jostling around 
in the crowd and vieing with each other in 
securing positions for the following day. 

At the inland resorts of Wisconsin the 
bicycle renting agencies regularly employ a 
squad of guides, who may be engaged with 
the wheel by the tourist. At one watering 
place a guide of an acquisitive turn of mind 
tried to extort more fees from the sight-seer 
by stopping in the true Evropean guide style 
in the fastnesses of the forest and refusing 
to go further. The victim had to submit or 
try to return alone. The tourist telling this 
story remarked in rather a sheepish manner: 
But | came back with the guide.“ 


MURPHY GOES TO PENNSYLVANIA. 


To Have the Same Authority There 
Walter Camp Has at Yale. 

New Haven, Conn., July 18.—[Special.]— 
Michael C. Murphy, trainer of the Yale track 
athletic and football teams for the last eight 
years, has been in the city for a couple of 
days. Mr. Murphy came here to settle hfs 
affairs with the Yale Financial Union, of 
which Walter Camp of this city is Secretary, 
and to make plans to remove his goods to 
Philadelphia, where he will take charge of 
the athletic teams this fall. ; 

The Pennsylvania University has made 
me a great offer.“ said Mr. Murphy. They 
have agreed to give me as thorough control 
of the policy as Walter Camp has at Yale, 
and have expressed the greatest confidence 
in my policy of training.

WATER BICYCLE PROBLEM SOLVED. 


New Device a Catamaran in Principle 
and Works Perfectly. 
Baltimore, Md., July 18.—{Special.]—Two 
Baltimore wheelmen, Charles Simms and 
Charles T. Hess, have solved the problem 
of a water bicycle. During the last week 
they have been making successful tests on 
the Patapsco River with a bicycle boat 
which easily makes a speed of eight miles 
an hour with no more exertion than that re- 
quired of a wheelman on a level road. The 
craft is a catamaran in principle, though the 
two long floats, instead of being round, are 
flat wedge-shaped so that they can go down 
into the water like the centerboard of a 
sailing craft. The catamaran is built of two 
canoes sixteen feet long and ten inches wide 
amidships. A rudder near the propeller is 
also operated by the handle bars. A few 
days ago the water cycle was tested in a 
squall, and Mr. Simms had perfect control 

of it in the rough waves. 


WAITERS FORM A CYCLING CLUB. 


Large Down-Town Restaurants Each 
Support an Organization. 

The latest thing in the line of cycling clubs 
is an association of waiters. A number of 
waiters from the big restaurants around 
town proposed the scheme at an informa!

Two Thousand Wheelmen in Line at 
Long Branch. . 

Long Branch, N. J., July 18.— [Special. 
Long Branch had more wheels in it today 
than the gay old town has ever seen before.

It is a fact well 
known to wheelmen that a row has been go- 
ing on in the South Side Cycling club for 
some weeks past, ever since the Pullman race 
was run, and that the club’s Captain is not 
too popular with some of the members, who 
do not disguise the fact that they would like 
to see him ousted from the Captaincy. 

There are two sides to the case, however, 
and Jones is not without friends among the 
members—in fact, tHe Jones faction is in 
the majority, and say they will stand by 
their man. They further say that the whole 
matter is caused by the jealousy of some of | 
the officials, who meg rte of th reputa- 
tion Jones has won since he became Captain 
of the club, and that the desire to turn | 
him down” is jealousy pure and simple. 

It is thought by Jones’ friends that the 
Board of Directors has no right to pass 
the vote of censure, as the charges should 
have been at first preferred before the club.

GOSSIP FROM THE INVENTORS, 


| — — 
Numerous Innovations and Devices for 
Improvement of Cycles. _ 

It is bewildering and well nigh distracting 
to keep track of the hundreds of new wrin- 
kles brought out in the bicycle world each 
week. If all of the best could be gotten to- 


gether at one time, a perfect bicycle must be 
the result. a 
This week has brought all kinds of combt- 
nation devices, the idea seeming to be to 
minimize the bulk and weight of everything 
connected With the bicycle. There are com- 
bination saddle pumps, tool-Case pumps, and 
a dozen other innovations. Just now all in- 
ventors are engaged in a race to improve the 
chain and sprocket mechanism, There isa 
new sprocket wheel in which small wheels 
take the place of the teeth on a common 
sprocket wheel, thereby doing away with 
much friction. 1 
Many wheels are seen now with sprocket 
wheels of the same size but having a ratchet 
attachment on the pedal wheel. The 
mechanism js contained in a large hub at- 
tached to the wheel. The device seems to be 
satisfactory. a ; 
A spring for storing power has been de- 
vised to attach to the axle. It is regulated 
by a pair of cogs at will by 


allowed to wind up and when ascending an 
incline it will unwind and assist the rider. 

One of the latest things is a device to re- 
place the chain altogether. It consists of a 
combination of rods from the crank axle to 
the rear wheel on each side. Experiment 
has shown it to be extremely powerful. 

In tires there is a constant war between the 
inventors who swear by the self-mending in- 
ternal preparations and those who are con- 
tinually devising some new outside protec- 
tion. An armored tire just out this week 
consists of two layers of cloth, between 
which are inserted a series of flexible metal- 
lic plates. But all the while new ideas are 
being developed, which seem to point out the 
new internal amalgams as the coming stand- 
ard remedies for punctures. 

A combination arrangement is the tool 
case and pump.

“CHICAGO CONVENTION AND 11S RESULTS 


New Crusade Means Utter Disregard 
of Property Rights and Legalizing 
of Anarchists’ Operations. 


Commercial and Financial Chronicle: The 
silverites and Populists at Chicago have 
joined hands and captured the Democratic 
organization. Under'the leadership of Alt- 
geld, Tillman, and the like, a revolutionary 
platform has been adopted and a man put 
in nomination not a whit less Populistic in 
his views than the persons named above, 
and one who, if he secured the object of his 
ambition, would be a willing tool in their 
hands. No one is consequently permitted 
to doubt that the success of this new cru- 
sade means even more than silver mono- 
meétallism with its attendant wrongs and 
evils. It means an utter disregard of all 
property rights. It means Anarchists’ op- 
erations legalized. It means the promoting 
of riots like that in Chicago in 1894. in 
brief, the men who have been the leaders 
in this movement and who would dominate 
an administration which might be elected 
through it, represent anarchy and not law. 
Their love for free silver is because it would 
lead to industrial confusion, the best condi- 
tion for the development of the germs of 
secial and political confusion, the atmos- 
phere of the Anarchist. 

We have no fear that this combination will 
succeed and that, beyond a doubt, is the 
prevailing sentiment. There are many and 
good reasons for this opinion: Prominent 
among these is the fact that the Republican 
party has always been in the majority since 
1860 except on two occasions, and those were 
when the Democrats secured the large inde- 
pendent vote. This year the independent 
vote is almost to a man against the new 
party—we have yet to meet one who will 
vote with it. Moreover, there will be fewer 
Stragglers among the Republicans in No- 
vember than usual, because there never was 
a year when all the conditions at the opening 
of the canvass seemed so clearly to point 
toward a great success for that party as now, 
and these prospects will become brighter as 
the day for the election draws near. Men 
are no more likely to desert a party than 
they are an army in the moment of its vic- 
tory. Another substantial reason for/this 
view is that business classes all over the 
country are, with a degree of unanimity 
scarcely ever reached, against the free coin- 
age of silver; this feeling, too, will increase 
as. these people become better acquainted 
with the Populistie character of the plat- 
form adopted by the convention and the 
character of the men who have directed its 
action; for honest merchants, bankers, and 
others engaged in enterprises of various 


kinds cannot favor even a suspicion of an- 


archy. Besides, the branch of the Demo- 
cratic party which has favored gold money, 
not only in the Eastern and Middle States 
but in the Western and Southern as well-- 
and there are many more of them in the 
South and West than most people think— 
cannot vote with the silver party, for a dif- 
ference in moral tone as well as with refer- 
principle separates 
them, than which no difference could be 
broader. This feeling of opposition, too, 
will most likely be found to have been deep- 
ened and to have become more intense by 
reason of the discourteous treatment the 
sound money men who went to Chicago have 
received, and by the circumstance that the 
silverites arid Populists have ridden rough- 
shod over the leading rules and traditions 
hitherto controlling Democratic conven- 
tions. 

We might mention other reasons for belief 
in the success of the Republican party at 
the coming election, but we have given 
enough for this occasion. What we have 
said on that point has been said largely as 
preliminary to another thought. We desired 
to urge upon every one among our readers 
who thinks as we do to work and vote di- 
rectly for gold money and help to swell the 
majority which already seems assured. What 
is needed now is not simply to elect the Re- 
publican candidate for President and to elect 
none but sound money men for members of 
Congress, but to give such an overwhelm< 
ing vote against the silver and Anarchists’ 
party as to close and settle forever this free 
silver coinage agitation in the United States. 
We can have no business prosperity so long 
as our industries are laboring under this in- 
cubus. The weaker men in trade are all the 


time becoming exhausted under the strain, 


and are month after month dropping out in 
large numbers from the ranks of those en- 
gaged in active business, and will drop out 
in much larger numbers if the agitation and 
consequent strain is continued much longer. 
For it is this heavy and oppressive burden 
which has so long prevented the free use of 
the country’s faculties, and it will exercise 
the same influence until the world has evi- 
dence that the spirit of the country is un- 


_doubtedly opposed to it, and is so thorough- 


ly aroused to a sense of the evil as to be 

ready to work for its complete correction. 
We never meddle with politics. We have 

likewise always been careful to avoid as far 


as practicable the discussion of subjects in 


these columns during election periods which 
have become, through convention platforms, 
matters of chief difference between parties. 
But there is something much higher than 
mere politics at issue now. Something higher 


| is involved than even business interests or 


material interests of any kind. As we said 
last week, and shall most likely say many 
times again during the next two or three 
months, national honor and the principle of 
individual honesty, as well as industrial 
safety, are staked in the contest. When a 
party declares for the free coinage of silver 
by the United States alone it declares for 
silver monometallism, for free coinage by 
this country alone could not be adopted with- 
out at once bringing the country to a silver 
standard. When the same party declares 
its opposition to the issue of bonds to buy 
gold to keep silver at a parity with gold it 
virtually says, in the light of existing facts, 
we intend to get the currency down to a 
silve? basis as speedily as possible and keep 
it there. In other words, by such avowals 
silver monometallism is evoked and espoused 
as directly and positively as words could do 
it. That being so, those who favor that 
policy are seeking to confiscate one-half of 
every individual’s savings except those of 
the rich, whose property and securities are 
of a nature not to be affected except in small 
measure. We need not ask Is that honest? 
There is no man with any conscience left 
but will answer it is not. Again, those 
among the vocates of such a system who 
are in debt subject themselves to the impu- 
tation of intending to force their creditors to 
take 50 cents on a dollarin payment. That 
might be. made legal, but would it be right? 
So it might be made legal to pay the United 
States debt with silver according to one of 
the threats the platform contains. But Con- 
gress having many times said that coin“ 
meant gold; and all our outstanding bonds 
having been negotiated on that basis, would 
it be honorable to force silver upon the hold- 
ers? And yet the intention of these people 
as declared in their platform can have no 
other meaning. 

These matters cover only one phase of 
that doeument—we might say not the worst. 
Do our people wish to legalize riots? The 
platform virtually does it. The Illinois Gov- 
ernor could not have more clearly defied 
law and order and put his mark upon that 
instrument than has been done by the sec- 
tion in it“ denouncing arbitrary interfer- 
ence by Federal authorities in local affairs,“ 
ete. His acts and statements during the 
Chicago riots are the clearest and only in- 
terpretation of that clause. Wemistake the 
temper of the people of Illinois if they do 
not again, they did at the last election, 
express thedeedtves emphatically on that 
subject. And if there is a man in this coun- 
try who can run away and not vote when 
such an issue as that confronts him, he must 
have a curious idea of his duty. 

But we must stop for today. We shall re- 
fer to these subjects many times again

Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
„% Demands for an increase of appropriations 
for clerk hire and carrier, allowances, said 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Jones, 
„are pouring in upon the department from 
the various postoffices throughout the coun- 
try. It is urged that some provision ought to 
be made during the fiscal year for which 
Congress will make appropriations at the 
next session commensurate with the in- 
crease in the volume of business at the lead- 
ing postoffice centers of the United States. 

“According to statements prepared up-to 
the close of the postal year, March 31, 1896, 
the increase in receipts from March 
31. 1895, to March 81, 1896, 
aggregated $4,232,715. Of the twelve largest 
postoffices in this country Chicago leads, 
with $612,200 increase, while New York is 
second, at $543,314. Next in order comes 
with $205,045, Philadelphia being 
fourth, with $176,890, and St. Louis fifth, at 
$145,195. Sixth place falls to Cincinnati, at 
$77,600, and Pittsburg draws lucky number 
seven, with $77,075. Cleveland, O., was not 
far .off, however, with $76,569, and Brook- 
lyn stands ninth, with $70,806. Buffalo takes 
tenth place, with $40,577, Baltimore eleventh, 
with $36,862, and San Francisco rounded 
out the even dozen, with $33,578 increased 
receipts. 

Increase in Twelve Cities. 

In those twelve cities the aggregate in- 
crease was $2,095,711, and for the 169 first- 
class Postoffices in the United States the 
increased receipts footed up $3,371,180. Of- 
fices of the second-class, 746 in number, 
showed an incraese during the year of $861,- 


535. 


** Owing, to the enormous increase in the 
receipts of the Chicago office’ Postmaster 
Hesing asks for an additional appropriation 
of $75,000 for clerk hire and $45,000 for seven- 
ty-five additional letter carriers. The last 
session of Congress did not make appropria- 
tions for these two items commensurate 
with the increase of business and the de- 
mands of the service. 

The average increase in the gross re- 
ceipts of the postal service for the last twer.- 
ty years has-been 5 per cent, whereas the 
increase in the postal revenues for the fiscal 
year 1896 will reach, approximately, 8 per 
cent; and there is every indication that for 
the present fiscal year, 1896-7, this pro rata 


increase will be maintajned if not exceeded. 


Revenues of the postal service for the fiscal 
year 1895-’6 will reach, approximately, $83,- 
and for the present fiscal year, 
1896-7, in the neighborhood of $90,000,000, 

The average annual increase in the clerk 
hire appropriation for the last twenty years 
has been 6 per cent, or, in round numbers, 
$500,000 annually. 


Clerk Hire for a Year. 

The appropriation to cover clerk hire for 
the last fiscal year, 1898-96, was $10,100,000. 
Upon, the basis of the average annual in- 
crease for the last twenty years, éven with 
the postal receipts of an ordinary character, 


5 per cent instead of 8 per cent, Congress 


should have appropriated for the present fis- 
cal year, 1896-97, $10,760,000. Instead, how- 
ever, of appropriating upon the basis of 6 


per cent increase, or $660,000, Congress ap- 


propriated $10,400,000 for clerk hire, an u- 
crease of $300,000. This $300,000 Increase for 
clerk hire must be divided between the 
twelve largest offices, and the 157 other 
first-class offices, -and the 746 second-class 
offices. 


Requests for increase in clerk hire from 


the first-class offices of the country amount 
to $599,200, or nearly $100,000 more 
than the amount appropriated by 
Congress, and the requests from the 
second-class offices amount to $234,000. 
The aggregate of the requests of the first 
and second class offices, and requests have 
been received from all, with the exception of 
fourteen first-class and fifty-two second- 
class, amount to $633,400, or twice the 
amount of the increase appropriated by Con- 
ress. 

In addition to the use of this $300,000 for 
clerk hire in postoffices, it is desired to ex- 
tend the station system throughout the 
country by abolishing postoffices and mak- 
ing them stations to some central office, 
thereby increasing the clerk hire expendi- 
tures. 2 
More Carriers Needed. 


“The Postoffice Department appreciates 
that the postal service increases from year 
to year in its business, and that it is a branch 
of the service close to the people and which 
should be efficient in every way. So far as 
the appropriations can go the Postoffice De- 


-_partment will make the service efficient. 


The free delivery appropriation for the 
present fiscal year, 1896-'97, is in worse con- 
dition than that of the clerk hire appropria- 
tion. The average increase of appropria- 
tion for the free delivery service in the last 
ten years annually has been about $800,000, 
or an average annual increase of about 10 


service, as in the clerk hire, the strictest 
economy must be observed by the depart- 
ment and by the postoffices of the country, 
and patrons must patiently bear with the 
efforts of the department and Postmasters 
to do the best they can under the circum- 
stances.”’ 


CHICAGO HORSES SOLD IN BELFAST. 


Bring Good Prices at Auction at the 
Horse Bazaar. 
Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
“For several months past,” says Consul 
Price, who is stationed at Belfast, my at- 
tention has been attracted to the large in- 
flux of horses for this market from the 
United States and Canada. The stock is 
usually bought up with avidity and fair 

prices received. 

“They usually arrive via Liverpool or 
Glasgow in consignments of from twenty 
to sixty head by steamer from New York 
or Montreal. After arriving in Belfast they 
are turned over to a horse bazaar to be 
sold by auction. At a recent sale at the 
Royal Victoria Horse Bazaar there were 
offered twenty-three horses, consisting of 
matched pairs, broughams, trappers, cobs, 
and ponies, and two trotters. The lot was 
consigned by a Chicago firm. The attend- 
ance was exceptionally large and bidding 
brisk, although unusual prices were of- 
fered. 

„Bay, light brown, or chestnut geldings 
cf from 5 to 7 years and about sixteen hands 
can usually find purchasers in this market. 
Marking is also essential, and unless the 
animal is gifted-with a. pair of white feet 
or lacks patches or spots on his body his 
chances for a good price are poor. 

»The entire cost for transportation, feed- 
ing, and care for each animal from Chicago 
to Belfast is $37.

NEW S?RUCTURE FOR ILLINOIS COLLEGE. 


Jacksonville, III., July 17.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.j—The trustees of Illinois Col- 
lege have secured the services of Architects 
Brainerd & Holsman of Chicago for a de- 
sign for a new library and chapel building 
to be erected on the college campus. The 
building is to cost about $20,000, and is the 
gift of Dr. Hiram K. Jones, a prominent res- 
ident physician. He graduated from the 
college in 1844, was one of the founders of 
the famous Concord School of Philosophy 
and a lecturer in it for ten years, is President 
of the American AKademe, and an eminent 
platonist. 

The building will be known as the Jones 
Memorial Building,.“ in memory of Elizabeth 
Jones, who was the wife of the donor. It 
will be constructed of pressed brick and 
terra cotta with terra cotta tile roofs, fin- 
ished in oak and maple, decorated with 
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“Tt is a-lamentable fact that from an 
esthetic point of view our school and col- 
lege buildings throughout the West are gen- 
erally of the poorest and meanest of all our 
public or seml-public buildings. This is a 
great wrong, ‘resulting largely from haste 
and an inconsistent straining after faise 
economy, which Illinois College, through 
the kindness of its benefactor, considers well 
to strive to correct in this opportunity. The

Cause the Arrést of Saloonkeepers 
Whe Refuse to Obey the Sunday 
Closing Law—Have Trouble in Se- 
curing Warrants—Their Visit to 
One of the “ Gilded Palaces of Sin ” 
und Consequent Surprise at Its 
Quiet and Orderly Interior, 


= 


Joseph, Mich,, July 18.— [Special Cor- 
rena Sh For several years past, since 


this place has become famous as a summer 
resort, it is a well-know fact that the 
saloons during the summer season were run 
open on Sunday in violation of the State 
law. They have never run “ wide open,“ se 
called, for the front doors were locked and 
gcreens and partitions drawn. 
Any citizen can go before a Justice of the 
Peace, swear out a complaint, and cause the 
arrest of any of these offenders of the stat- 
ute. But of course no citizen cared to take 
the initiative in the matter, and the officers 
whose duty it is to keep order and enforce 
the laws never have molested them as long 
as order was kept in their places. 
credit it must be said that the saloon men 
maintained quiet places, so the officers pay 
no more attention to them than if they were 
mot here. 
Two years ago the Rev. R. H. Bready was 
appointed to the pastorate of a church here. 
lie came in September, 1894, just after the 
summer resort season closed, and every- 


thing went along smoothly until the next; 


- summer. 

On several occastons last summer his ser- 
mons teemed about Sabbath desecration, 
and undoubtedly he thought he had struck 
a bad place. Something must be done, 80 
Justice Claudius B. Grant of the Michigan 
3 Court, who had been successful 
while Circuit Judge in the Upper Peninsula 
in rooting out the stockades and other places 
of infamy tn that section of the State, was 
secured to come here and deliver a lecture 
on enforcement of the law. 


Protit by His Lecture. 


The Judge came one Sunday, the early part 

of the present year, and was greeted by a 
large audience at the Methodist Church. 
His address was a good one, and many 
profitted by his expositiqgn of the law in 
many respects. 

Everybody knew what the Judge was 
brought here for. It was to give some people 
who were reluctant or timid to act an im- 
petus, and the address had the desired effect. 

Matters lay in a state of innocuous desue- 
tude for a while, when a law and order league 
was organized at the instigation of the Rev. 
Mr. Bready, who was head push of the whole 
affair. Considerable, difficulty was expe- 
rienced in organizing the body in that its 
proceedings were made public through the 
daily press, so it was concluded to exclude 
reporters ‘and every one else, except those 
who had the “pass.” The organization 
was comple ed with guarded doors at the 
Methodist Church one evening, and the 
names of the members were kept with as 
much secrecy as the pass-word to a lodge. 

This organization naturally provoked con- 
“giderable opposition ,among the business- 
men generally, as well as many members of 
the churches. A printed type-written let- 
ter was sent out by some one, unsigned, to 
business-men and others, requesting them 
to attend a meeting on a certain evening to 
resist the proposed action of the league and 
to see just what could be done, but as no good 
citizen wanted to put himself on record as 
one who upheld the breaking of a State law, 
or any other, for that matter, the meeting 
was thinly attended, and no action could be 
taken, for there was the law oh the statute 
book; and what could be done? 

The law was on the side of the Law and 
Order League, and both knew it, and as the 
latter had a good thing it pushed it along. 


First Arrests Are Made. 


The resort season opened early this year— 
fully a month to six weeks sooner than usual 
and nine places were pulled” for not re- 

moving their screens and partitions on Sun- 
day, May 10, contrary to the provisions of the 
statute. Complaints were made before Just- 
ice St Clair, the saloonkeepers were arrested, 
waived examination, were bound over tothe 
Circuit Court for trial at the October term of 
court Much to the surprise of the general 
public the complaints were signed by women, 
who are members of Bready’s church This 
Was expected, however, by the saloon-men, 
as they observed women spotters watching 
their places This batch of arrests caused 
all the keepers to close up tight the next un- 
day, and on. several Sundays following three 
or four of them complied with the law, the 
rest of them continuing open in violation as 
before. The crusade was kept up and the 
women went to Benton Harbor to swear out 
complaints before Justice Kennedy. But the 
complaints were defective and the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney dismissed the cases. The 
Women went to Justice St. Clair originally 
to swear out the sec ond, batch, and While un- 
der the law he could not*decline to issue com- 
plaints and warrants, he asked, for good rea- 
fons, to be excused this time, and they went 
elsewhere. For some cause they did not go | 
to Justice Baldrey, the other Justice in this 
city, but instead went to Justice Kennedy. 
Finally they concluded to go to Justice 
Baldrey for complaints and warrants, but 
they shared the fate of Justice Kennedy’s. 

In justice to Justices of the Peace in Mich- 
igan it must be said that but few of them are 
Jawyers, and as the phraseology of the in- 


is no wonder the mistakes were made. But 
the women were not satisfied and thought 
the work of the two Justices were! 
put-up jobs, so they went to the southern 
part of the county to swear out warrants. 
Refuse to Issue Warrants. 
This these Justices refused to do, as it 
would make a big expense to the county; 
ides the inconvenience of bringing the

CHARGED WITH EXTORTION. 


Freeman Milling Company Files a Suit 
Seeking to Recover $12,586 Paid for 
Switching Charges—It Claims There 
Has Been Discrimination and Vio- 
lation of Law—Decision Awaited 
with Interest by Chicago Shippers 
~—Other Railway News.

Suit has been filed ‘against the Great 
Northern railroad in a case which is of in- 


volves the right of a railroad to charge ex- 
tra tolls for switching. The suit is brought 
by the Freeman Milling company against 
the Eastern Railroad of Minnesota, a part 
of the Great Northerri system, in Superior, 
Wis., and a judgment is asked under the 
extortion law for $12,586, with costs of suit. 

The complainant in its bill recites the fact 
that other railreads charge no extra toll for 
switching wheat from the sample yards di- 
rectly to the mill, which is situated on the 
tracks of the Lake Superior Terminal and 
Transfer railway company. 
sets up that the Great Northern agent has 
refused to deliver wheat until the toll of 81. 50 
a car switching charges is paid. The 
plaintiff alleges it has received 2,707 cars 
of wheat and paid under protest at the 
rate of $1.50 a car the sum of $4,195. | 

The railroad company will seek to estab- 
lish. its right to make such a charge, while 
the plaintiff will try to prove there 1s dis- 
crimination, as another milling company is 
charged nothing for its switching. The at- 
torney for the plaintiff will also charge the 
Great Northern with violating the law in 
making the charge. 

It is said certain Chicago firms which have 
had’ controversies in the past over switch- 
ing charges have offered to aid in defraying 
the costs of this suit. The decision in the 
case in question will serve as a precedent in 
future suits. , 


TO CHANGE 


ITS. TRAIN SERVICE. 


Illinois Central Will Use the Big Four 
Tracks Into St. Louis. 

The Illinois Central is to change its St. 
Louis and Chicago train service on Aug. 1. 
From that date on trains over the Illinois 
Central will leave the Illinois Central road 
at Pana and run into St. Louis over the 
lines of the Big Four. Heretofore they 
have been run over the Illinois Central 
to Effingham, and from Effingham to St. 
Louis over the Vandalia road. 

The statement has been made that this is 

due to unpleasantness between the Illinois 
Central and the Vandalia. 
This is denied by Illinois Central officials, 
who say it is due entirely to the fact that 
better business arrangements can be made 
with the Big Four than with the Vandalia. 


STEAMERS FROMCANADA TO EUROPE

London, July 18.—The most surprising 
thing in Lord Salisbury’s unexpected speech 
of surprises is his desire to consult English 
public opinion on a diplomatic question. He 
seldom makes any concession to the demo- 
cratic spirit of his own country, and is a 
diplomatist of the old school, who prefers 
the innermost dark closet, to a glass house 
where every one can see what is going on. 
He now abruptly declares that he wishes to 
know the trend of public opinion, and derive 
guidunce from it respecting the future con- 
duct of negotiations with the United States. 
8 His attitude is so novel that every journal is 
instinctively on its guard, and discusses with 
caution and aircumspection the diplomatic 
correspondence printed this morning. No 
positive opinios is expressed by any respon- 
sible journal, and the magnitude of the in- 
« terests involved and the practical difficulty 
of solving the complex question of a perma- 
nent arbitraüen scheme are generally 
recognized. 
Tord Salisbury has evidently fretted under 
the imputation that he was not moving with 
eufficient rapidity in the direction of recon- 
ciling the two brauches of the Anglo-Saxon 
family. He now justifies himself by taking 
the nation into his confidence and showirg 
, plainly that arbitration is not a simple sum 
in arithmetic to be worked out at a moment’s 
notice. The press, speaking for the nation, 
: frankly admits that ample time must be al- 
5 lowed for reflection, and that premature 
zudgments must be avolded.

Plans for Princess Maud’s Wedding. 

Nothing short of a royal wedding can 
bring the Queen to London. Her first visit 
this year will be a short one. She will arrive 
at Buckingham Palace on Tuesday evening, 
give a big dinner party to the royal family, 
and return to Windsor early next evening, 
as soon as her granddaughter is married. 
She will stay twenty-four hours, remaining 
for the wedding breakfast, but not wit- 
nessing the departure for Appleton, where 
the honeymoon will be passed, There will 
be two wedding breakfasts at the palace, 
one for the immediate relatives, the other 
for the remaining royal guests. As the at- 
tendance of the latter from the continent 
will be small, the Queen's duties as chief 
entertainer will not be arduous. The real 
managers of the ceremony are the Lord 
Chamberlain, the Lord Steward, and the 
Master of the Horse. These court officials 
arrange the wedding procession, order the 
luncheon, and direct the movement of the 
carriages. The Prince of Wales has little 
to do except give away his daughter, the 
Princess Maud, to Prince Charles of Den- 
mark. The preparations for- the wedding 
have not kept him away from the New- 
market races this week, and when the royal 
hurly-burly is over next week he will have 
two days’ racing at Sandown Park. 

The marriage is a popular one and seems 
to interest everybody, the bridegroom being 
a handsome sailor Prince. The papers are 
filled with minute accounts of Princess 
Maud’s trousseau, lists of the wedding pres- 
ents, and details of the approaching cere- 
mony. Piccadilly, St. James, and other 
streets will be gayly decorated, and the pro- 
cession of state carriages from Marlborough 
House to Buckingham Palace will be wit- 
nessed by thousands of spectators. The 
wedding march will be from the bow draw- 
ing-room along the terrace to the chapel. 
Only 500 invitations have been issued for 
the ceremony, which will be performed by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by 
two Bishops, a subdean, and canon.

Commissioned officers will oversee 
the cooking on the march and will make 
it certain that the men have food cooked in 
accordance with hygienic principles. 

Cooking an Important Item. 

The men in garrison have objected to 
what is called garrison cooking. That 
means cooking for all the men in the post, 
irrespective of branch service. When the 
men get into the fleld they will have coin- 
pany cooks, and will be able to get what 
they eat and drink in smaller quantities 
and in better condition than they would 
have otherwise.“ 

The men from the different posts in the 
Department of the Missouri will make the 
first day about ten miles. The second day 
they will make about fifteen miles; the third 
day twenty miles, and then they will pitch 
camp. It has been the endeavor of all offi- 
cers stationed within the limits of the De- 

artment of the Missouri to prepare their 
men during the winter months for the sum- 
mer campaign. 

At Fort Brady the men in the course of 
their drill were asked to run a mile, fully 
equipped, every day. They did this, and 
the recruits in the garrison were well broken 
m. The men who will march this fall will

Get Off the Earth.

The army has now many such, from the 
Mohawk Valley to the prairies of Illinois.

HOW BARBERS FLEECE COUNTRYMEN. 
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FAVOR THE $25 LICENSE. 


UNDERWRITERS INDORSE THE PRO- 
POSED ORDINANCE. 


They Regard the Measure as a Fair 
Compromise eof Differences with 
the City Council—Imsurance Men 
Say It Will Be Acceptable to Them 
and Will Bring In as Much Revenue 
as the 2 Per Cent Tax. 


Underwriters express themselves as in 
favor of the ordinance drawn by the 
Finance committee of the City Council re- 
quiring a license fee of $26. They regard 
the measure as a fair compromise of the 
differences between the Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation and the City Council. It is generally 
believed by insurance men the payment of 
a license fee will be advantageous to them- 
selves as well as to the city. 

A meecing of insurance brokers will be 
held on Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock at 
the Great Northern Motel to consider the 
ordinance and take action in regard to it if 
thought advisable. The meeting will be 
under the auspices of the Brokers’ Board, 
but will be open to all underwriters and the 
public. 

The following interviews are from repre- 
sentative agents who have given the matter 
special attention: 

R. 8. Critchell—The ordinance is entirely 
acceptable to the special committee of the 
Underwriters’ Association and will prove 
advantageous to the city. Agents cannot 
object to the payment of the license fee of 

25, and the city will receive as much 
revenue as from the 2 per cent tax. The 
ordinance includes all classes of insurance 
writers. There are about 3,000 in Chicago, 
so the revenue will be considerable. It is 

mpromise. 
° "}. Pellet—The ordinance will be satis- 
factory to us in every way. It seems a fair 
compromise of the difficulties. The city sure- 
ly cannot complain, as its income will be 
enlarged to the extent of at least $100,000 
and insurance men will be benefited by a 
reduction in the number of agents. 

I. J. Lewis—I would ba pleased to see the 
amount of license fee fixed at 5100, instead 
of $25, as proposed. The number of agencies 
would be reduced and the insurance confined 
to offices who do a fair business. The ordi- 
nance meets my unqualified approval. 

W. F. Braun—While I do not think insur- 
ance men should be forced to pay a license not 
demanded of other classes of business, as a 
matter of compromise L do not object to the 
proposed ordinance, 

S. A. Rothermel—Our company, the Trad- 
ers, has been in a peculiar position, as it 
is organized in Illinois and is not required 
to pay the 2 per cent tax, while we would 
be affected by the 5 per cent increase in 
rates. We do not object to the license fee 
and believe it will be generally accepted in 
good faith among insurance men. The ordi- 
nance is a good one for the city and under- 
writers, who, although they may not like 
the extra expense, will receive no, small 
benefit, as the objectionable agencies will 
be weeded out. 

L. H. Davis—The ordinance prepared by 
the Finance committee of the City Council 
is all right. It meets our approval. The 
amount of the fee is reasonable, and I do 
not see how any one can object to its pay- 
ment. —

While many of the large cities in the 
country report comparatively small losses 
for the first six months of the year, the losses 
at Philadelphia were unusually heavy dur- 
ing that period. The fact that the total loss 
Was four times as great as was experienced 
during the corresponding six months last 
year has directed the special attention of 
underwriters to the water supply and fire 
department. Bonds for city improvements 
have just been issued by Philadelphia, and 
$700,000 will be expended on the water sys- 
tem and fire protection. This action is un- 
doubtedly due to the number of fires since 
Jan. 1, which caused a loss of $1,317,604. In 
addition to this there was a loss of 8550, 000 
on which the companies carried no policies. 
The destruction of insured property amount- 
ed to 30 per cent of the total loss. 

Judgment has been entered at Memphis 
against the Connecticut Mutual on the 
Spratley claim. The company made no de- 
fense. When in the State the company 
filed an agreement, approved by the Presi- 
dent and Board of Directors, agreeing to 
abide by the decision of the State courts in 
issues on policies written in Tennessee. The 
company is not doing business in that State 
at present. 

The Secretary of State of South Carolina 
has granted a charter to the Citizens’ Fire 
Insurance company, With a capital stock 
of $200,000. The incorporators of the com- 
pany are M. N. Johnson of Marion, S. C., 
and E. L. Winant of Brooklyn, N. V. Mr. 
Johnson will act as President of the com- 
pany, and the headquarters will be located 
at Columbia. The company will soon ex- 
tend its business to other States.

FARMERS GET THE PATRONAGE NOW 
Phantom Lake, Mukwonago, Wis., July 18. 


—The season is at its height at this resort. 


The surrounding country is in a beautiful 
condition. The grain flelds are blazing in 
glorious colors, the sides of the roadways 
are lined with big brown-eyed daisies, and 
the goldenrod is just turning inte the cdlor 
of ripeness.

MAY SAIL AWAY FOR MACKINAO, 


During the last week the tri-weekly serv- 
ice between Chicago and Mackinac Island, 
with stops at Charlevoix, Petoskey, and Har- 
bor Springs, by the steel steamship Manitou 
has been heavy, and orders are being booked 
into the month of August. The Manitou 
makes three round trips each week with 
the regularity of a railroad train and with 
all the comforts arid luxuries that are had 
on the greyhounds of the Atlantic. The 
Manitou is equal to any ocean vessel in con- 
struction and modern .appliances. This 
steamer was constructed three years ago by 
the Chicago Shipbuilding company at South 
Chicago. Hence it is a Chic go production, 
built for a Chicago corporation—the Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior Transportation 
company. This line also reports a heavy 
tourist business between Chicago and Du- 
luth and the intermediate ports on Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior, such as Mil- 
waukee, Mackinac, Sault Ste. Marie, Muni- 
sing, Marquette, Houghton, Hancock, Ash- 
land, and Bayfield. 


FORTIFYING THE HARBOR OF BOSTON. 


Emplacements for Heavy Guns Or- 
dered—Long Island Head Is the 
Site Selected for Works. 


Transcript: Active preparations are now 
being made by the representatives of the War 
Department in Boston for the defense of 
Boston Harbor. The appropriation for this 
work, which was passed by the last Con- 
gress, is now available, and work has been 
begun in fortifying the different harbors 
throughout the country. Boston will re- 
ceive a portion of this appropriation, and 
Lieut.-Col. Mansfield, who is in charge of 
this district, has received orders from the 
department at Washington to provide em- 
placements. for three ten-inch rifles and two 
five-inch rapid-fire guns. The fact that 
these guns were to be placed in the harbor 
was learned from the War Department this 
morning, and the expense of them is to come 
out of the new appropriation of $11,000,000. 

These guns are to be placed on what is 
commonly Known as Long Island Head, sit- 
uated on the eastern end of Long Island. 
The department has appointed Lieut. Meri- 
weather L. Walker to assist Lieut.-Col. 
Mansfield in placing the guns in position, 
and to aid generally in carrying out the plans 
as far as the fortifying of the harbor is 
concerned. For some time it has been con- 
templated to put guns on Long Island Head. 
During the early part of this year work was 
already begun in making thé preliminary 
arrangements for it, and the excavating 
has almost been completed. There is no 
doubt but that the department intends to 
push the work as rapidly as possible, now 
— the necessary appropriation is avail- 
able. 

The carriage for the first ten- inch gun is 
being built at the Watertown Arsenal, and 
will be ready in the near future for ship- 
ment to Long Island. This morning Licut.- 
Col. Mansfield advertised for proposals for 
cement, sand, and stone for the battery at 
that place, and they will be opened at his 
office in the Postoffice Building at noon on 
Aug. 13. From present indications the work 
will be completed on or about Dec. 1. 

It is stated that there is the same activity 
displayed in other cities as well as in Bos- 
ton; and at the present tlme all the gov- 
ernment stations where guns and carriages 
can bé manufactured are in full operation. 
A large number of contracts have also been 
made with private firms in different parts 
of the country for the manufacture of both 
guns and carriages. There is no doubt in 
the minds of the officials that the slight con- 
troversies that the United States Govern- 
ment has had with foreign countries has 
awakened an interest in the matter of 
strengthening the different harbors for de- 
fense, and it is assigned as one reason why 
there is so much haste in fortifying them 
with modern guns, 

In the last six months, it is stated on 
excellent authority, the Watertown Ar- 
senal has shipped about fifty gun-carriages 
to various harbors and forts in the United 
Among these are the six or eight 
that were placed in position at Fort War- 
ren in Boston Harbor a few weeks ago. 
Others were sent to San Francisco, New 
York, Rhode Island, and other places. There 
is other evidence that the department is 
desirous” of having the harbofs fortified 
as soon as possible, especially those of New 
York and Boston. Previous to the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year on July 1, the War 
Department notified Lieut.-Col. Mansfield 
to clean up the work at Fort Winthrop 80 
that the place is now in excellent condition 
and ready for service at any time, 

The guns to be put on Long Island Head 
are of the disappearing pattern, and will 
cost the government about $50,000 each. 
There is a possibility that all the guns will 
not be erected at that point, but distributed 
at one or two other places.

The startling number of cases of pre- 
mature burial that have come to light in 
England in the last six months has led to 
a ——— which bids fair, before the close 


might have taken place under the earth, and 
of the speechless agony that would have fol- 
lowed it the world would never have known. 


Can Americans Be Interested? 


This is only one of the several hundred in- 
stances. The medical records are full of 
them. Go to any cemetery and they will tell 
you grewsome stories of coffins that were 
taken out of the ground and opened, reveal- 
ing bodies that had turned upon their faces, 
that had torn out their hair, or showed other 
signs of ghastly self-mutilation, signs of 
frantic struggles during that brief period of 
consciousness that intervened between re- 
covery and true death. 


It will be very difficult, even in the face of 


all the indisputable evidence that prema- 
ture burial is constantly happening, to 
bring Americans to such a point of active in- 
terest in the matter that they will be willing 
to indorse any such radical mcasures as are 
suggested. 

There is an almost incredible shrinking 
among Americans from the mere thought of 
converting the horrible doubt into certainty. 

The process might, to be sure, in maybe

of the century, to exercise a powerful in- 
fluence upon all the civilized world. To 
heighten the intensity of the feeling that has 
been created there has sprung up a terrible 
suspicion, based upon authentic reports, 
that the cases of premature burial known to 
the world form but a small percentage of 
all those that have really happened. 

It seems almost incredible that, with the 
world’s civilization and its many centuries 
of enlightenment, it should have remained 
for this year to see the inauguration of a 
movement whose object is to prevent the 
greatest mental and physical agony known 
to the human mind. Yet, so it is; and even 
today the movement has not spread outside 
ot England. 

In the humdrum of daily existence it is 
natural to suspect that the frequency of 
this occurrence is greatly exaggerated. Yet 
those men who inaugurated the movement 
in England had their attention called to the 
subject by the following grewsome head- 
lines in. English newspapers, all published 
within a period of ten days: 

Buried alive.“ 

“ A gtewseome narrative.“ 

‘** Premature burial.’ 

** Mistaken for dead.“ 

A woman's awful experience.”’ 

Almost buried while alive.“ 

A woman buried alive.“ 
~. “ Revivification after burial.’’ 

A lady nearly buried alive.“ 

Sounds from another coffin.”’ 

The dead alive.” 

greatest horror that the human mind 
n picture is that of being buried alive. 

The most terrible death by drowning, burn- 
ing, or mangling almost fades into insig- 
nificance by the side of the prospect of being 
buried alive. The agony, of course, would 
be of short duration, but, even though it 
lasted only two minutes, it would in its in- 
tensity contain a world of misery and 
anguish too horrible to contemplate. The 
want of air would soon bring unconscious- 
ness, but until that moment how awful 
would be the powerless struggle! 


Horror of Horrors. 


It may be asserted without hesitation,” 
wrote Edgar Allan Poe, “ that no event is so 
terribly well adapted to inspire the supreme- 
ness of bodiiy and mental distress as is 
burial before death. The unendurable op- 
pression of the lungs, the stifling fumes of 
the damp earth, the clinging of the death 
garments, the rigid embrace of the narrow 
house, the blackness of the absolute night, 
the silence like a sea that overwhelms, the 
unseen but palpable presence of the con- 
querory worm—these things, with thoughts 
of the air and grass above, with memory of 
dear friends who would fly to save us if but 
_ informed of our fate, and with conscious- 
ness that of this fate they can never be in- 
formed; that our hopeless portion is that of 
the really dead; these considerations, I say, 
carry into the heart, which still palpitates. 
a degree of appalling and intolerable horror 
—.— Which the most daring imagination 
ust recoil. We know of nothing so agoniz- 
5 earth—we can dream of nothing 
as — in the realms of the nether- 


— * not strange that with this horror 
staring us in the face for all these ages that 
no attempt has been made to avoid the risk 

the actual occurrence? In all civilized 
countries burial is performed upon the cer- 
tificate of a physician, who declares therein 
that the person who is about to be buried 1s 
dead. His reasons for believing that death 
has actually occurred have never been re- 
quired, and yet it is upon this that the possi- 

bilities of premature burial depend. 
ere is but one successful and perfect 

‘test of 1 the presence of death, and that is ad- 

vanced decay. All other single tests have 

+» been known at times to fail. The heart has 

— beating, or breathing has ceased, or 
the y has turned cold, or any one of a 
dozen other signs of death has been observed, 
and yet life has not been extinct. The ob- 

ject of the present movement in England is 
to compel physicians to specify when they 
grant death certificates just what tests they 
made to convince themselves that death had 
really occurred. 

It this were done,” say the supporters of 
the movement, “ and the doctor was obliged 
to state on the face of the certificate what 
were the indications on which he based 
the assurance that death had taken 
place, there would be little or no 
‘risk of burial alive. Even the most 
careless practitioner would hardly like to 
say that he had found absolute proof that 
death had taken place when in fact he had 
not. It would be better to cut the carotid 
artery or put a steel needle through the 
heart, even at the risk of killing a few en- 
tranced subjects, than to bury alive one man 
in a million." 

The scheme of making sure by cutting an 
artery or digging a needle into the heart 
would probably meet with but little approba- 
tion in this country. In the suggestion as 
to the report of the physician who grants 
the death certificate there is everything to 
commend. It is sensible and humane. 

-Cremation solves the matter, but does it in 
2 rather unsatisfactory fashion. While it 
| presents no way of determining whether the 
 pubject about to be cremated is alive or not, 
it precludes all possibility of his ever re- 

turning to life after he is once put into the 

retort.

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Washington, D. C., July 17. [Special 
Correspondence. I— Uncle Sam feels a bit 
sad, and no wonder. He will be compelled 
to buy all the silver that is offered him if 
the Democrats have their way. You 
wouldn’t suppose that he wanted any more 
if you took a look through the Treasury 
Building. One huge box of iron lattice- 
work, 100 feet long, sixty feet wide, and 
fourteen feet high, in the basement is chock 
full of cartwheel dollars. They are in bags 


of $1,000 each, which are packed in pine- 


wood cases to keep out the damp. There 
are 93,000,000 dollars in that box. The 
whole mass weighs about 3,000 tons. The 
carts required for carrying the money would 
form a procession stretching more than 
twenty miles. 

How it would make the Populists’ mouths 
water to look on at such a parade. But 
this is by no means the whole of the stock 
of silver dollars kept on hand in Washing- 
ton. In other vaults are 58/000, 000 more. 
And, if these are. not enough, you can find 
227,000,000 additional cartwheels in vari- 
ous mints and Subtreasuries, mostly in 
Philadelphia, New York, and San Fran- 
cisco. When it is considered that only 


about 50,000,000 silver dollars altogether ' 


are in circulation at present it will be ap- 
parent that the government is in no danger 
of running short of them. For years past, 
while Uncle Sam has been holding on to this 
enormous stock of the white metal, the 
market value of it has been going steadily 
down, down, down. 

If you will drop in at the mint in Phila- 
delphia you will have a chance to look at 
some more silver that belongs to the govern- 
ment—not coined dollagg, but bullion. There 
is something very impressive to the eye 
about this immense atcumulation of wealth 
in the crude. You see it stacked up here 
aud there in the shape of bricks. If you 
had permission to take what you could 
curry you would not be able to get away 


with more than about $1,000 worth—silver 


is so cheap now. The Quaker City mint at 
present holds $107,000,000 worth of these 
ingots—coining value. They take up a lot 
of room; 1,000,000 ounces of silver bricks 
occupy the space of 120 cubic feet. 


Billions for the Digging. 

The great advantage of silver as money, 
from the point of view of the Democratic 
platform, is that it is cheap. There is every 
prospect that it will become much cheaper. 
The supply in sight is practically unlimited. 
Look at the Rocky Mountains; they are 
largely made of silver. The entire mountain 
chain that forms the backbone of the con- 
tinent, from Alaska to Cape Horn, 
is full of the white metal. Lou can 
hardly strike it anywhere without coming 
upon a silver mine. Thus it is not surpris- 
ing to find that the Americans produce 


world, In 1895 the mines of the United 
States yielded 58,000,000 ounces of silver. 
Fifty-eight million ounces! That seems a 
good deal, but it does not present a very clear 
notion of quantity to the mind. It would 
make a solid sphere twenty-two feet in 
Such a ball might be rolled down 
Broadway, New York, just avoiding inter- 
ference with the pedestrians on the side- 
walks. Its diameter would be about equal 
to the width of the street, from curb to 
curb.

But accurate 
figures witb regard to that country are very 
hard to get because of the propensity of the 
natives for hoarding. They either hide or 
turn into ornaments every bit of precious 
metal, whether silver or gold, they obtain. 
Much of it is buried and lost. China comes 
after India with a stock of $750,000,000 
worth of silver, and the United States is 
next with $625,000,000. 
Exported Like Merchandise. 

During 1895 we exported $53,000,000 
worth of silver. It goes out 6f the country 
as merchandise, and is treated just as if it 
were so much pigiron or wheat. All of it 
is handled by a few brokers in New York, 
who advance money to the refiners to en- 
able them to pay for the ore that comes from 
the mines. The refiners forward the stuff 
to New York in the sl. pe of bricks of about 
1,100 ounces each, marked with the fine- 
ness. The brokers ship the ingots to Liver- 
pool, whence they are sent by rail to Lon- 
don. London is the silver market of the 


other commercial commodity, being finally 
sold and shipped away to India, Egypt, 
Brazil, and other parts of the world. e 
American ingots go by the name of “ cake 
silver.“ Considerable quantities ef them go 
to China, where they are cut into pieces for 
a sort of currency that goes by weight. The 
pieces are called taels.” 

Many new industrial uses for silver have 
been found within recent years, thanks to 
the increasing cheapness of the metal. Not 
80 very long ago only rich peo le were able 
to afford a table service of solid silver, but 
now the luxury is within reach of the house- 
holder of very moderate means, It is a

Goldbugs, Silverbugs, Straddlebugs. 


What is all this talk about goldbugs, sil- 
verbugs, and straddlebugs? Are there any 
such creatures in the insect world ? 

The answer is yes. | 

There are several species of bugs which 
are reputed to contain considerable quan- 
tities of gold and silver. On account of this 
belief people sometimes gather them and 
boil them. The most popular gold-producing 
insect is the golden rosechafer, which is 
known to science as Cetonia aurata. It is 
a very handsome yellow beetle, with a metal- 
lic luster, about as big as the end of a man's 
thumb. |

One f the most beautiful bugs in the 
world is a small beetle known to science as 
the blue Hoplia.” Its back is an exquisite 
iridescent sky-blue, and the under part of 
its body is of a bright silver hue. The no- 
tion tfat it contains silver is widely enter- 
tained, and attempts have frequently been 
made to extract silver from it. 

In parts of Europe the ignorant people are 
confident in their belief that the so-called 
“ silversmith ”’ contains more or less prec- 
cious metal. It looks like a big June bug, 
its color being between silver and gold. For 
both of these metals it has been melted 
many and many a time. Formerly it was 
supposed to be quite a rarity, so that a 
specimen was worth $5or more. But it was 
discovered a few years ago that this beau- 
tiful beetle was very common in cottonwood 
trees, on the leaves of which it feeds, and it 
is cheap enough now. If you know where 
such trees are to be found you may gather 
hundreds of the silversmiths in a day. 
It used to be commonly believed that these 
insects lived exclusively in chimneys, and 
happy was the householder who chanced 
upon one, for it was supposed to bring good 
luck and the promise of wealth.

SONG BIRDS UNUSUALLY PLENTIFUL. 


Migration This Year Is Larger than 
for Several Seasens—Dangers 
They Escape. 


There has been this season an unusually. 
large migration of song birds. Three years 
ago the cold weather in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee killed nearly all the robins and the 
bluebirds, and the people of the North who 
watched for the incoming springtime song- 
sters felt sad when the April weather failed 
to bring the birds to their doorsteps. 

In Highland Park, which is just a short 
distance north of Chicago, there have been 
this year so many song birds that people 


have noticed their presence and have won- } 


dered why they. were not here last year and 
year before. A Baltimore oriole, which is a 
rare bird in this vicinity, has built a nest in 
an elm tree in a private yard, and the owner 
of the tree says that any small boy who 
tries to rob that nest will meet with a-recep- 
tion that is something warmer than he ever 
had in school after a bit of bad conduct. 
The scarlet tanager and the bob-o-links, the 
song sparrows, the vesper sparrows, and 
the meadow larks are more numerous than 
they have been for some time before. ‘The 
meadow lark pipes in Winnetka, in High- 
land Park, in Lake Bluff, in Fort Sheridan, 
and all the places that lle in between.

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from insects seems to be of very ancient 
origin. When people fail in the process 
they are convinced usually that there was 
something wrong with the method employed. 
In Mexico the natives believe that the surest 
way to find a gold or silver mine is to watch 
a gold or silwer beetle and followit. Pains- 
takingly pursued, it is almost sure to lead 
the seeker to the deposit of precious metal, 
or mayhap to a buried treasure. 

Thus far only goldbugs and silverbugs 
have been discussed; the straddlebugs re- 
main to be considered. This is not so easy, 
because there is an extraordinary number of 
species. One European collector has suc- 
ceeded in getting together 22,000 species of 
straddlebugs. he straddlebugs are dung 
beetles; they are the little fellows who roll 
balls of animal excrement and lay their eggs 
in them. When the eggs are hatched the 
young larvee feed on the material of the ball 
until they are able to take care of them- 
selves. Some of the straddlebugs have 
huge horns and are very queer-looking creat- 
ures indeed.

BLACK BASS ARE PLENTY. 


BIG CATCHES OF BIG FISH MADE BY 
CHICAGO ANGLERS. 


Weather Conditions This Year Favor- 
able to Good Fishing—Haunts of the 
Bass. and Hew It Is Lured from 
Them—Casting with Live Bait 
Trolling for Pickerel and the Queer 
Tratts of the Fish—Catching Rock 

Bass with White Rags at Night. | 


Black bass and pickerel are biting well 
these days, and ‘some big hauls are being 
made within easy reach of Chicago. The 
weather this year has been favorable to 
keeping the fish in shallow waters much 
longer than usual. Ordinarily by the middle 
of July the fish begin to work away from the 
shores and seek the deep, cool holes, where 
they lie in a semi-torpor, seldom biting until 
the cool days of autumn bring them inshore 
again to feed. This year, however, the tem- 
perature as a rule has been mild, and the 
fish are still biting eagerly. Capt. Farmer 
and a friend came in one night last week 
from a day's fishing on one of the Wisconsin 
lakes, bringing with them only the largest 
of their catch. They had five black bass that

How to Catch Black Bass. 


The man who wants to catch black bass 
can leave Chicago any night at 5or6 o' clock 
and within-four hours be crawling into bed 
at some country hotel er farm house. 
matters little whieh direction he goes in, the 
fishing is pretty good all around. The next 
morning he is out on the water by 5 o'clock 
and tishes until breakfast time, when, if the 
day and wind are right, he ought to have a 
number of fair-sized bass. After breakfast 
he takes another whirl on the lake, then lies 
by during the heat of the day, fishes some 
more in the late afternoon, and takes the 
late train back to town. It is an easy trip, 
cheap from the point of money outlay, and 
chockful of health and enjoyment. 

Black bass may be caught in several ways, 
but the proper caper is to st for them. 
The caster uses a well made bambob or 
wooden rod of medium length and extremely 
springy and elastic. The line should he of 
fine, free-running silk, and the reel of the 
quadruple multiplying make. Bass, or at 
least the sort caught in Western waters, 
have large mouths and the hook should be 
big and stout. Fasten it to the line witha 
fine “ snell“ or piece of gut, and then pass 
the hook through the Hps of a good-sized 
minnow or small frog. Have the. boatman 
move the boat gently through the water 
within reasonable casting distance of the 
weeds where the bass like to lay and feed. 
Stand up in the bow and cast the baited hook 
with an easy toss just on the outer edge of 
the weeds, and, as soon as the bait begins to 
settle, reel in the line slowly, so as to keep 
the minnow moving through the water, for 
the bass is a game fish and will seldom strike 
at a motionless bait. - f

Rock Bass’ Fishing at Night. 


Trolling for rock bass at night is fascin- 
ating sport for the man who merely wants 
to catch fish and is not particular as to 
size or kind. The Western rock bass av- 
erages three-fourths of a pound in weight, 
and strikes at the bait like a ten- pound 
pickere!, but after the first flash it makes 
no fight. At night it bites so fast that 
angling for it is almost like wicked slaugh- 
ter. On Delavan Lake one night in the lat- 
ter part of July three years ago the writer 
once caught seventy good-sized rock bass 
in less than two hours. A young boy friend 
who had been at the lake several weeks, and 
was to return home the next day, expressed 
the wish that he had a big string of fish to 
take home with him. ' 

How would a lot of big rock bass suit 
you?” he was asked. 

First-rate. I want to show the folks a 
lot of fish.“ 

Just at dusk that night we rowed out on 
the lake, the boy using the oars and keeping 
the boat about thirty feet from shore, while 
I trolled with a hand line to which two 
Nelson hooks with small bits of white rages 
on them were tied. The white rags served 
as a bait to attract the fish, and did away 
with the necessity of putting on fresh min- 
nows every time a strike was made. The 
fish bite at them eagerly, and frequently 
while hauling in one bass another would 
strike and catch itself on the second hook. 
It was fatigue from the labo. of hauling in 
the fish that made us quit. 

Blue-gill fishing affords plenty of sport 
for mixed parties of men and women who 
want to talk and laugh while they angie. 
The bluegill, which in appearance is an 


overgrown sunfish running from one and: 


one-half to two pounds in weight, frequents 
the deep holes in the lakes, and only bites 
during. the latter part of July. The boats 
are anchored in from thirty to forty feet of 
water, and a ground bait thrown out to 
attract the fish. The tackle consists of 
light rods and lines and small hooks with 
worms for bait. While the blue-gill can 
hardly be classed as a game fish it makes a 
sharp fight when hooked, and furnishes 
lots of sport. 


Work on Boat-House Begins. 

Work on the foundation of the new boat- 
house on the north pond in Lincoln Park has 
been begun.’ The boat-house will be of brick 
and stone, 100x40 feet in size, and will cost 
in the neighborhood of $13,000. It will be fin- 
ished in about two months and will be an 
ornament to the park, as well as a co n- 
fence in housing boats.

The necessity of such an announcement, 
however, scarcely exists. 

The growth of musical interest in Chicago 
means the growth of musical organi 
through increase in number, as well as in 
numbers. Fortunately for Chicago, in- 
stances where a new musical organization 
founded on plans to insure solid worth is 
handicapped by misrepresentation through 
ignorance, willful or otherwise, are few. The 


provincialism that today distinguishes a 
number of cities under the guise of conven- 
tionalism is gratefully infrequent in Chi- 
cago. It is through this distinguishing trait 
that the city, musically, as well as other- 
wise, stands as it does today. 

There is small ground therefore to await 
any other than a cordial reception of the 
new undertaking which will materially add 
through variety to the orchestra programs 
of next season. 

As for the Apollo club, for a quarter of a 
century it has held its own, and it would 
be scarcely flattering to its position, or to 
the work it has done, to take for granted ita 
danger through the formation of another 
chorus. Particularly when the chorus in 
question is purposed as an adjunct of an 
existing organization. Even granting the 
22 to be the case, which it is not, and 
the Chicago Orchestra chorus were intended 
to present in consecutive order all the great 
choral works written, there is no reason it 
should attempt it. There is more than one 
chorus in Chicago and there are likely to 
be more. The patent of right to exclusive 
existence has yet to be granted. 

It is a matter of curious record that in 
Chicago, while there are seventy-seven 
whoral societies of the German, Swedish, 
Norwegian, Bohemian, Polish, and Danish 
nationalities, there are, in the city proper, 
and aside from church and school organiza- 
tions, only four bodies of English-speaking 
singers: The Apollo club, the Students' Mu- 
sical club, the Mendelssohn club, and the 
Amateur Musicalclubchorus. The fifth now 
to be added is the Chicago Orchestra chorus. 

The effect of present conditions is there- 
fore likely to be genuinely beneficial, and 
particularly to the Apollo club, which may 
increase in enthusiastic support of its own 
etandard, not alone from the point of view 
of art, but of fellowship. 

The plain facts of the case are that the 
Apollo club is in danger not of competition, 
which may serve its best friend, but of in- 
ternal disruption. Much was written at the 
time of the election troubles in the Apollo 
club last spring, when the two factons, Tom- 
lins and anti-Tomlins, secured full hearing. 
That the two organizations, the Apollo club 
and the orchestra, should have been involved 
in the contention with which neither col- 
lectively had at the outset anything to do is 
the unfortunate phase of the case. The 
trouble ostensibly found root in the fact that 
Mr. Thomas was invited to direct the 
Faust concert, as the board of the Apollo 
desired. Mr. Tomlins, after an acknowl- 
edged conflict with himself, invited Mr. 
Thomas to do the directing. In return, by 
his own proposition, Mr. Tomlins drilled the 
chorus for the Beethoven Ninth Symphony 
performance. Had Mr. Tomlins taken a firm 
stand and demanded that he direct the 
Faust concert or tender his resignation 
this one and most unfortunate phase of the 
trouble would likely never have occurred. 
That it did occur is only too well known, and 
also that it was lugged into the contention 
and mentioned before the club by Mr. Tom- 
lins. The club voted in overwhelming ma- 
jority to sustain Mr. Tomlins in his position 
as director and to secure to him first authori- 
ty in musical matters in the club. Cards 
were sent out to the members asking wheth- 
er the individual member addressed would 
join for the ensuing year. Thus far 130 
women and seventy-five men are, it is said, 
the only respondents in the affirmative. To- 
day, therefore, the 195 represent the mem- 
bership of the Apollo club, an organization 
supposed to number 500. It has been ru- 
mored that a plan is on foot among the dis- 
senters to found another chorus under an- 
other director, made up of seceders from the 
Apollo club. This, however, scarcely seems 
likely. Nor does it seem likely, as has been 
rumored, that the Chicago Orchestra will in 
future not be employed in the Apollo club 
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concerts. The upshot of the matter will not 
Unlikely .be a necessary recruiting of the 


Apollo club from outside sources and acces- 
Sion to the ranks of the Chicago Orchestra 
chorus of seceders from the Apollo club. 


For some time there has been, it seems, a 
desire on the part of Mr. Thomas and the 
Svarantors of the Chicago Orchestra not to 
continue Mr. Max Bendix in the position of 
concertmeister.

intrinsically deserving of it or not. One is 


matic criticism—that there should be so 
many plays which acquire a factitious inter- 
est because of the opportunities they afford 
ambitious players. But for the personality 
that Bernhardt and Duse have put into Mag- 
da, Sudermann's Heimat would be far 
from meriting ‘the attention one is forced, 
willy-nilly, to bestow upon it.

A vital defect of the plays of Sudermann 
and Maeterlinck and Ibsen is their utter 
lack of the saving salt of humor. They are 
raw and soggy slices from the fleshy part of 
life. They will not keep. The laughter that 
should be in them will in the end be aimed 


at them and bury them out of sight. The 


Cosmopolis eontributor, Arthur B. Walkley, 
comes close to this truth when he comments 
thus on Mrs. Campbell’s Magda: 

One longs for a little wholesome laughter 
to be let in on these airs and graces of hers, 
to clear the air a little, so that things might 
be seen in their right proportions. But there 
is no laughter in Sudermann; even his pro- 
fessedly comic figures are so coarsely drawn, 
such impossible caricatures, that if one 
luughs at all it is on the wrong side of the 
mouth.’’ 

This fatal lack of wholesome laughter 
would alone be a sufficient death warrant 
for Sudermann’s play. But there is a moral 
defect no less disastrous. The whole tone of 
the drama indicates a petulant mood and 
low ideals on the part of the author him- 
self. It leaves the impression that Suder- 
mann’s sympathies are awry, that his stand- 
ards of moral and intellectual values are 
false standards. Any one who knows a 
middle-class German home knows that it 
is a better thing than Sudermann has chosen 
to make it. As the Cosmopolis writer says, 
he has painted it uncharitably, as a man sore 
with some personal grievance against it, 
dwelling upon its ugliness, its narrowness, 
its childish pettishness, its abysmal ig- 
norance, It is not only false, but vindictive- 
ly false.

Still deeper is the defect in Magda her- 
self. The drama isa contrast between home 
life and the bedizened thing called art 
lite.“ Theshomely, humble, pedestrian vir- 
tues come into mortal conflict with the swag- 
gering traits of the canting and insincere 
thing wrongly called the “art tempera- 
ment,“ and are downed. This would not be 
so bad, ff it were not the spirit of the lines 
constantly suggests that this is what ought 
to happen. Sudermann admires things in 
Magda which are really vulgar in themselves

And note that she only 
revisits this home in a moment of caprice, 
not displeased to ‘show off’ before her 
admiring little sister and her half-fright- 
ened old mother; she is not drawn there, or 
kept there, by any respectable, simple, 
human motive. Her exotic airs, her orchida- 
ceous personality, are esteemed teo high- 
ly, not only by herself, which is natural, 
but by the dramatist, who ought to know

NEW PHASE OF VENEZUELA CASE. 

The publication of the Venezuela corre- 
spondence shows conclusively that the Ven- 
ezuela dispute itself has become one of 
comparative insignificance. The real point 
now at * between the governments of 
the United States and England is the final 
method of establishing a permanent safe- 
guard against war between these two 
countries. When that shall be solved it 
cannot be doubted that the cause of arbi- 
tration will have made a giant stride in the 
world. The negotiations are still unsettled, 
but they appear to have progressed so far 
that it is reasonable to expect in another 
year a treaty satisfactory to both nations 
will have been adopted. 

The hitch at present is caused by the de- 
sire of Lord Salisbury to leave a loophole 
for Great Britain to wriggle out of the find- 
ings of a Board of Arbitration in case those 
findings should prove disadvantageous, 
Secretary Olney asks for a tribunal whose 
decisions shall be final, and Lord Salisbury 


asks that the decision df the tribunal shall 


be on probation for three months, This is 


the chief point that now remains to be set- 
tled. The treaty proposed by Lord Salis- 


bury cousists of six articles. The first three 
provide for the appointment of arbitration 
tribunals and specify the character of dis- 
putes that shall be referred tothem. The 
fourth and fifth, however, are the most im- 
portant, and the subject of the present con- 
tention. They express fully the British de- 
sire as follows: 


4. Any difference in respect to a question of fact, 
or of an international law, involving the territory, 
territorial rights, sovereignty, or jurisdiction of 
either power, or any pecuniary claim or group of 
claims of any kind, involving a sum larger than 
£100,000, shall be referred to arbitration under this 
treaty. But if in any such case, within three 
months after the award has been reported, either 
power protests that such award is erroneous in 
respect to some issue of fact, or some issue of in- 
ternational law, the award shall be reviewed by 
a court composed of three of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Great Britain and three of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the United States; 
and if the said court shall determine, after hearing 
the case, by a majority of not less than five to 
one, that the said issue has been rightly deter- 
mined, the award shall stand and be final; but, in 
default of such determination, it shall not be valid. 
If no protest is entered by either power against 
the award within the time limit it shall be final. 

5. Any difference which, in the judgment of 
either power, materially affects its honor or the 
integrity of its territory, shall not be referred to 
arbitration under this treaty, except by special 
agreement. 

Secretary Olney objects to these two 
articles and proposes as a substitute that— 


Either Congress or Parliament at any time be- 
fore the arbitral tribunal shall have convened 
may by act withdraw particular subject matter 
from the arbitration as involving the national 
honor or integrity, and providing further that 
award shall be final if concurred in by all the arbi- 
trators. If assented to by a majority only. the 
award shall be final, unless one of the parties, 
within three months from its promulgation, shall 
protest in writing that the award is erroneous 
in “respect to some issue of fact or law. In 
such case the award shall be reviewed by a court 
composed of three United States Supreme Jus- 
tices and three British Supreme Justices, who.shall 
in advance agree upon three impartial jurists to 
be added to their body in case they shall be 
#@aumlly divided on an award. The award of this 
court, whether unanimous. or by majority vote, 
shall be final. 


In explanation of the Salisbury proposi- 


tion and his substitute he says: 


The vital difference between the. two proposals 
is manifest. Under the British plan the parties 
enter into arbitration and determine afterward, 
when they know the result, whether they will be 
bound or not. Under the United States’ pro- 
posal the parties enter into an arbitration, having 
determined beforehand that they will be bound. 
The latter is a genuine arbitration, the former is 
The plan ot Lord Salisbury is 
that all the forms and ceremonies of arbitration 
should be gone through with, but with liberty 
for either party to reject the award if not to its 
liking. It is respectfully submitted that a pro- 
ceeding of that sort must have a tendency to bring 
all arbitration into contempt; that each party 
to a dispute should decide to abide by an award 
beYore entering into an arbitration or should de- 
cide not to enter into it at all, and, once entering 
into it, should be irrevocably bound. 


The project rests on this issue. Lord 
Salisbury seeks to support his “ imitation 
arbitration “ by the claim that international 
law is in a rudimentary condition respecting 
territorial rights and that compulsory arbi- 
tration would“ generate a multiplicity of 
international litigation blighting the pros- 
perity of the border country exposed to it.” 
Secretary Olney asserts that unless the 
uwards be final there can be no real arbitra- 
tion and it would be better to leave con- 


troversies to the usual mode of settlement 


“than to enter upon proceedings which are 
arbitral only in name and which are likely 
to have no other result than to excite and 
exasperate public feeling in both countries.“ 
This is the important matter in the cor- 
respondence and Secretary Olney unde— 
niably has the better of the argument. The 
future action of Lord Salisbury will test the 
sincerity of England’s expressed desire to 
submit to practical arbitration. Lord 
Salisbury, however, leaves no room for 
doubt of his change of heart regarding 
Venezuela itself. He has ceased to sneer 
at the Monroe doctrine and rather sympa- 
thizes with the tendency of the United 
States to take up the cause of South Amer- 
ican republics. He prophesies an easy ad- 
justment of the boundary dispute, either by 
a joint commission in which both countries 
shall have confidence, or some other form of 
acceptable arbitration. He demonstrates 
conclusively that England is little con- 
cerned in the settlement of that dispute 
compared with her interest in the larger 
subject of general arbitration, and surel) 
the United States is able to take common 
ground in that sentiment. 
MORE LIGHTS FOR MICHIGAN AVENUE 

There is imperative need of more lights on 
Michigan avenue, at least between Thirty- 
first and Thirty-ninth streets, for the pro- 
tection of bicycle riders, all other vehicles, 
and pedestrians, Accidents occur almost 
nightly on this thoroughfare in despite of 
more than ordinary caution, and the city 
authorities should take prompt measures to 
reduce the dangers to a minimum. From 
Thirty-fifth street north Michigan avenue 
is the only thoroughfare used by bicyclists 
to reach the down-town districts, and at 
night there is almost a continuous proces- 
sion of these wheelers on the way to the 
North or West Side parks or on the way 
home from these resorts: At Thirty-fifth 


| street many riders who live farther south 


turn off to reach Grand boulevard, and to 
Thirty-ninth street these two thoroughfares 
monopolize the bicycle traffic. 

It is apparent that Michigan avenue, 
which in its entirety is the only artery of the 
South Side available to bicyclists, should be 
brightly lighted if these people are to be af- 
forded the security their number demands, 
and at Thirty-fifth street especially, where 
the ways part, there shduld be an even 

reater abundance of light, Not only is this 


necessary for the protection of bicyclists 
from each other, but from the carriages that 
crowd on this avenue from all the cross 
streets when journeys are to be taken for 
any considerable distance north or south. 
These carriages do not carry lights, as the 
bicyclists do, and many of the accidents 
have been caused by collisions due to this 
cause. Pedestrians are better able to take 
care of themselves and ard less liable to dis- 
aster because of the darkness, but they 
should not be forced to depend on their 
agility for safety on the greatest South Side 
avenue in Chicago. It will be a disgrace to 
the city if this thoroughfare is not speedily 
made as safe for traffic at night as it is in the 


daytime. - 


HOLDING ON TO AN ORDINANCE. 

Last May the Chicago General company, 
which operates the West Twenty-second 
street road, had an ordinance introduced in 
the Council giving it the right to lay dupli- 
cate rails in Twenty-second street from the 
South Branch to Michigan avenue. The 
necessary petition was signed by more than 
a majority of the frontage. 

The South Side company has tracks in 
that part of the street, but runs so few cars 
that the service is valueless. The extension 
of the General company’s line to Michigan 
avenue would be of great benefit to the resi- 
dents of the southern and southwestern 
part of the West Division. 

When the ordinance was introduced it 
was referred to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys South Division. That commit- 
tee referred it promptly to a subcommittee 
of three, of which Ald. McCarthy is Chair- 
man, Doerr and Mavor being his associates. 

Two months have gone by and that sub- 
committee has not had a meeting yet. The 
Chairman alleges that it has been impos- 
sible for him and his two colleagues to come 
together. They are all of them such hard- 
worked men that there never was a mo- 
ment in which they could consider this 
T'wenty-second street ordinance. 

The property-owners in that street west 
of the riyer have used what influence they 
possess to have the ordinance considered, 
for they are sure the extension of the road 
would be of the greatest service to them. 
If the franchise were secured the company 
would put on more cars. The men whom it 
would employ in that event, and who have 
no work now, have appealed in vain to Me- 
Carthy, the friend of the workingman,” 
to act on the ordinance. 

That measure is still tied up. The Council 
will adjourn soon for the summer vacation. 
Does the subcommittee intend to hold on to 
that ordinance until that time? If so, why? 
It is nonsense to say that the three men 
who have this measure in their clutch can- 
not come together for ten minutes and dis- 
pose of it. 
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ADDING TO THE PUMPING FACILITIES. 

The city is going to buy three new pumps, 
each of which will have a capacity of tweive 
million gallons a day. One of them will be 
put in at the Lake View station, where it is 
needed sadly, another, will be used at the 
Chicago avenue water works, and the third 
at those at Fourteenth street. 

These pumps and the necessary boilers 
will cost about $300,000, The money will 
come out of the water fund. If that fund 
can stand the expenditure it would not be a 
bad idea to buy more than threé pumps, 
There will be abundant use for them all by 
the time they are ready to be set up. 

After the bids for the three pumps have 
been opened and the contracts let months 
will elapse before those pumps can be built. 
In the meantime the population of the city 
and its manufacturing industries will be in- 
creasing. That means a demand for more 
water. Consequently when the new pumps 
are in operation next year there will con- 
tinue to be complaints of a lack of water. 

The great trouble for some years has been 
that the city has failed to make adequate 
additions te its pumping machinery. It has 
built large and costly tunnels, but has not 
fully utilized their capacity. It has pro- 
vided better water, but the supply has not 
kept pace with the demand. 

There are in service now a good many 
pumps which are old, of little value, and 
liable to break downatany moment. They 


ample use could be found for more than the 
three pumps it is proposed to buy. The 
question is, however, whether the surplus 
receipts of the water office will permit of the 
expenditure of more than $300,000. The 
tunnels now building, which have to be paid 
for out of the water fund, will call for much 
money.

THE INDIANA RACE “TRACK DECISION, 

Gov. Matthews of Indiana has won his 
case against the officials of the tracks now 
holding meetings just over the boundary line 
in Lake County, and the people of that sec- 
tion have cause for much rejoicing. The 
fight was a bitter one, and the decision of the 
lower court was so much in favor of the 
tracks that it looked as if the State Legis- 
lature would have to pass a new law before 
the gambler and his tools could be routed, 
But the Justices of the Supreme Court 
looked behind and beyond the technical evi- 
dence upon which Judge Gillette based his 
decision and rightly declare the three racing 
associations to be one and thesame. Blind 
indeed is the man who cannot see through 
the close corporation which has been formed 
by Hankins, Burke, and their allies, and the 
interpreters of the law who rendered the de- 
cision in this case on a common sense, and 
not a theoretical or technical, basis are pub- 
lic benefactors. In reviewing the court’s 
finding, Judge McCabe declares: 

To say that this court cannot judicially know 
from the evidence the object, and only object and 
purpose, in building the two new tracks was to get 
back the two-thirds of the time for racing taken 
away by the statute is but to say that the law re- 
quires the courts to abdicate their common sense 


and close their eyes to facts which all reasonable 
beings understand and interpret in the same way. 


This is“ horse sense,” and all right-think- 
ing people will applaud it. 
themselves cannot deny that the additional 
tracks never would have been built had the 
present measure not been evacted. That 
fact alone is proof positive that the purpose 
of the law is being dodged and that the resi- 
dents of Lake County are being menaced 
as much as ever by the thieves and thugs 
who seem to be so much in evidence on the 
Western race courses. Roby and neighbor- 
ing towns are the scenes of operation and 
their names have become inseparably con- 
nected with those of the disreputable re- 
sorts, but the real sufferers are the thou- 
sands of wives and children in Chicago 
whose hushands and fathers frequent the 
tracks and gamble away the money which 
rightly belongs at home. This is the great 
injury that is being done, and it is to be 
hoped that Gov. Matthews will see the mat- 
ter is not allowed to rest until all the evil- 
doers are forced to move out and look for 
other fields of labor. The track officials 
claim to have enough up their sleeves to 
defeat the Executive when the matter 
comes up again in the lower court, but there 
is absolutely no chance for them if the mem- 
bers of the Supreme bench continue to 
reason along the lines followed in the decis- 
ion rendered on Friday.

THE TAPEWORMS OF POULTRE. 

It is a noteworthy sign of the composure 
and serenity of the United States Agricul- 
tural Department that while all the rest of 
the country is agitated with the prelimina- 
ries of the coming contest between honest 
money men and the rotten money Popo- 
crats, while the air is full of bolts and clam- 
orous slogans, and the skirmish front is al- 
ready preluding the cannonades and fierce 
charges all along the line, this department 
continues the publication of those thrilling 
serials for the education of farmers which 
have so long been the pride of the prairies 
and the wonderment at every cross roads. 

The latest issue is a formidable document 
of eighty-eight pages devoted to the tape- 
worms of poultry. From its ominqus pages. 
the farmer will learn that there are thirty- 
three different kinds of tapeworms infesting 

‘the interiors of his poultry, beginning 
with bothriocephalus of the bothriocepha- 
lidw and closing with megalops of the 
tœnia species, with infundibuliformis of the 
drepanidoteenia species in the middle, and 
that ducks have no less than sixteen of these 
parasites playing havoc with their diges- 
tion. The farmer will also be glad to know 
that if he can keep his poultry away from 
earthworms, fresh water copepods, flea 
crabs, slugs, and snails it may escape these 
inflictions which it swallows as cysticercoids 
and which in the evolutionary processes de- 
velop from oncospheres into tapeworms, 
with hooks upon their heads, and the 
anterior extremity of the strobila expanded 
in form of a hammer.“ 

Nearly two-thirds of this interesting book 

is devoted to minute descriptions of the 
tapeworm, which will enable the farmer to 
recognize them at a glance. For instance, 
if his hens are afflicted by the drepanido- 
teenia sinuosa he will know him at once by 
the following diagnosis which is one of the 
simplest in the wriggling collection: 
Head almost globular, rostellum armed 
witha simple row of 10 hooks51 Mu to 61 Mu 
long. Neck very long. Anterior segments 
of variable breadth and length; the follow- 
ing segments trapezoidal; posterior seg- 
ments rounded. Genital pores unilateral, 
situated toward the anterior third of the 
lateral margin; in each pore is found a 
globular sac, armed with spines, and ap- 
pearing as a black point; this punctate 
line allows an immediate determination of 
the species. Eggs with 3 envelopes, the 
exterior 42 Mu to 44 Mu; hooks of oncos- 
phere 7 Mu to 8 Mu. 

After he has run down this particular 
tape worm all the farmer has to do is to 
dose his rooster or hen with turpentine, 
powdered kamala, pumpkin seeds, pome- 
granate root bark, sulphate of copper, soco- 
trine, and male fern, and if this does not 
kill the fowl it will kill the drepanidoteenia 
sinuosa, which will answer all purposes. 

The farmers will be grateful that in the 
midst of the great battle for the honor of 
the Nation, their Secretary of Agriculture 
has time to look after the interests of their 
poultry and hurl conundrums of this thrill- 
ing sort. The general public will thank him 
for the information that none of the tape- 
worms of birds are transmissible to man in 
any stage of their development, and the 
presence of tapeworms in the intestine of 
fowls does not in itself warrant the con- 
demnation of their bodies as an article of 
food.“ 
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ANNUAL ANTI-TIPPING CRUSADE OPENS. 

Every year about this time a crusade is 
started against the practice of “ tipping ” 
the various people who are classed under the 
general head of “ servants.” The discus- 
sion proceeds bravely for a time, and when 
it dies away the only result arrived atis the 
revelation that the “tip” habit has made a 
decided advance over the year before. The 
same climax is foreshadowed in the opening 
of the anti-tip campaign this year and lends 
point to a hypothetical case offered by the 
New York Evening Post that appears to 
sum up all phases of the interesting prob- 
lem. It is a statement, however, that will 
carry no encouragement to the reformers, 
as it presupposes a general elevation of the 
level of education, cultivation, self-respect, 
and delicacy both among employers and em- 
ployed—a change so complete and radical 
that it could not be hoped for by even the 
most sanguine. Only by such a change 
could the tip habit be cured so as to make 
possible this retort by the Post’s barber 
when offered a gratuity: 

Sir. your kind but mistaken offer of this gratuity 
shows that you misunderstand the relation in 
which we stand toward one another. The pro- 
prietor of this establishment employs me to cut 
your hair, shave, shampoo you, and even hot-cloth 
your face. brush and comb your hair. and twist 
up the ends of your mustache, and finally see that 
this little boy dusts you off, for a sufficient salary, 
strictly regulated by the well-known economic 
law of supply and demand. I may in return for 
this be bound to perform the duties of my posi- 
tion with equal and exact civility to all, looking 
intently to my employer for remuneration. and be 
prohibited, very properly, by him, from asking or 
receiving any fee or reward. Were I to accent 
this silver from you, it would tend to produce in 
me an inclination to discriminate between those 
who give and those who do not give tips. I should 
probably soon begin to treat the former with 
Kreater care and politeness than the latter, and 
thus what you, in your mistaken kindness, offer as 
a free gift. would tend to become an exaction. a 
species of blackmail extorted from customers as 
the price of the performance of those very duties 
which the receipt of my wages from my employer 
honorably obliges me. so far as you are concerned, 
to do for nothing. A trustee, agent. employé, or 
servant has. as you know. no moral or legal right 
to make a profit out of his position. It is his duty 
to account to his employer for any irregular gains. 
Under this rule I should be compelled to hand 
any gratuity to him, so that it would really do 
me no good, Under these circumstances I must 
politely but firmly decline. 

By slight changes the rebuff of the imag- 
inary barber could be made to fit all the 
classes who now take tips and invite them, 
but there seems no hope that any such revo- 
lutionary change in human nature can be 
effected so as to make a rebuff of this char- 
acter possible, -It is an abuse in fact that 
will not be cured. Restaurant proprietors 
and other employers, it is known, trade on 
it in hiring their employés, cutting off from 
salaries what experience has shown will 
be given in “ tips,” and thus the direct im- 
portunities of some employés and the ex- 
aggerated hints of others are often merely 
the reflex of their employers’ exactions. 
Many men submit gracefully and willingly 
to this form of blackmail in order to be 
properly served; others unwillingly in fear 
of being made unpleasantly conspicuous, 
and others from vanity in order to enjoy a 
passing strut of importance, It can be 
stated, however, that the majority of men 
who can give “ tips do give them, and that 
as a general rule it is an involuntary gift 
and that they will continue to give them, 
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| and in greater abundance yearly, When |

DEATH OF TWO NOTABLE MEN, 

Two eminent men in the world of art died 
yesterday, Joseph Alfred Noveilo, founder 
of the great music house of Novello, 
Emer & Co., in London, and William Ham- 
ilton Gibson, the American artist and 
littérateur. Both these men had made a 
distinct and lasting impression in the world 
of painting, illustration, and music. 

Joseph Alfred Novello, born in 1810, was 
the eldest son of Vincent Novello, of En- 
glish and Italian birth. The father, born 
in 1781, took a high position in England as a 
singer, pianist, organist, conductor, and 
compiler of sacred music. He had three 
daughters, Cecilia, Mary, and Clara, who 
became well known as singers, though the 
first two were overshadowed by the last, 
who reached the position of the greatest 
oratorio singer of modern times. Joseph 
Alfred, the oldest son, was destined to be 
known as the head of the greatest music 
publishing house in the world, possibly ex- 
cepting the old firm of Breitkopf & Haertel 
in Germany. It is usually considered that 
the house of Novello, Emer & Co. was 
founded by Vincent Novello in 1811, be- 
cause in that year he published an edition of 
sacred music, which he followed up with 
many others, but the house was not organ- 
ized until 1829, when Joseph Alfred began 
a regular music publishing business in 
which he remained actively engaged until 
1856, when he retired, spending the rest of 
his life at Genoa. During his long career 
he conferred an inestimable benefit upon the 
masses by inaugurating the era of cheap 
music. He not only found it practicable 
but profitable to reduce the cost of the 
standard works and of sheet music 50 per 
cent—a move which worked a revolution iu 
the music trade all over the world. In ac- 
complishing this result he was largely 
helped by his further discovery of the feasi- 
bility of printing from type. As far back as 
1847 he issued The Messiah and Cre- 

ation” in sixpenny numbers, and now, as the 
outcome of his early work, the house has 
printed sixty-seven oratorios and large 
works of the standard composers at the 
uniform price of one shilling, and produces 
them in a manner not to be excelled by any 
of the leading foreign publishers. To Joseph 
Alfred Novello must be given the credit of 
first bringing music within the means of the 
masses, 

By the death of William Hamilton Gibson 
there has passed away another worker in the 
field of art who has done much for the cause 
of sweetness and light in this country. He 
was the one American artist who devoted 
himself exclusively to nature and who has 
given expression to his ideas and observa- 
tions both with pen and brush. He 
first became known by his contributions, 
both as author and illustrator, to Harper's 
Magazine, in which he described birds and 
their plumage and the various phases of 
winter and spring. He has during the last 
few years been a frequent contributor to the 
magazines, and nothing in their pages has 
been more attractive than his essays upon 
birds, insects, flowers, and trees, with their 
graceful illustrations, which displayed not 
nlone the genius of a passionate lover of 
nature but the skill and knowledge of a 
trained scientist. Mr. Gibson had also em- 
ployed his remarkable talent in illustrating 
the works of other writers and was tlre 
author of eight books, the latest being Our 
Edible Mushrooms’’—one of the best- 
known books of the season—all of which are 
adorned with his beautifulillustrations. Of 
late he had been making a special study of 
orchids and had lectured upon them. To 
extraordinary skill as an artist and graceful 
style as an author he added an expert pro- 
fessional knowledge which is rare among 
artists and which gave a tone of authority 
to all he wrote. His position in the art 
world was unique, and the vacancy left by 
his death will be hard to fill. 


ENGLAND ON A WRONG COURSE. 

One of the curious evidences of the En- 
glishman’s ignorance of the real sentiment 
of Americans is the manner in which two 
of our products are being received in Great 
Britain. There seems little question that 
England has been brought to realize at last 
that her greatest interest depends on the 
friendliness of the United States, and it 
seems to be a feature of this awakened con- 
sciousness that the result is to be brought 
about best by lavish attentions to whatever 
of distinguished Americanism happens to 
be close at hand, It is not surprising, per- 
haps, that in adopting such a policy the En- 
glish people should be made victims of their 
hallucinations on the subject of American 
feeling, but that their hallucination should 
be so great as to picture Ambassador Bay- 
ard and the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery company of Boston as national repre- 
sentatives would be extremely ludicrous 
were it not so serious an error, 

Perhaps Mr. Bayard can be said fo rep- 
resent, beside himself, President Cleve- 
land, but nooneelse. If he were nominated 
again for the ollice he now holds he would 
not have a chance of getting more than one 
vote in twenty in the Senate for his con- 
firmation. He has been branded by a vote 
of censure by the Representatives of the 
people that would have driven any self- 
respecting official to instant resignation. 
His post-prandial dissertations which have 
run the gamut from insulting the people of 
this country to promising for them a ¢ertain 
form of procedure for all time to come have 
won English plaudits on false representa- 
tions. He has been discredited in his own 
country, and when he prates of arbitration, 
and trenties, and peace congresses, and ties 
of blood England would do well to close i 
official ears and not be seduced into tat, 
hopes by a man who speaks without author- 
ity. Let it be understood that honors be- 
stowed on Bayard are not destined to 


whatever alliances may be formed will be 
in spite of these honors. 

In a less serious but more amusing way is 
England subjecting herself to a huge pruc- 
tical joke in taking seriously the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery company of Bos- 
ton, an aggregation of wealthy tradesmen 
keeping up an old tradition, but not a part 
of the State military force. It is a unique 
experience for the Ancients to be taken 
seriously and put through the paces of Wind- 
sor and royal functions. No one doubts 
that they are behaving with conspicuous 
propriety and that they will go through the 
solemn functions deftly and appropriately, 
for they are gentlemen, but after it is all 
over England will discover she has still 
made no advance in winning American sym- 
pathy. 

There is réally only one way for England 
to insure any permanent friendly relations 
with this country, and it was recently 
pointed out by the New York Sun. Her 
garrisons should be withdrawn from British 
North America and the provinces composing 
the Dominion of Canada should be given 
the liberty to assert their independence or 
apply for admission into the United States. 
The Bermudas and the Bahamas should be 


win any favor in the United States, and : 


) ceded to us, because they are of no value to 


Great Britain and would be to the United 
States. Then, having shown these proofs 
of fraternal feeling, England could propose 
a general treaty of arbitration and a de- 
fensive alliance between all English-speak- 
ing nations that would be favorably con- 
sidered by the United States. And the 
sooner England wakes up thoroughly to this 
necessity the sooner will she be rescued 
from an {solation in Europe that is settling 
inevitably and threateningly about her.

HYPNOTIC CLINIC IS AT LENGTH Es- 
TABLISHED IN CHICAGO, 


At No. 255 Bowen Avenue, on the South 
Side, the Chicago School of Psychol- 
ogy Conducts a Free Dispensary at 
Which Mental Therapeutics Prove 

More Powerful than Medicine—Dr. 
Herbert A. Parkyn in Charge—His- 
tory of Founding the Institution, 


After many discouragements and post- 


ponements Chicago's hypnotic clinic is at 
length in full operation. It is not run under 
the auspices of the Illinois Medical College, 
which was originally going to start it, nor 
are the head men of that institution con- 
_Instead it has been begun 
in spite of the opposition of its formerly pro- 
jected home, and is now an educational insti- 
tution in itself, called the Chicago School of 
Psychology. 

At No. 255 Bowen avenue, just off Cottage 
Grove aveniie, on the South Side, the only 
hypnotic clinic in the United States is held. 
The neighborhood is highly respectable and 
evidently abounds in clinical material, since 
the new departure is already well patron- 
ized by people anxious to become cured 
through the unusual methods employed. 
No charge is made for treatment, and with 
the free dispensary run in connection with 
it, the publicis already recognizing the insti- 
tution as a great charitable work and a ben- 
efit to its locality. 

The Chicago School of Psychology is another

embrace such diseases and derangements 
as loss of appetite, bronchitis, nervo 
spasms, 1 of memory, headache, pains of 
all kinds, insomnia, neuralgia (including 
neuralgia of the stomach), neurashtenia, ob- 
stinate constipation, chronic muscular rheu- 
matism, indigestion, hallucinations, and 
stammering. 

From July 1 to July 8 twenty-three cases 
have come for treatment, sho a propor- 
tional increase of more than three times 
the number of cases for July over those of 
June. Of these seven have been dismissed 
cured and the rest are all ee satis- 
factorily with one exception. 


Interesting and Amusing Case. 


The instant removal of pain is sometimes 
productive of amusing results, as in the case 
of the old lady of 75 years of age, the muscles 
of whose thigh, side, and back were affect- 
ed by muscular rheumatism. After the 
usual explanatory talk she was induced to 
lie down on the couch and remain quite 
passive for a little while. She was told to al- 
low herself to become drowsy, and to make 
no effort to fight against it. In a little while 
she was sound asleep; muscular suggestions 
were readily obeyed, and suggestions given 
her as to the disappearance of all pain, sore- 
ness, and stiffness, acompanied with gentle 
manipulation of the parts. She was then 
told to sleep quietly for five minutes, and 
to wake up feeling perfectly well and free 
from all pain whatsoever. In a few min- 
utes she sat up and rubbed her eyes, saying 
she had been asleep, She was told by the 
doctor that her pain was gone, and got up 


| from, the couch and poked herself in the 


side to assure herself of the fact. She tried, 
in fact, to bring the pain back, without suc- 
cess. Finally she observed: Well, now, 
you were praying for me, weren't you?’ 

No,“ the doctor replied, not that I’m 
aware of." 

But I heard you,” she said, “I heard you 
praying when I was sleeping. I know you 
prayed for me.“ And she went off highly 
elated at the thought that the Deity had 
been so successfully invoked on her behalf.

By this time the patient is usually in the 
hypnotic state and ready to act on the sug- 
gestion of the operator.

not try any experiments on his pa- 
tients, merely assuring ‘himself that 
the subjective state is reached. Then 


he proceeds to remove the ailment at 
once. If the trouble is a chronic headache 
the method of operation is something as fol- 
lows: 

Lightly resting his hand on the 
head the physician first commands atten- 
tion and then tells the subject the headache 
is about to depart. There is lo reason for 
that headache, he argues, hence it will not 
exist in future—in fact it is already gone. 
After elaborating and repeating this state- 
ment many times he commands the best of 
health in every respect, dealing with the 
symptoms in detail and finally awakening 
the sleeper by a softly spoken word of com- 
mand. his method is followed with all the 
cases that do not need actual drugs or surgi- 
cal treatment. 

One interesting case shown was that of a 
former patient of Dr. Parkyn from Min- 
neapolis. He is a young man who was cured 
of stammering by hypnotism alone and has 
recently come to Chicago for a few auxiliary 
treatments, although apparently talking 
better than the average man. He is some- 
times exhibited to the other patients to in- 
spire faith, and the remarkable things he 
does seldom fail to prove convincing. His 
name is Jackson.

Reeord ot the Medical Superintendent.

He is a gradu- 
ate of Queen’s University, Kingston, and 
has taken post-graduate work at both McGill 
College, Montreal, and the Toronto Uni 
versity. He did the greater part of the hyp- 
notic work at the University. of Minnesota 
dental clinic when the experiment of using 
hypnotism to relieve the pain of dental work 
was tried there.

By Means of a New Powder and a Knife 
Man Becomes Independent of

An Indiana firm has put upon the market 
a device for shaving which entirely does 
away with the time-honored razor. 

The new invention is a chemical powder 
of curious properties which, when applied 
moist to the face, becomes a perfect lather. 
Then instead of the keen-edged razor, a 
common pocket-knife or a steel case-knife 
can be passed over the face, removing en- 
tirely all traces of beard and mustache. 

Although it is claimed that the chemical 
is in no way injurious to the skin or sys- 
tem, what its makers particularly claim for 
it ts its value in shaving the faces of the 
dead. The services of a barber are un- 
necessary, as any one can apply the moist- 
ened powder to the face and after allow- 
ing it to remain a few moments any sort of 
knife or edged steel will suffice to remove all 
trace of hair on the face. 

When used on the face of the living the 
powder leaves the face smooth and entirely 
free from the disagreeable sensation 80 
often experienced after close shaving with 
an ordinary razor. 


NOW ITS 1 YENTILATED SHOE. 


This Invention Promises to Keep the 
Foot Cool Regardless of the 
Hottest Weather, 


The ventilated shoe is a recently patented 
invention. The shoe does not appear at all 
different fom ordinary footwear. It is only 
on close examination that a set of tiny pipes 
is discovered inserted between the inner 
and outer sole of the shoe.

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SILVER AND ITS EFFECT. 


‘PERTINENT SUGGESTIONS AS TO RE- 
SULT OF FREE COINAGE. 


Question Squarely Before the People 
and the Decision Is Awaited with 
Interest—Some. Precautionary Ad- 
vice Is Offered—States Might Define 
Lawfal Money—Former Supreme 
Court Decisions—Local Markets 
Continue Weak. 


Free silver and its probable effect upon the 
business interests of the United States is 
engrossing the attention of business-men 
throughout the country. The agitation of 
the question and the fear of its winning in 
the coming election have already caused 
serious declines in the market values of 
almost all securfties actively traded in. 
Declining prices in #@peculative securities are 
charged directly to the free silver plank 
adopted by the Chicago convention. Yes- 
terday’s markets continued to reflect the 
feeling regarding free silver entertained by 
the average business-man. 

What this effect will be and how the ef- 
fect can be prevented are shown in an ar- 


ticle in the New York Sun, which reads as 
follows: 


“The action of the Chicago Democratic 
convention in declaring for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ancient 
ratio of 16 to 1 brings squarely before the 
American people the choice between main- 
taining the gold standard, which has pre- 
vailed in this country for sixty-two years, 
and substituting for it a silver standard, 
which will reduce the purchasing power of 
the dollar by nearly one-half, and to that 
extent will defraud every creditor who now 
bas debts payable to him in ‘ lawful money 
of the United States.’ That the decision 
will be overwhelmingly in favor of gold no 


„man who has faith in the honesty of his 


fellow-citizens and in their determination to 
uphold the Nation’s financial honor, is will- 


4ng to concede, but, nevertheless, an uneasy 


suspicion prevails that the rogues may be in 
the majority and cannot be baiked of their 


disgraceful purpose.“

Contributions of money are 
needed to assist in carrying for gold the 
doubtful States, and they should be made 
freely. Prevention is better than cure, and 
the election of a President and of a Congress 
pledged to maintain the gold standard will 
render superfluous any further defensive 
Failing to secure this barrier 
against spoliation, other expedients remain, 
which it is not inopportune to discuss in 


advance, in order to be prepared to make use 
of them as soon as the necessity of doing so 
’ arises. 
The owners of real estate and of tangible 
rsonal property will neither lose’ nor gain 
y any alteration in the money standard. 
Hence, every one who has money at his dis- 
posal can protect himself against loss 
through free silver by converting his money 
into land, houses, and merchandise of vari- 
ous kinds. If, besides, he borrows more 
money and uses it for the same purpose, he 
will make a profit on the transaction at the 
expense of the man from whom he borrows. 
Under the reign of silver at 16 to 1 a farm 
or a house and lot now worth $10,000 will be 
worth $20,000, a bushel of wheat now selling 
for 50 cents will sell for $1, and sugar, coffee, 
tea, and similar articles will advance in the 
same proportion. Few people, however, have 
the knowledge or the facilities for engaging 
in transactions of this kind, and the attempt 
of any considerable number to undertake 
them would soon render them impossible, 
* except upon terms that would be fatal to 
their success. 
May Convert It Into Gold. 


For the great mass of holders of money 
and of money obligations the most avail- 
able resource, therefore, is to convert either 
the money itself into gold, or the promises 
to pay money into promises to pay gold. 
This was done, soon after the first issue 


would doubtless exercise it, to adopt gold 
coin as the exclusive medium of transactions 
between themselves. The banks could open 
gold accounts and allow checks payable in 
gold to be drawn against them. If Federal 
legislation interferes to prevent the national 
banks from doing this they have only to sur- 
render their charters and néorganize under 
the State law. 


Local Stock Market Is Wenk. 

The local stock.market yesterday was not 
an improvement on that of previous days. 
At the opening stocks were somewhat 
stronger, but they went off before the close, 
and in the case of some the closing quota- 
tions were below those of Thursday and 
Friday. North Chicago was notably weak. 
It opened at 219%, which was below the low- 
est quotation made during the recent de- 
clines in value. It closed at 213% in the ac- 
count, with a closing sale of regular at 212. 
This is the lowest quotation that has been 
made on North Chicago since October, 1893. 
West Chicago sold at 90 at the opening, ad- 
vancing to vou, with a subsequent decline 
W 88%, and dlosed at 88%. Sales of North 
Chicago amounted to 621 shares, while there 
were total sales of 2,900 shares of West 
Chicago. The lowest quotation made in 
West Chicago was on regular stock, which 
sold at 88. The support which Mr. Yerkes 
has heretofore given North and West Chi- 
cago was lacking yesterday. It is said he 
has entirely withdrawn his support from the 
market and that hereafter it will be al- 
lowed to take care of itself. The market 
yesterday bore out this theory. 

Diamond Match continued steady, thougn 
there was a decline from the prices of Fri- 
day. The opening was at 222, with 222% high. 
The low quotation was 221%, and the close 
was at 222. There were total sales of 1,010 
shares of Match. New York Biscuit opened 
at ¥11%, which was also the highest quotation 
of the day. The fluctuations were-confined 
to a narrow limit, 914% being the low and clos- 
ing quotation. Sales of Biscuit amounted 
to 050 shares. 

There was a little advance in Lake Street 
certificates, though it was not enough to 
make the holders feel much more cheerful. 
The first sale of these was at 15%, from 
which there was an advance to 16%, anda 
close at 16. Lake Street stock sold at 18% 
and 18%. Sales of 321 shares of Lake Street 
certificates and 450 shares of stock were 
made. 

Improvement in New York. 

The New York bank statement for the 
week ending yesterday continued to show 
slight improvement. The reserve showed a 
decrease and there were increases in loans 
and in deposits. The increases shown in 
loans and deposits would indicate a broad- 
ening of business conditions.

make temporary school quarters by roofing 
over the central court between the north 
and south wings of the present building. 
But, unfortunately those necessary piers are 
not in place, and to put them in would re- 
quire the sinking of $20,000 in the ground— 
an amount the Art institute has not, and ap- 
parently has no means of getting. 

It is said there should be some way out of 
the difficulty, and it is to be hoped it will 
soon be found. It is said to be a shame and 
disgrace to the city to let such a little thing 
as lack of room retard the splendid work the 
Art Institute School is doing.

From Washington comes the news that 
Walter Shirlow has begun work on his part 
in the decoration of the new Congressional 
Library. Robert Reid also visited the build- 
ing a short time ago on business connected 
with his designs, which are to adorn the edi- 
fice. George Willoughby Maynard has just 
finished a series of light, graceful figures 
on the terra-cotta panels which surround 
the corridor on the second floor of the west 
main entrance. Maynard’s decorations of 
the southwest pavilion have been finished 
for some time, and the designs by Van In- 
gon in the northeast pavilion are approach- 
ing completion. The designs in the southeast 
pavilion are also well along, and the ceiling, 
which is practically finished, gives one a fore- 
taste of the appearance of the room when it 
ehall be wholly completed. 

The colors in the decoration gradually be- 
come lighter in value as they approach the 
center of the dome, and culminate in the 
painting of Apollo in his chariot, which is 
higher in key than anything else in the room. 
Grouped around this centerpiece are four 
small designs representing ‘* Earth,” 
Air.“ Fire,“ and Water,” and the same 
allegories are represented in a different way 
in the large paintings on the walls of the 


room. 


The lines in these last designs, it is said, are 
rather stiff and awkward, and they are not 
above reproach as to composition, but the 
coloring has been handled in a skillful man- 
ner. | 

Set into the wall at the corners of this 
room—and the same series is repeated in 
the other three pavillons—are the medal- 
l'ons of the seasons by Bela L. Pratt of 
Boston. In the one of “ Spring” the fe- 
male figure is sowing, and in “ Summer” 
she is surrounded by masses of hlooming 
flowers. 
is indicated by clusters of ripe grapes. 
Winter,“ the most impressive of all, is 
personified by a woman gathering fagots, 
her severe, rugged face half concealed by a 
heavy hood. 

The special act of Congress which, in 1888, 
authorized the erection of a new Congres- 
sional library took the matter out of the 
hands of the then Supervising Architect 
and commanded Gen. Thomas Lincoln Ca- 
sey. Chief of Engineers, U. S. A., to pro- 
vide plans for a new building to be erected 
at a proposed cost of about $6,000,000, 

A design by Smithmeyer & Peltz was 
adopted, but later Mr. Paul J. Peltz became 
the sole architectural director. This design 
did not prove to be a masterplece, nor was 
it a failure. And when, in the autumn of 
1892, Mr. Edward P. Casey was appointed 
architect a series of interesting develop- 
ments began. 

The plan had been fixed beyond the possi- 
bflity of radical change, but the facades 
could still be refined, enriched, and brought 
into a more agreeable ensemble. 

It was, however, inside the walls that Mr. 
Casey found his opportunity, and he used it 
well. It is probably none too high praise to 


say that generations to come will thank him 
for the recognition he gave to American art 


and artists. When completed the building 
will be not alone a great and satisfactory 
library structure, but also a veritable na- 
tional monument of art. 

Mr. Olin L. Warner and Mr. Daniel C. 
French were chosen to provide two sets of 
bronze doors for the grand entrance. Mr. 
Frederick Macmonnies supplies in addition 
to a set of doors a figure of Shakspeare for 
the reading room. liere Mr. Charles H. Nie- 
haus will have figures of Moses and Gideon. 
Mr. John Donohue will be represented by 
one of St. Paul. He will also design for the 
rotunda a symbolical statue of Science.“ 
Another figure typifying Art will be 
modeled by Mr. Augustus St. Gaudens. Mr. 
Bela L. Pratt is to make one of Philoso- 
phy.” A statue of Religion “ and also a 
portrait statue of Beethoven will represent 
Mr. Theodore Baur; a Solon will come from 
Mr. F. W. Ruckstahl; a Columbus, a Michael 
Angelo, and a figure of Law from Mr. 
Paul Bartlett, a Newton from Philip Mar- 
tiny. 

Mr. Niehaus is to have two bas-reliefs in 
the reading room set apart for the Repre- 
sentatives; Mr. Pratt, whose four reliefs of 
the seasons for the corner pavilions are 
described above, will also have six spandrels 
over the grand portal. Added to these will 
be other bas-reliefs, busts, and figures by 
Mr. Herbert Adams, Mr. Ruckstahl, and 
Mr. J. Scott Hartley.

This is common 
sense, and it ought to be law: In view, how- 
ever, of the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States that contracts made be- 
fore the issue of the legal tender notes can 
be fulfilled in those notes notwithstanding 
their depreciation, and that the same revo-

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VERY day the number of requests for 
catalogues, circulars, any informa- 
tion of the Art School of the Chicago 
Art Institute increases. No school 

sessions are held during the summer. But 
from present indications it is probable when 
the school reopens in September the rush“ 
of pupils, and those desiring to become 
pupils of this, the best art school in America, 
will be greater than ever before. And, if 
such is the case, the numbers will be greater 
than the Art Institute with its present facil- 
ities can accommodate. 

Last year the school had 1,490 pupils, a far 
larger number than any other institution of 
the kind on this side of the Atlantic, and it 
was taxed to the uttermost to provide for 
them. If more people demand admission 
this autumn the management will be sorely 
perplexed to know where to put thém and 
what to do for them. Already the school 
has outgrown the excellent new quarters 
bullt two years ago this summer. 

But the institute has no funds with which 
to provide more room. Its governing mem- 
bers were called upon, and responded liber- 
ally, when the present school rooms were 
built. Therefore, the management hardly 
feels like asking them so soon for further 
subscriptions. 

If only some liberal man, who is a lover of 
art and a believer in the advancement of 
culture in Chicago, would step forward and 
build a set of school rooms as a monument 

to himself the matter, it is said, can be ad- 
justed very nicely.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Corner-Stone of St. Charles Borro- 
, meo’s Church Laid Today. 


The corner-stone of the St. Charles Bor- 


romeo’s Church, in course of construction 
at West Twelfth and Cypress streets, -will 
be laid today by Archbishop Feehan. The 
now edifice was designed by Martin Carr. 
It will be 151 feet long by 76 feet wide, built 
in the Gothic style of architecture of the 
decorative period, The building will be di- 
vided into seven bays and will be marked on 
the exterior by buttresses carried up to the 
clearstory. The main entrance will be on 
Twelfth street with three large doorways 
opening into a spacious vestibule, 72. feet 
long, 14 feet wide, and 21 feet high. The 
church proper will have a seating capacity 
of 1,000, exclusive of the end gallery and 
side chapel. The upper story will be cruci- 
form in design, and the sanctuary will have 
an arcade of three arches opening into an 
ntnbulatory, which will connect with the 
sacristies. In the interior the whole of the 
weilings will be groined and all the arches 
forming the nave will be richly molded. The 
finish will be of oak, with marble wainscot- 
ing and stairs. The exterior of the building 
will be faced with Ashland brown stone and 


the roof will be of slate. The tower will be 


carried up to a height of 206 feet. Thecross 
over the main gable will be 88 feet above the 


street level. The building will cost $90,000, ;

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GIRAFFE FOR CHICAGO. 


CAMELOPARD’S SKIN GOES TO THE 
FIELD COLUMBIAN MUSEUM, 


Giant Animal in Ringling Brothers’ 
Circus Dies at Sheridan, Ia., and Its 
Hide and Skeleton Are Presented to 
the Jackson Park Collection—They 
Are the Best Specimens in the Coun- 
try Today and They May Never Be 
Beaten. 


> 


The giant giraffe, the pride of Ringling 
Bros.’ circus, has come to Chicago to stay. 
It is dbubtful, however, whether it» many 
Chicago friends would recognize the animal 
in its present condition. When it gave up 
the circus business the giraffe also gave up 
the ghost, and it has come to the city plece- 
meal. The quarters it now occupies are the 
“bleaching” and “ pickling” vats of the 
Field Columbian Museum. 
The giraffe met its end a little over a week 
ago in the Town of Sheridan, Ia., where a 
performance was being given, and such 
parts of it as were desired for the museum 
were brought to Chicago the first of last 
week. The parts taken were the skin and 
the skeleton. The first of these is to be 
stuffed, the second mounted, and from the 
one animal the museum will obtain two per- 
fect specimens. They are specimens, too, 
which it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to obtain in any other way. Giraffes are 
scarce, and they are not on the market. It 
is: said there is but one living animal of the 

species now in America. England has but 
one, and there is a dearth of camelopards 
all over Europe. The man who wants a 
giraffe goes to Africa after it, and within 
recent years the species has become so 
nearly extinct that even in Central Africa, 
the home of the animal, few are to be met 


with. It is doubtful whether that country 
could now furnish so good a specimen as 


the one which has come to the Columbian 


Museum. 
Skin and Skeleton Worth $10,000. 

It is through the efforts of F. J. V. Skiff, 
director of the museum, and the kindness 
of Ringling Bros. that the skin has been 
acquired. Last spring, while the circus was 
at Tattersall's, Mr. Skiff suggested to the 
management that, as both were Western 
organizations, anything of the kind which 
the big show was able to throw in the way 
of the museums ought to go to the Chicago 
collection. The Ringling Bros. were fully 
as much interested in the museum as Chi- 
cago was in the circus, and they promised 
readily to do anything in their power. So 
when the big giraffe died the fact was at 
once telegraphed to Chicago, and Mr. Skiff 
sent one of the assistants in the taxidermy 
department, Mr. Brandler, to Iowa to remove 
the skin. There was no monetary considera- 
tion in the matter, and the gift is one of con- 
siderable value. 

“I don’t know,“ said Mr. Skiff, what the 
animal cost Ringling Bros. in the first place, 
but I should say that the skin and skeleton 
were worth something in the neighborhood 
of $10,000." 

After being cured and prepared the skin 
is to be left until the return of Mr. Akeley, 
the taxidermist of the museum, who is now 
in Central Africa. When he gets back it 
will be stuffed and mounted in a natural 
position. 

The accident through which the giraffe 
came to its unhappy end was an old one. 
The backbone of a giraffe is a weak point 
in the animal—there is so much of it to 
take care of. In more than one case captive 
specimens of the species have twisted their 
vertebre into unnatural curves, with disas- 
trous results. last of the herd of 
‘giraffes brought to this country by the 
Barnum & Bailey show was killed by lying 
down in a car during a railway run, and 
thereby bending its spinal column out of 
Shape. The animal which has just died 
when in Chicago, nearly dislocated its neck 
in trying to follow a pail of milk through a 
fence, and finally killed itself, much as the 
Barnum & Bailey giraffe did, by an accident 


on the railway in which its 
bent out of position. ere ste 


Animal Apparently Recovered. 


Seemingly, the animal recovered fr 
accident, but there were injuries which 452 
not appear for some time. When the skele- 
ton was removed, it was found that three 
ribs had been broken, and that the spine just 
over the kidneys had been forced into a U- 

shaped bend, which pressed on the organs 
„below it. It was from a gradual decay 

brought about by this pressure that the 
giraffe died. For thirty-seven days before 
its yo it did not eat or lie down. 

ever saw anything like it,“ said ; 

Brandler. When the animal died —j 

was hardly a drop of blood in its veins. The 

inside-of its heart was almost dry. How it 
lived as long as it did is a wonder to me.” 
The giraffe died at Sheridan, Ia., and was 
carried in its wagon from there to Spencer 
and later to Mason City, where Mr. Brandler 
found it. Its death affected Old John,“ 
who ts one of the most widely known animal 
keepers in the country, deeply? For fifteen 
years Old John” had had charge of the 
giant giraffe, and his affection for it was re- 
ciprocated. The animal would take its food 
from no one ‘else, and objected to any one 
else coming near it. During its sickness no

After the skin had been packed for ship- 
ment,” said Mr. Brandler. I noticed the 
halter, which had béen on the head, lying on 
the ground.

Is a Good Specimen. 


Both the skin and skeleton are wonderful 
specimens. Commonly the skins of animals 
in captivity become worn and mangy, but 
this seems to have suffered little in tha way. 
It is nearly perfect, the only damage ap- 
parently having come from lying in the dirt 

after the animal’s death. It is the largest 
skin ever seen in the country. Nearly all the 
giraffes brought to America are young ones 
and are imperfectly developed. This one had 
reachéd full maturity. A plaster cast of the 
head taken by Mr. Brandler shows this well. 
The head is nearly two feet long, and in the 
middle of the forehead is a cartilaginous 
‘bump, or horn, some two inches high. Com- 
monly this third horn is of very slight de- 
velopment, not more than a rounded swell- 
ing on the front of the head, but in this case 
it is strongly marked and at once apparent. 
The measurements taken before removing 
the skin give some idea of the unusual size 


of the animal. From the hoof to the shoul- 


der it measured 8 feet 2 inches: from the 
tail to the tip of the nose 12 feet; around the 
body at its thickest part 10 feet: and from 
the hoof to the top of the head 16 feet. 

It is believed that there is small chance 
that any museum in the country will get a 
better specimen. Mr. Akeley will undoubt- 
edly attempt during the course of his pres- 
ent ex ition to get hold of at least one 
good skin for mounting, but there is such a 
ecarceness of the commodity that consider- 
able doubt is expressed as to his success. In 
America there is no chance for acquiring 
anything equal to the one now at the mu- 
seum. For some reason, probably com- 
pounded of many circumstances, no giraffes 
can be raised in this country. Time and 
again, in the more early days before the 
cameleopard became so scarce, young ones 
have been born, either in the circuses or 

other animal shows, but in no case have 
they lived for any length oftime. Now that 
Africa has ceased to keep up the supply it 
is probable that a few years will see nothing 
but stuffed giraffes on exhibition. In this 
line the Columbian Museum has, as it is 
technically expressed, got in on the ground

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STATUE OF BURNS’ MARY. 


MONUMENT TO POET’S SWEETHEART 
TO BE UNVEILED ON TUESDAY. 


Has Been Erected at Dunoon, Scotland., 
dy the People of Great Britain— 
Story of the Love Affair Which In- 
spired the Best of the Scotch Plow- 
boy’s Verse—Was a Pure, True Af- 
fection and Was Always Remem- 
bered. 


Robert Burns, the plowboy poet of Scot- 
land, died July 21, 1796. On next Tuesday, 
the 100th anniversary of his death, a colos- 
sal bronze statue of Highland Mary will be 
unveiled on the shore at Dunoon. The sculp- 
tor is Mrs. D. W. Stevenson, R. S. A., of 
Edinburg, and the funds for erecting the 
statue were liberally subscribed throughout 
Great Britain. Among the most active in 
arousing popular sentiment on the subject 
were Lady Jeune and Miss Marie Corelli, 
who undertook the management of a grand 
ball given in costume in the galleries of the 
Institute of Painters in Water Colors. 

For nineteen years a plain headstone, in- 
scribed simply with the name and age of the 
poet, marked his last resting-place in the 
little churchyard at Dumfries: It was not 
until 1815 that an expensive, and, perhaps, 
more gaudy thafi imposing, mausoleum with 
@ pedantic Latin epitaph, inclosed his re- 
mains. Since then there have been noble 
statues erected to the memory of Burns at 
Edinburg, Dumfries, and elsewhere, but 
Scotland can never quite forgive herself for 
the too late recognition of the genius who 
gang at thought of leAving his native land: 

Farewell! old Colla’s hills and dales, 

Her healthy moors and winding vales, 
The scenes where wretched fancy roves, 
Pursuing past, unhappy loves! 

Farewell, my friends! farewell, my foes! 
My peace with these, my love with those: 
The bursting tears my heart declare, 
Farewell, the bonnie banks of Ayr. 

A magnificent monument was erected in 
1842 at the spot in the West Churchyard in 
Greenock where the,remains of Mary Camp- 
bell, who has been immortalized by the poet, 
were laid fifty-six years previously. What 
led to the erection of this memorial was the 
discovery of a pocket Bible in two volumes 
given by Burns to Mary as a parting gift

The Bibles 
were found in the possession of Mary Camp- 
bell’s sister at Androssan, and were depos- 
‘ited, together with a lock of Mary’s hair, in 
the poet’s monument at Alloway Jan. 25,

Burns and Highland Mary. 


The placing of the statue at Dunoon brings 
vividly to mind this early and pure love of 
Burns. For some time it was supposed by 
many that Highland Mary was a mythical 
personage, but the poet wrote no love songs 
to imaginary heroines. His poems formed a 
part of his own life, and, indeed, were his 
verses arranged in their proper sequence 
there could be no better biography of that 
warm-hearted Scotch laddie who poured out 
his honest soul to the woodlands and the 
dells and his love to each fair lassie whom 
he met. He parted from his Highland Mary 
at that time of his young manhood when 
his love was pure. In introducing to.the 
notice of a friend the song: 

Will you go to the Indies, my Mary, 
And leave auld Scotia’s shore? 
Will you go to the Indies, my Mary, 
Across the Atlantic roar? 
Burns wrote: In my very early years, when 
I was thinking of going to the West Indies, 
I took this farewell of a dear girl.“ 

On another occasion in referring to Mary 

in the verse: 

For her I'll dare the billows’ roar, 

For her I'll trace a distant shore, 

That Indian wealth may luster throw 

Around my Highland lassie, O— 
he said: “ This was a composition of mine 
in very early life, before I was known at 
all in the world. My Highland lassie was a 
warm-hearted, charming young creature 
as ever blessed a man with generous. love. 
After a pretty long tract of the most ardent 
reciprocal affection we met by appointment 


spot by the banks of Ayr, where we spent 
a day in taking a farewell before she should 
embark for the West Highlands to arrange 
matters among her friends for our projected 
change of life. At the close of the autumn 
following she crossed the sea to meet me at 
Greenock, where she had scarce landed when 
she was seized with a malignant fever, which 
hurried my dear girl to her grave in a few 
days, before I could even hear of her illness.” 


Parting of the Lovers. 


On the day of parting, it is said, the lovers 
stood on either side of a small brook, and, 
laving their hands in the stream, held a 
Bible between them, while they mutually 
vowed to be ever faithful to each other. It 18 
very probable that Burns had originally in- 
tend to keep his love affair with Mary 
Campbell a profound secret, and the world 
would doubtless never have heard her.name 
had it not been for the verses ‘‘ To Mary in 
Heaven,” written about three years after her 
death. When the poem appeared in print its 
beautiful pathos aroused the curiosity of his 


in regard to the matter that he could not 
evade making some explanations. Owing 
to the reticence of the bard, who only wrote 
on the subject to his friend Georgé Thomp- 
son in the meager manner above quoted, the 
act date of this episode is not known. 

Gilbert Burns, the poet’s brother, was the 
unconscious means of creating the impres- 
sion that this love affair of Robert's was a 
very juvenile one. This was doubtless owing 
to the fact that Gilbert was extremely jeal- 
ous of any influence on the part of Cromek in 
the publication of the poet’s writings. Cro- 
mek, however, was the first to make public, 
in his Reliques,” the details of the parting 
of the lovers, and he undoubtedly gave these 
incidents on the authority of some one who 
Was conversant with the secret at the time. 
It is more than likely that this information 
came from Gavin Hamilton of Mauchlin, one 
of Burns’ closest friends, but its publication 
was withheld for many years, owing in part, 
no doubt, to a delicacy for the feelings of Mrs. 
Burns, the poet’s wife. There is now little 
Question that the parting of the lovers took 
— in 1786, and that the death of Highland 

occurred five months later. 
Songs Still in Scotch Hearts. 

A century has passed since Robert Burns

Who Mary Campbell Was.

When 
Burns met her she was a nursery maid at 
Mauchline Castle, and their attachment 
dates from the time of their first meeting.

YOLTS DO NOT HARM PEOPLE. 


It Is the Amperage That Does the 
Damage. 
Newspaper reporters, copy readers, and 
head writers are in need of a primary edu- 
cation in electricity. Every now and again 
the newspapers record the death of some- 
body from the effect of a given number of 
„ volts,”’ or tell of another’s wonderful sur- 
vival after receiving the shock of many 
thousand “ volts.”’ Strange enough in the 
newspaper accounts nobody is ever killed, 
nor has a remarkable escape from am- 
peres of electricity been chronicled, nor is 
the damage often done by a current,“ nor 
has anybody ever seen watts“ figure in 
the matter. The number of “volts” in a 
current of electricity is its speed or pres- 
sure. The number of amperes 1s its 
volume. “ Volts’’ without ‘“ amperes” 
would be speed without substance. 
A light molecule moving with a speed or 
„voltage of 185,000 miles per second 
strikes the eye without injury, but if the 
molecule had a weight, or “‘ amperage ” of 
one two-thousandth part of a grain it would 
have the same effect as an ounce ball mov- 
ing 1,000 feet per second. Any number of 
„ amperes without voltage would be a 
dead engine in a round-house. 
An article in a New York paper a few days 
ago was headed: Not Killed by 2,000 
Volts.“ It told of a boy who had become 
locally famous because 2.000 volts of elec- 
tricity had passed through Joe’s body with- 
out killing him.“ Without the amperage of 
the current being known, the statement 
means nothing. Another story of escape 
from electricity was headed: Shocked by 
2,080 Volts.”’ 
The electrical current used in the Edison 
fluoroscope has a minute fraction of an 
„ampere,“ but an almost incalculable volt< 
age of, perhaps, above 150,000. To receive 
these 150,000 volts in the body would 
feel like the prickof a needle. ) 
At the State Penitentiary the victims of 
the law are given about 1,800 “ volts of 
electricity, but it is the electrical energy, as 
expressed in watts,“ that kills. The am- 
peres,“ multiplied by the volts,“ give the 
energy of the current, or“ watts.“ 
He who would caress a live wire need 
care nothing for the volts ” or amperes ” 
it may have concealed about its person, but 
let him carefuly calculate its watts de- 
fore he grabs hold.—_New York Mail and Ex- 
press. 


Bird Murderers.

Are All Taken from Life—Chicago Is 


Fine Features and Good Figures 
Command High Prices—Posers Are 
Somewhat Ashamed of It. 


Did it ever occur to you that the pretty 
face which beams smilingly up at you from 
the top of your box of toilet soap was the 
face of a real woman? It never did? Then 
you are merely in line with most of the 
world. 

Upon very few people, indeed, has it ever 
dawned that the winsome face was anything 
more than a pretty fancy of some impecuni- 
ous artist. But the fact is that almost 
every one of the women and men, to say 
nothing of the children, who smile at the 
world from the tops of boxes, who bid one

who greet one with such unchanging cheer- 
fulness and offer unsolicited advice regard- 
ing the quality of the goods they advertise, 
| almost every one of these good-natured per- 
sonages is a real man, woman, or child. 
Some of them make a living that way, some 
of them pick up an extra dollar or two now 
and then by posing for an attractive adver- 
tisement, some of them are chorus girls, 
who double their salaries in this manner. 
Every commercial photographer in the 
United States keeps a list of these people, a 
list as carefully and as exactly compiled as 
though the fate of a nation depended upon 
its reliability and precision, and from this 
list he chooses the models he needs. Every 
pertion of the body and head, the extremi- 
ties, even the length of the hair sometimes, 
together with complexion, color of eyes, 
and so forth, is recorded on the little slip of 
paper, and when a model is needed she is 
selected according to the list. Some of the 
models pose for the altogether,’’ some for 


Not every model is qualified for all kinds of 


work. | 
Here is a man, for instance, who wants 

to get up an attractive advertisement fora 
new make of shoes. He goes to the photo- 
grapher and states his wants. The latter 
runs over his lists. Here is a pretty girl, or 
at least her record, who has all the qualifi- 
cations of pretty ankles, high insteps, and 
so on, but alas!,she wears a No. 4 D shoe. 
She will not do; the pictured foot would look 
entirely too large to tempt feminine buyers. 
Another girl may not have so pretty ankles 
as the first one, but her feet are registered 
as 24%, AA. To her the photographer sends 
a postal, asking her to meet the manufact- 
urer. If she suits the latter an appointment 
is made, the girl’s foot is measured, anda 
pair of shoes which fit her perfectly made to 
order. Then the manufacturer comes with 
her to the studio, sees that the feet are posed 
to his satisfaction, and the picture is taken. 
The model’s part of the work is over. She 
has no more todo with the picture. Herown 
feet may twinkle at her from all sides, but 
she is not on terms of speaking acquaint- 
ance with them, as it were. Henceforth 
they are the property of the manufacturer. 


Fine Figures Are Needed. 


This plan is pursued in regard to all figure 
or face advertisements. Corsets, perhaps, 
call for more and better shaped models than 
any other article of apparel, unless it be un- 
derwear. Thecorset manufacturer first con- 
siders just what kind of a form he desires to 
figure in his corset. Then he, too, makes an 
appointment with the photographer. A 
model, sometimes several of them, is called 
in. When a satisfactory one is obtained the 
manufacturer himself arranges the corsets, 
and the model sits until he is pleased with the 
result of her labors. As she is usually paid 
by the hour, and 50 cents every fifteen min- 
utes fs only moderate pay, this salary being 
given for every minute she is in the studio, 
she ds generally willing to pose as long as 
desired, and the photographer is assured of 
her willing codperation in all his require- 
ments. By this arrangement she tacitly con- 
sents to having her picture used in any way 
desired, although the face is frequently ex- 
empted at her request. 

Underwear also calls for a perfect form, 


makes a business of posing is generally 
called in. The altogether’’ is absolutely 
necessary in these cases, and only a regular 
model will consent to it. Men, although far 
more ready to be photographed while in a 
state of negligee than women, are far harder 
to find; that is, the good figuresare. A stout, 
elderly, altogether unsuitable man may be 
more than willing, but given a really fine 
torso and the owner of it is almost sure to be 
intractable and unwilling to pose as desired. 
Masculine models are few in Chicago, and 
almost always in demand. Children, on the 
contrary, are usually delighted to pose, and 
many a little school girl or boy supports sev- 
eral people upon the salary he or she receives 
for posing out of school hours. Children 
make good models, being generally imitative 
and naturally graceful, and they possess few 
of the trying qualities of the older models.

Each photographer has his own way of se- 
curing and keeping models. When he dis- 
covers a specially good one he generally en- 
deavors to make it worth his or her while to 
pose for him exclusively. There is strong 
rivalry existing between the different stu- 
dios, and it is said that the photographers 
sometimes resort to wiles and stratagema in 
order to obtain possession of the names and 
addresses of the good sitters obtained by 
each other.

Posers Somewhat Ashamed of It. 


Most of the models, and the best ones at 
that, come from the Art Institute, They are 
always somewhat unwilMng that this fact

should be known, it being a vagary 
of human pride that while they are ud to 
pose for the Art Institute student half 


a dollar an hour they are a little ashamed of 
posing for the commercial photographer at 
five times that price, and much easier work. 
The Art Institute model must pose steadily 
for several hours each day, with but a few 
moments’ rest at regular intervals, while 
the model at a photographer’s studio is only 
compelled to retain a given pose for the 
third part of minute. A succession of 
pictures, taking several hours to complete 
entail but very little of actual posing, a 
quite a large sum is earned. -But still, 
strange to say, the models will never own 
to being anything but regulars.“ To pose 
for commercial purposes is considered a 
lowering of caste. 

One of the largest figure photographers in 
town has adopted a different system in re- 
gard to the models used for commercial pur- 
poses. He will take no model who will not 
give a written consent to have his or her 
face used, and the invariable price paid for 
a given piece of work is $5. Sometimes a 
satisfactory pose is obtained at the cost of 
a few moments’ work, again a day or more 
will be consumed. But the price is the same 
Im each case. And this photographer, al- 
though continually on the lookout for new 
and prettier sitters, has his lists always 
full. Some of his models come from unsus- 
pected sources. Not a few are young men 
and women of good families who eke out a 
scanty salary in this way. More than one 
university student of handsome face or well 
developed form has helped to pay his way 
in this manner, and more than one college 
girl is down on this man’s list. These latter, 
the feminine students, do not sit for the face 
in all cases, not a little consideration being 
shown them, but the invariable agreement 
is exacted from them, and they. sell the right 
to being exclusive owners of their own faces 
when they consent to sit for a hand, a foot, 
or an eyebrow, if this were possible. One 
woman, well known in Chicago society, used 
not so very long ago to pose fora commercial 
photographer, and even now she starts occa- 
sionally at seeing upon wall or poster a 
counterfeit presentment of her own béauti- 
ful face and form. But these cases are the 
exceptions, of course, and it is from the Art 
Institute and the summer theaters that the 
ranks of the feminine models are recruited. 


Photographs for Framing, 


Still another branch of commercial | 

tography which needs and calls r 
feminine and a few masculine models is that 
branch of the art which consists of taking 
fancy photographs which are sold for fram- 
ing and decorative purposes. Many. of these 
pictures are as artistic as the work of the 
regular color artists, and the requirements 
for models in this line are even more strict 
than for the artists themselves. Idealiza- 
tion is possible to an artist with brush or 
charcoal, but à nude or lightly draped photo- 
graph admits of but little idealization. Each 
line and curve must speak for itself. Sala- 
ries paid for this branch of work are slightly 
oe for the others, and women are 
far more used than men. Children are nec- 
essary in many cases, and the Chicago firm 
mentioned above is supposed to turn out the 
best work of this kind in the world. Many 
of the photographs they show are really 
worth preserving for all time, so artistic and 
beautiful are they. . 
The cloak and suit manufacturers call for 
endless photographs, but the services of the 
ordinary model are rarely asked in this 
branch of the work. The manufacturer sim- 
ply chooses his best and prettiest cloak 
model and takes her to the photographer, 
who photographs one garment after another. 
The faces of these models are usually 
changed, however, so that they are hardly 
photographs in the end. Bicycles, on the 
contrary, seem to form the one class of ad- 
vertisements upon which ordinary men and 
women do not object to figure: A pretty girl 
who would faint at the idea of serving as a 
model under ordinary circumstances has no 
objection, in many cases, to be photographed 
perched upon a wheel, and a man usually 
glories in it. For this reason the bicycle 
manufacturers can generally procure mod- 
els from among their friends, and the mem- 
bers of the crack ' team of a wheel man- 
ufacturing house usually sit for the adver- 
tisements of that particular wheel. The 
girl pictured so frequently as coasting so 
merrily down a steep hill, with streamers 
flying and hair floating upon the wind, is a 
Chicago girl, and the young lady who comes 
toward the spectator at a rapid rate, her 
bright eyes dancing merrily over the handle 
bars of a popular wheel; is also a resident of 
this city. 5 ö f 
The babies who gravely discuss the rela- 
tive mérits of different soaps on almost 
every blank wall were photographed in Chi- 
cago, and the lovely maiden who extends a 
pictured glass of cooling beverage to every 
passer-by is a Chicago girl also. In fact, 
Chicago handles a large share of the com- 
mercial photography of the United States, 
and some of the best work of this kind is 
done here. One Dearborn street photogra- 
pher claims to have photographed over 65,- 
000 bicycles alone during the last winter, 


on top of them. 
Models Soon Marry. 


At this season of the year models are 

- plentiful and the photographers happy, but 
in the fall it will be different. Just why so 
many models should get married every year 
is a mystery, but that they do so is an in- 
disputable fact. No photographer expects } 
to keep a pretty model beyond one season, 
and an especially attractive one rarely stays 
single for a whole year. After marriage 
they never pose. . 
The masculine models are not open to this 
objection, but, as has already been stated, 
they are but few in number and not always 
of good quality. The janitor of the Art 
Institute, who is said to be the invariable 
masculine model for the life classes, is one 
of the finest models in Chicago. It is not 
every day that he will pose for commercial 
purposes, but he does so occasionally, and 
he is always in demand. The retired 
janitor, a finely built Swede, who was janitor 
and model for over twenty years, Was super- 
annuated for this purpose some time ago 
and the commercial photographers mourn 
his passing: bitterly. There are very few 
models who possess the magnificent form 
of this man. But fat, that strong enemy of 
the race of models, obscured his fine lines 
and he was compelled to seek other work. 
Chicago, say the photographers, has no 
other model so good. 
The first photographing from models for 
commercial purposes which was ever done 
was commenced in Buffalo. Every one has 
seen the picture of a party of little babies, all 
just waking from sleep, all eager for the 
feeding bottle, and in all stages of that 
hungry eagerness. One triumphantly holds 
the bottle, another reaches an anxious hand 
in his direction, a third weeps bitterly, and 
so on. These little fellows were actually 
photographed and they were the first of the 
photographic models. This was under a 
decade ago, and now every manufacturer of 
anything which is worth notice uses models 
with which to advertise his work. 


Business Is Widespread. 


Commercial photography is an important 
branch of the business at present, and to 
commercial photography the model is as 
necessary as the camera. The dentifrice 
girls, the chocolate-eating lady, the corset 
maidens, the bicycle men, the underwear 
army, the millinery hosts, the countless 
shoe advertisers, the typewriter multitudes, 
the patent medicine millions, in fact, nearly 
all the pictured people who help to adver- 
tise anything which the magazines, walls, 
newspapers, and posters exploit, are all real 
people. They donned the article of Nel op | : 
apparel, they held the soap or the bottle o 

medicine, they drank the soup, they mount- 
ed the wheel, they smiled, they were pho- 
tographed. And every one of them did it for 
the money it held out to them, and every one 
concealed that he or she did it if possible. 
For the photograph model, though neces- 
sary, is more bashful than her sister or sis- 
ter-self of the artist’s studio, and is more 
than willing to hide her light under a bushel. 
Once in a while a good model is obtained 
by accident, as happened in the case of the 
St. Louis young lady who sat for her father 
in order to illustrate, by a series of 9 
the possibilities of photography. e pict- 
ures when finished were so charming that 
she received $5,000 for a set of them. A man- 
ufacturer, seeing them, took a fancy to one 
of the heads, and paid liberally to 
duce it. Very few of that young y’s 
friends know that the advertisement which 
bears such a striking resemblance to her is 


— 
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forthcoming book of Ella Wheeler Wilcox 
a similar origin. A prize was offered for a 
certain picture, illustrating any passage of 
a particular poem of this author, and a Chi- 
cago artist induced a young friend to sit 

her for this picture. The photo- 
graph not only took the prize, but the author 
of the poem desired it for a frontispiece, and 
to this end it will doubtless be put.

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POPULAR SONG WRITING. 


WHAT AN AUTHOR OF MANY FAVOR- 
ITE AIRS HAS TO SAY OF IT. 


George Schlieiffarth, the Composer of 
“Doris” and 15,000 Other Pieces, 
Tells of His Experience—How the 
Songs Are Written—What Makes 

Tem “Take ”—Why Good Songs 
Fail—Words Which Do Not Mean 
Anything. 


Probably the most prolific writer of pop- 
ular music in this country today is George 
Schleiffarth, who in a career of twenty- 
eight years has composed 15,000 pieces. 

Mr. Schieiffarth, widely known as a com- 
poser under the nom de plume of George 
Maywood, has some exceedingly original 
ideas on musical writing. Since the com- 
position of popular songs has become a 


business in which a large and constantly 


increasing army of writers of music are en- 
gaged, these ideas are of especial interest. 
While the pecuniary reward of Mr. Schleif- 


' farth has been a considerable one, he says

his greatest enjoyment comes from the hear- 
ing of his songs sung on bread wagons, milk 
wagons, and beer wagons, for then he knows 
that he is not a cipher on the earth. 

Mr. Schleiffarth is one of the few who have 
achieved success by the first thing written 
for publication. Careless Elegance,“ a 


should be as few notes as possible. The 
meter and rhythm must be a repetition in 
the instance of the first and third lines 
especially. The second and fourth may be 
as you will, but keep to the repetition in 
the other two.

How Made Popular. 


“A popular 80 is an inspiration, but it 
requires a 22 more tact and knowl- 
edge of general capabilities in the writing 
than people commonly consider. After the 
song is written it must be pounded into the 
public with a sledge hammer. Have it sung 
on the stage, played in the parks, let the peo- 
ple hear it. If it has in it the elements of 
popularity, if it is melodious and readily 
caught, then it will find its way into the 
street. But. after all, it is oftener than not 
a matter of chance. There are beter songs 
uncalled for on the shelves than have gained 

ularity. 

pep Out of every ten composers eight will 
call their publishers thieves. I have never 
yet had occasion to doubt the integrity of 
the people with whom I have dealt, and my 
experience is rather a long one. People 
often say tome: ‘I hear your song, so-and 
so, whistled in the streets and everywhere 
else. You will make a fortune out of it.’ 

„Nothing of the kind. In four months the 
sale, even with that popularity, may have 
reached only 7,000 copies. Inquire at one of 
the great department stores, where popular 
songs are sold, how many copies of a cer- 
tain song then the vogue have been sold 
that day. The answer will be; not 200, but, 
with great pride, perhaps, twenty-two. 

“Some of my most popular songs have 
brought: me in $1,000. To make $25,000 on 
a single song today is enormous, and when I 
hear such reports I take them with reserva- 
tion. The claim that Harris made $50,000 
out of ‘After the Ball’ might, I think, be cut 
in half, and come nearer the truth. People 
do not buy songs. They learn them in the 
music halls, at the theater, from hearing, 
and most frequently of all, when at the re- 
quest of some music hall singer, they have 
joined in the chorus. If the songs are readily 
caught people carry them away in their 
minds. That is the way popular songs trav- 
el about. It is consequently a mistake to 
suppose that any but a moderate proportion 
of the people familiar with a popular song 
have bought a copy of it.“ 


How Songs Are Written. 


In making a song Mr. Schleiffarth writes 
out in rough from the contents of the verses 
as they occur to him. Some circumstance 
that he witnesses or of which he reads in a 
newspaper generally forms the foundation. 
The rough draft is afterwards submitted to 
a verse writer, who puts it into proper form. 
The first version of the text is, however, 
always made by the composer himself. The

In his note-book Mr. Schleiffarth jots down 
his musical ideas. These sketches comprise 
six, seven, or eight notes as a minimum, and 
from these are elaborated the melody of 
the song. 

The best known songs written by Mr. 
Schieiffarth are: Pauline,“ Alone at 
Last,“ When Love Was Born,” Fare- 
well Pauline,“ Every American Girl Isa 
Queen,“ and Beyond the Sunset Gates.“ 

Every day, Mr. Schleiffarth says, he is 
visited by from one to five aspiring com- 
posers with their manuscripts. In the ma- 
jority of these instances, he claims, the bar 
to success is either a melody already printed 
and on the shelves, or unsuitable words, As 
he puts it. Poems that read well but do not 
sing well are used, or they are about a mother 
and her baby or some sickening love affair. 
What is needed in the popular song is new 
and originai ideas, with an absence of the 
injurious kind of sentiment that should be

The collecting of thimbles in New York is 
said to be a fad which walks down Broadway 
side by side with the bicycle craze and the 
furore in sandwiches. Sturdy business-men, 
made methodical by long years of unremit- 
ted labor, waste hours hanging over a silver 
finger protector said to have belonged to 
Marie Antoinette or Elijah the Tishbite. 
Gilded youths from among the 400 desert 
cocktails and cigarets for whole minutes to 
examine the latest find of some enthusiastic 
collector. Fair dames of high degree turn 
readily from an examination of a loveofa 
bonnet to look upon an inlaid bit of gold be- 
lieved to have once led a useful existence on 
the finger of Helen of Troy, or some other 
antique beauty. At least, that.some such 
Btate of affairs is the case is to be gathered 
from the reports which sift slowly west- 
ward. And through it all Chicago seems to 
have remained unmoved. She looks calmly 
across the lake and enjoys the breeze and 
winks at the weather man, but she regards 
not thimbles; neither does she tumble over 
herself in her haste to acquire them. 

The thimbles which are sought are not the 
common kind with which mothers sit up all 
night mending little boys’ trousers. They 
are hallowed thimbles. They have been hal- 
lowed by the touch of noted hands. They 
have been hallowed by Zenobia’s using them 
when she turned her old alpaca to make it 
do till fall. There is a man in New York 
who is spoken of in hushed whispers because 
he owns a thimble which was once swern at 
by Queen Elizabeth. The exact words used 
by Good Queen Bess upon the occasion 
are not lost; it is believed that they are still 
in common use; but it is impossible to pick 
them out from the immense number of 
similar expressions. However, though the 
words are not remembered, the fact is cer- 
tain; for it has been indisputably proved that 
Elizabeth owned the thimble, and if she 
owned anything which she did not swear at 
history makes no mention of the fact. The 
same fortunate collector has a thimble 
which belonged to Queen Victoria when she 
was 14 years old. It is said to be solid and 
substantial in appearance, but very small. 
It no longer fits the Queen, and the general 
opinion seems to be that it has shrunk. 
There is also one inlaid with gold and enamel 
which is regarded with much reverence as 
having’ belonged to the Princess of Wales 
before her family became too large for her 
to do her own sewing. 

These are but a few of the gems which 
New York has seized upon. She can afford 
to smile at Chicago. ‘There may be a few 
valuable thimbles within this city, but no 
large collection is known. The jewelers say 
that the idea is a new onetothem. All the 
old thimbles which come to them théy are 
in the habit of melting down, without in- 
quiry into pedigree or former condition of 
servitude. That they may once have be- 
longed to the author of The Earl’s Atone- 
ment.“ or Cleopatra, or Mary E. Lease cuts 
no figure in the cold calculation of Chicago 
jewelers. ‘‘ Here is gold,” they say, or 
Here is silver,“ and forthwith it goes into 


ideas. And yet there is an American author 
whose best verses have been steadily for 
twenty-five years attributed to all but their 
rightful creator. Nor are they unknown, 
seldom quoted lines. It is safe to say that 
people who have never heard Hamlet’s so- 
liloquy, nor Tennyson's *“* May Queen,“ nor 
Longfellow's Psalm of Life could recite 
these off hand. Next to Now I lay me the 
poem about “ Little Drops of Water” has 
probably been oftener spoken than any other 
in the language. Every one knows the 
poem; no one knows its author. Ia Har- 
per’s Cyclopedia it is attributed to F. 8. 
Osgood. In Laudes Domini,“ published by 
the Century company, an English clergy- 
man is given credit for it. Turn to that final 
authority, Bartlett's Handbook of Fa- 
miliar Quotations,” and vou will find 
Frances Sargent Osgood, 1812-1850,"" and 
below the well-known verses as the only 
ones frequently quoted from her writings. 
The last lines of the second verse, by the 
way, are given thus: 
Make our earth an Eden 
Like the heaven above. 

Any of us who ever thought at all upon the 
subject probably thought the author was in 
heaven long ago, along with Hannah Moore, 
Isaac Watts, and others of childhood’s 
standard writers. 

The poet is, however, still living, though 
past the allotted three-score years and ten. 
She is no further away than Galesburg, III.; 
a sweet and serene old lady, whose name is 
Julia A. Carney. When she wrote that 
poem, half a century ago, it was Julla A. 
Fletcher. 5 

Louis A. Keller of this city has in his val- 
uable collection of autographs the verses in 
her own handwriting, together with a letter, 
in which she says: , 

The four verses that I send are all that 
I wrote, and I never made any alteration ex- 
cept in the third line, fourth verse, which 
was originally: 

„ Make this pleasant earth below.“ 

“This being too long for the measure, 
some one arranging it for singing introduced 
the ‘Eden’ line. As I do not like the idea

But the autograph collector’s felicity was 


greatly disturbed by accidentally finding that, 
according to Bartlett, he was treasuring the 
wrong piece of nthanship. He wrote to 
Mrs. Carney, calling her attention to the 
error in that usually impeccable book. See 
how gently she deals with those who have 
unwittingly appropriated her title to fame: 

“It was credited to Mrs. Osgood in Har- 


pers, Cyclopzedia,’ I think as long ago as 


Mrs. Carney writes in a second letter to 
Mr. Keller: But the fact did not come to 
my knowledge until two years since. The 
Boston Transcript and the Brooklyn Eagle 
about the same time published letters from 
friends of mine, who knew. whereof they 
wrote, and did not wait to consult me. The 
last named paper reflected severely upon Mrs. 
Osgood as a pretender. 
gifted poetess had been dead more than 
twenty years before the mistake was made 
and that she had no need to borrow my little 
poem, as she is the author of all (nearly all) 
of the favorite songs of her generation, be- 
sides more lengthy poems, all breathing the 
same spirit of kindly feeling and truth, I 
wrote to the Eagle in her defense. 

Frances Sargent Osgood died in 1850, 
and, the poems which were collected for pub- 
lication by a friend after she was too ill to 
do it herself do not contain a line resembling 
my child poem, although she says in the 
preface, which is probably the last thing she 
ever wrote, that her friend has gathered 
muny of little value which she would have 
omitted had she compiled the book. 

ret Little Drops of Water’ had been 
there for at least four years in the Boston 
primary school text books, and was much 
used for children’s declamation. She may 
have copied it for one of the little girls she 
alludes to so lovingly to speak, and thus the 
words may have been found among her pa- 
pers in her handwriting by the editor of the 
cyclopedia (Epes Sargent), who himself 
died while the work was passing through 
the press. 

Harper Bros. have expressed a wish to 
do all that is possible in correcting the mis- 
take, but I only ask them to omit it from her 
poems in future editions of their cyclopzedia 
one fill the space with something she did 
write. 

The collection she authorized just before 
her death was published, if I rightly remem- 
ber, by Putnam & Co., Philadelphia, and will 
show that writing for the little ones was not 
her talent. I presume you will find itin any 
library. It is in ours. 

** My little poem has been often credited to 
an English clergyman, who in 1848 took its 
first verse as a text, or prelude, to several of 
his own, and neglected quotation marks.

Europeans Growing to Appreciate Su- 
perior Quality of American Goods, 
The progress of American ideas in Europe 
has set the wooden leg market on its feet.

THESE ANTS ARE VERY. TERRORS. 


Man and Beast Fear Them as They Do 
a Pestilence, | 
The most remarkable insect of South 
Africa is the driver ant, the anomma arcens 
of the scientist. | 
This ant tesembles the ordinary ant, ex- 


cept in size. It is much larger, varying from 
a quarter to three-quarters of an inch in 


length. The color is a dark brownish black. 


The head is large and powerful, and the 
mandibles are so curved that they cross 
when closed. Thus they grasp their prey so 
étightly that it is impossible to loosen their 


hold without tearing the flesh. 
But the most curious thing about this 


species is that neither the male nor female 


has as yet been discovered. This may seem 
to be a paradox, but the driver ant is the 


This creature is called the driver ant on 


account of its manner of traveling. Count- 
less thousands, nay millions of them, travel 


in armiés across the country. Their column 
is from five to ten feet across, and is some- 


times miles in length. They drive every- 


thing before them.

City Is the Nursery of the “4 ti- 
ment, if Not of the World, for Old 
Age—People De Not Live to Be as 
Old as Methuselah Simply Because 
the Flood Changed All That—Air 

gnd Conditions. 


Most people live with their minds made up 
that they cannot, under the most hopeful 
circumstances, more than reach that three 
score and ten years of human life allotted 
by the Psalmist. They accept the saying 
stoically, as if it were a decree of the Lord 
rather than the flat of a fanciful poet. Sta- 
tistics, exasperatingly meager though they 
be, are yet sufficiently inspiriting to show 
that every man and woman is a living pos- 
gibility for overpassing that figurative 
boundary. Locality has much to do with 
such an achievement—perhaps as muchas 
the. individual. The two combined often 
and happily disprove the life-limitation of 
the prophet, Those misnamed asylums 
for the ill, health resorts, are found every- 
where; but the places ich tend to prolong 
human life to an unffisual duration are 
miracie spots. Now if figures, and existence 
itself, prove anything they show that Chi- 


Is one of those spots—the nursery for 
this continent, if not for the world, of old 


Age. 

Longevity today and old age before the 
flood are incredibly different. Adam and 
his descendants, all-sons (reference to the 
age of the women being discreetly omitted), 
successfully strugs against giving up 
the ghost,“ or of making way for the boys 

of the time - young men only four or five cen- 
turies old. A “ripe old age meant a good 
deal in the antediluvian era; it bears, today, 
a hopeless meaning for the descendants of 
those who were not drowned, being a con- 
cise record of the unattainable. The luck- 
Test of long livers cannot rival Adam, who 
drew his last breath in his 930th year; or 


* Seth, who held out for 912 years; or Cainan 


who surrendered life aged 910. Jared’s 
wheel of life turned for 962 years. Methu- 
eelah, venerated today by child and man, was 
made forever famous by holding out against 
death for 900 years. Noah, to whom the 
present world of people owes everything, 
was blessed with a tardy habit about doing 
unpleasant tasks, and kept away from 


Aying for 950. The deluge seems to have 


washed out some peculiar. tonic of life pos- 
sessed by the children Adam or else it 
drowned the falsifiers as to age; for since 
Noah landed the length:of human life has 


deen remarkably shortened. 


Beginning with Moses, whb dropped his 
thread of life 3,343 years ago, aged 120. or 
with Aaron, 3,505 years ago, who died at 
123, or Joshua who at the age of 110 passed 
away 3,335 years ago, there came a decided 
cutting down of the span of life, and men 
have had the effrontery to emulate the Jew- 
ish leaders. Such livés were within the 
bounds of reason and comprehension, nor, 
when lived, did the success belong to the 
incredible. Had vital and historical records 
been Glosely kept in the last ten centuries 
doubtless many a strange story of long and 
- eventful lives would have been preserved; 
for going back to 1742, when obituary no- 
tices began to form a part of the current 
ne of the week, many deaths are men- 


+ tioned of very old people, many years more 


than a century of living. 
More Recent Examples. 


In England a Mr. Philips of Thorger, 
mear Leeds, Yorkshire, died at the age of 
118. Mrs. Sarah Keedwell, near Bristol, was 
107 at the time of her decease and left sev- 
enty-three living descendants. Mr. Roch- 
fort, a Derbyshire farmer, quit the fields 
of life after tilling them for 105 years and 
living in one house for ninety years. James 
Littlejohn of the Parish of Moshrum, Gal- 
Jowayshire, Scotland, held on to life for 
118 years. Mrs. Judith Bannister of Cowes, 
Isle of Wight, after living for the last sixty- 
three years of her life on biscuits and ap- 
ples, with milk and water, died at the age 
of 108, and eighty of her descendants at- 
tended her funeral. In six months of 1734 
Were many deaths of people exceeding a 
century of existence. Samuel Collins, at 
the Lizard, Cornwall, England, had perfect 
sight and senses up to his death in his 115th 
year. John Stewart of Dillievord, Scotland, 
took a second wife when he was 80, had a 
child when he was 100, and was laid in 
the grave at 105. But John Falls of Car- 
rick, Ireland, was the friskiest of them all, 
for he often drank two quarts of whisky at 
a sitting and went home sober in his 110th 
year, the year of his death. 

In 1790 and 1791 there was renown in be- 
_ Ggyming more than centenarians, and their 
deaths were matters of public interest. For 
_ €xample: After having served seven Lords 
of the Isle of Inch Keith, Scotland, in 
ninety-four years, Archibald Cameron died, 
aged 122. Jean Walker of Carlinwark, 


Scotland, was a remarkable woman, being. 


@ valuable witness in court in her 107th 
zon three years before her death. (This 
toh County of Carlinwark was a life-pre- 
serving place, for William Marshall, a resi- 
dent, was kept alive in it for 117 years, and 
Tor twenty years preceding his death twelve 
others had died at ages ranging from 100 
to 115.) Anna Green, a pauper of Sprot- 
borough, England, was forgotten by death 
until she had reached her 113th birthday, 
and Francis Nunez of Caldas, Portugal, 
Was not visited by the destroyer for 119 


years. James Peters was a peddler, who, 


though he slept a great deal in the fields 
. lived to be 107. More than a —— ot others 
Are mentioned whose ages were between 
100 and 105 years, and who were noted for 
some peculiar feature of physical and men- 
tal activity. The majority of the old peo- 
ple thus mentioned were women, and nearly 
all were of the poor or laboring classes, 
rsons who suffered great privations as to 
ood, clothing and shelter. Though ripe in 
years most of these battlers for a 
meager living died with their armor on, but 
it was falling to pieces like an old machine. 
Has there been much change in the life 
age gg components of the human race 
in the few years since these persons lived 
and died? Centenarians, or the death-for- 
gotten, seem to be just as numerous as ever, 
and the United States has had its share of 
those who have drifted close up to the age 
mark of Moses and Joshua, and it still rev- 
erently cherishes those left in the stubble 
fields by the great reaper. The public, which 
gave any attention to the mortuary pecul- 
Jarities of the time laughed in derision when 
in 1877 it was announced that the oldest 
woman in the world was a Mexican— 
Sefiora Peras Glen—living at the San Ga- 
briel Mission, Cal., and shown by church 
records to be 140 years old. It laughed 
just as unbelievingly in 1879 wren told 


that the oldest man in the world was a 


half-bl farmer named Miguel Solis, liv- 

Ins at the foot of the Sierra Mesilla, in the 
Republic of Colombia, and with an appa- 
rently authenticated age of over 180 years. 
It may, perhaps, be incredulous when, read- 
ing backward to 1827, it is informed that 
Mrs. Cardinell, wife of a trapper and first 
settler of Prairie du Chien, Wis., died in 
that year at the age of 130, hav- 
ing outlived thirteen husbands. Mrs. 
Susanna Warren died in 1886 at Sassakawa, 
Seminole Nation, I. T., aged 136. She was 
born a Spanish slave in 1750 in the old Town 
of San Augustine, Fla. She, too, might tip 
a shaft of humor for the unbelieving. 


Up-te-Date Old People. 


But, really, old age is not such an extraor- 
dinary achievement as many suppose, and

spring of eternal youth. Centenarians, 


though easily forgetting and soon forgot- 


ten, are really objects of pride in any com- 


munity in which they are living. Chicago, 


has had them. There was Alexander Rob- 
inson, a settler of 1806, and present at the 
massacre, who died in 1872, aged 110. David 
Kenyon, the last of the Boston tea party, 
had his 115-year-old body laid away in what 
is now Lincoln Park. Mrs. Mary Fitzgerald 
Welch was 105 when, in January, 1896, she 


was given a well-earned tomb. Almost in. 
ner second century Mrs. Mar, 


aret Stewart 


was alive, aged 96, and residing a few months 
ago in Oak Park. Such people are the very 
old, the really unexpected in life. 

If the reading of the death notices in the 
daily papers were not mostly confined to 
old maids and professional attendants upon 
funerais people would have chances of be- 
ing surprised at the number of Chicagoans 
who die aged 70 and upwards, They would 
be still more surprised if they Knew how 
very many above that age were ‘alive and 
lively. Chicago is still too young to be hav- 
ing its first born dying of old age What it 
loses by death are persons who have come to 
it and grown slowly and kindly old as a 
natural sequence of such residence, such 
decadence more, perhaps, from the attributes 
of locality than from any inherent powers 
of vitality in the individual. It is admit- 
ted, because facts prove it, that Chicago is 
the healthiest city on the continent, if not in 
the world. In 18% out of sixteen cities, with 
populations of over 200,000 each, the Garden 
City had a lowest death rate—15.24 per, 
1,000 ‘pers6hs—while New York,, Boston, and 
New Orleans were the highest in the order 
named: This excellence comes from the 
city’s geographical position, the administra- 
tion of its sanitary laws, and the stubborn 
resistance of its people to the advance 
guards of death. In 1851, the first year of 
which any records of the Board of Health 
have been preserved, the death rate, was 
26.60 to 1,000 of the population. Between 
that year and 1894 the highest death rate 
was 64 in every 1,000 for 1854, the cholera 
year; and the lowest 15.24 in 1894, when the 
population was over 1,500,000, and when the 
sanitary affairs of the city were under an 
effective administration. In 1894—as good a 
year as any for figures as to people who 
were beginning to get old—the figures of the 
Health Department showed 20,380 persons 
between 70 and 80 years of age and 7,846 who 
were over 80—the numbers of men and wom- 
en being nearly equal. This exhibit is en- 
couraging to those who want to become old, 
but fear the chances are few. Death in that 
year carried away 918 people between 70 
and 80 years old, 351 between 80 and 90, 
forty-nine between 90 and 100, and three 
who were 100 or more. During the same pe- 
riod the percentage of deaths among chil- 
dren under 5 years of age was 49.49 per 1,000, 
while for persons between 70 and 80 it was 
45.04, showing that the beginners in living 
had died off to a greater extent than those 
at the far end of the life line. 

Coming close to the present time and tak- 
ing the vital statistics for the seven months 
preceding June, 1896, on an estimated pop- 
ulation of 1.600.000. the monthly death rate 
averages about 1.19 ner cent per 1,000 per- 
sons, or less than 15 per cent per annum, 
During the seven months the entire deaths 
numbered 13,376. Of. this little army 1.035 
were veterans whose ages ran from 70 to 
over 100. Surely if the allotted time of life 
is three-score-and-ten, there must be some 
peculiar and strong reason for Chicago hav- 
ing so many live people over 70. and, with 
equal reason. so many to die and leave still 
others to follow. When, May 27, 1879. the 
Calumet club gave a reception to the“ old 
settlers “ (persons who were residents prior 
to 1840), there were 221 of them registered. 
Of this number the youngest was 50, the 


oldest  vears. There were thirtv-two be- 


tween Fo and 60, 131 between 60 and 70, fiftv- 
three between 70 and 80. four between 80 
and 90. and one between 90 and 100. In the 
seventeen years that have followed death 
has taken away many of these indices to 
early times, but of those who remain all 
must be bevond the Psalmist's snan of life, 
evidences that Chicago holds a life-nrolone- 
ing elixir exclusively its own. and be justi- 
fications of the philosopher’s dictum that 
Chicago was the best place in which to grow 
old. 
Work of Nature and Man. 

Nature and man have united to make 

Chicago a great university for the culture 
of old age. Such culture is recognized. 
Eminent scientists. assert and prove that 
life may be cultivated—or, in other words, 
prolonged—by good air and proper foods. 
just as by the same means childhood is 
advanced and strengthened into manhood. 
Sir Benjamin Richardson is reported as 
declaring that the normal duration of hu- 
man life ought to be 110 years; and that 
seven out of ten people might live that 
long if they took proper care of themselves. 
The instances cited as to long lives show 
that prolongation was effected under the 
antagonistic conditions of poverty. Proper 
care consists, to a vital extent, in the use 
of what is to be eaten, drank, and breathed: 
or, as the case was put by a man who lived 
to be over 100, it is ‘‘ quality and quantity.“ 
to which he added inspiritingly that man’s 
—3 worth in life comes after he is 50 years 
old, 
Dr. Palli, a noted Italian scholar, con- 
siders death the work of a slow oxidation, 
which requires about 100 years for its ac- 
complishment. This and succeeding genera- 
tions need not leave the survival of the 
aged to chance when in Chicago is carried 
on a school of life culture already distin- 
guished by its venerable living scholars and 
its dead graduates. The rough sarcasm of 
rivals declares that Chicagoans feed on 
winds; but winds such as blow over the 
Garden City are on the bill of fare for the 
old as well as the young, fanning away 
noxious exhalations and preventing dreaded 
oxidation. 

They were anciently recognized.as an es- 
sence of life, for in 1613 appeared an article 
on “ Life ’’—said article being “ translated 
out of that worthy Spanish gentleman, 
Pedro Mexio "—which said: 

“The naturall cause of the length or 
brevitie of man’s life, according to the judg- 
ment of som Philosophers, is the ayre: be- 
cause wee perceive it to be the opera- 
tive and inductive Instrument of the vertur 
of life. Wherefore, according to the pro- 
portion of the spirit or ayre life itselfe is 
also squared and proportioned. For when 
it is over-little; then (by weakness) it abridg- 
eth life, as in mellancholy bodies. And 
when it is overabundant it quenches heat 
by blowing, as we see the wind to extinguish 
a Torch or Candle. If it be grosse and thicke 
certainly it hindereth the operations of the 
vitall vertues.’’ 

On its elevation of 582 feet above the sea 
level, held like a rare gem in its girdle of 
prairies and lake, Chicago has lake-cured 
breezes’ coming over the water 250 miles 
from the north, 800 miles from the north- 
northeast, 50 miles from the east, and 25 
miles from the southeast. There is one 
maximum of winds from the southeast and 
a secondary maximum from the northeast. 
There is a marked preponderance of lake 
winds in the cold months, and a slight pre- 
ponderance in the warm months, during 
which period some of the months show a 
well-marked lake breeze at all hours of the 
day. In winter the water of the lake is 
several degrees warmer and in summer 
several degrees cooler than the air. As one 
result the mean temperature for the cold 
months from 1886 to 1890 was 30.6, and for 
the warm months 67.4. If life requires more 
oxygen for its prolongation the great inland 
sea of Lake Michigan so affects the elec- 


| trical condition of the air as to produce an 


illimitable supply; while the winds from the 
north pole and the Gulf Stream are inter- 
woven as sanitary auxiliaries. Chicago, the 
healthiest city in the world, is made so 
to a great extent by the purest air in the 
world, in which it is constantly enveloped. 

As for the city’s foods, its markets are 
unparalleled for variety and uantity. 
Rome in her palmiest days, when the worid 
was her slave, and her rulers’ palates were 
cloyed with repasts of peacocks’ brains and 
hummingbirds’ tongues, could not command 
such resources of luxuries and necessities, 
in season and out of season, as are brought 
to Chicago. The sick and the well, the 
young and the aged, can find in fts marts 
anything that is grown or manufactured. 
Here are given the proper food, the pure 
air, the health-enforcing light which are 
the unfailing allies of man against disease 
the forces that stay the painless shriveling 
up of the cells of mental power. People 
will no longer come to Chicago for the pur- 
pose of, dying within its confines, as Jews 
go to Jerusalem; but with the ambition to 
so sedulously nurse the crowding years of 
their old age as to pass the centenarian 
lime and compete with Moses for the laurels 
of longevity. The city has its thousands 
who have passed their three score and ten 
years and bear them as lightly as thistle 
down; and by them and through them it 
shows the mythical character of the Biblical 
allotment of years for the aged. Chicago is 
growing, and will continue to hed old 
people as a result of its peculfar natural 
resources and of the enlightened culfure 
with which it will intelligently utilize them. 
With Chicago nothing is impossible.
